| would have used cell phones and beep- 
ers to make my point, but Shuger is not 
wrong. Why do black consumers invest in 
some technologies and not in others? 

I use a computer daily. My three-year-old 
nephew can turn his IBM Aptiva on, boot it 
up, and play his CD game. But when I see 
the choices his 20-ycar-old cousin makcs, | 
see the computer culture gap. Younger kids 
have a definite affinity for computers. But 
those older than 15 sccm to be alicnated by 
them. They do, however, invest in everything 
from cell phones to modified Playstations. 

Shuger was gctting to a point I have had 
to make repeatedly. Black consumers 
make significantly different technology 
choices than their white peers. They often 
do not buy computers when thcy invest in 
technology. 

My argument, onc he didn’t explore, is 
that Ford, Sony, and Sprint all markct to 
blacks and Hispanics directly. Sprint spends 
millions to make its technology accessible. 
Prepaid cards make cell phones available to 
anyone who can spend $50. Beepers are sold 
in maybe 20 stores in my neighborhood. 

So why shouldn't black college-age con- 
sumers spend their money on items market- 
ed to them? 

Poverty is not the issuc here. The moncy 
clearly exists in the community. But while 
the number of users among blacks and Lati- 
nos is growing, when given a choice, in my 
experience, the last piece of technology 
many buy is the computer.

More help needed 


for troubled teens 


Aftershocks continue from the 
January 22 Copley Place shooting of a 
15-year-old Tent City resident by an 
alleged member of the Hornets, a Lower 
Roxbury street gang. 

The nonfatal attack has been 
characterized as a gang clash, but Tent City 
officials believe that characterization is 
unfair to teens who live in the mixed- 

income housing development. “We are 
not saying we have not had kids in 
trouble,” says Tent City executive 
director David Price, but he 
believes the South End 
development’s youths are 
threatened by a more 
dangerous crowd from 
neighboring Lower 
Roxbury. 
Now, Tent 

City leaders are 

saying that the 
incident 
demonstrates the 
need for more youth 
services in Lower Roxbury, 
which they say is underserved by the 
existing network of street workers and 
others who work with at-risk kids. 
Members of the South End/Lower 
Roxbury Youth Worker Alliance met last 
week with the city’s Department of 
Neighborhood Services to discuss ideas 
for addressing problems in the 
neighborhood. 

“We have to get more resources to the 
Lower Roxbury side for teens,” says Tent 
City youth-program coordinator Jorge 
Palmarin. “It would be jobs, a teen center, 
anything. Right now there is nothing down 
there for teens to do. There is no one to 
talk to, no one to reach out to.” 

But with other areas of the city also in 
need of street workers, who intervene in 
crises and help link teens with services, 
South End advocates may find their push 
for another body in Lower Roxbury a 
tough sell. 

“I would never turn down the 
opportunity to have additional workers, 
but if | had my preference at this time, 
there are other areas, like Roslindale, 
Brighton, and Charlestown, where | 
would like to see a street worker,” says 
Tracy Litthcut, director of youth services 
and recreation for the Boston 
Community Centers. He notes that two 
youth workers are stationed at the Lenox 
Street housing development in 
Lower Roxbury, with 
others at nearby 
Orchard Gardens 
and Madison Park.

Boston’s a bust for bikes ee 


in what may be the least surprising award 
bestowed in 1999, the International 
Federation of Bike Messenger Associations 
(IFBMA) has given its “Hall of Shame” status 
to Boston as the worst city in the world in 
which to work as a professional bike 
messenger. The ignominious award comes 
as no surprise to those who have followed 
the past year and a half of skirmishes 
between messengers and the city — 
skirmishes that followed a November 1997 
bike-pedestrian collision between a courier 
and William Spring, a school-committee 
member and a vice president at the Federal 
Reserve Bank. 

Since the Spring accident, Boston has 
taken dramatic steps to crack down on what 
many city leaders consider a roguish, unsafe 
industry. Boston now requires couriers to 

‘°° wear helmets, carry licenses, and display 
numbers on their backs, and special police 
patrols have been assigned to monitor 
messenger activity. The local media, too, 
have piled on, anointing bike messengers as 
Boston's most dangerous mobile threats — 
despite the prevalence of far-more-lethal 
vehicles called, um, cars.

The New Yorker ignores 
leukemia in Woburn 


In the February 8 issue of the New Yorker, Atul Gawande — a surgical 
resident and research fellow at the Harvard School of Public Health — 
argues that it’s virtually impossible to find 
evidence that environmental contamination 
causes cancer. Gawande’s article, “The 
Cancer-Cluster Myth,” is well researched and 
impressively argued. But there is a curious 
omission: any mention of Woburn and its 
unusually high rate of childhood leukemia. 

Between 1969 and 1986, 21 Wobum children 
were diagnosed with leukemia, a number that 
was approximately four times higher than would 
be expected in a community of its size. Following 
two decades of study, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health concluded in 1996 
that the elevated leukemia rate was strongly 
associated with exposure to water from two 
contaminated welis that were closed in 1979. The 
study's findings, according to the DPH, “suggest 
CANCER CLUSTERS: that the risk of developing childhood leukemia 
mere coincidence? was greater for a child whose mother drank water 
from the contaminated wells while pregnant with 

the child.” The effect was especially pronounced, the DPH added, in homes 
that received most of their water from the two wells. 

Suzanne Condon, director of the DPH’s Bureau of Environmental Health 
Assessment, says Gawande spent more than an hour interviewing her. Yet 
neither Condon nor the Woburn study appears anywhere in his article. 
instead, Gawande relies on the expertise of Raymond Richard Neutra and 
Alan Bender, epidemiologists well known for their skeptical attitude toward 
attempts to link pollution and cancer. “Particularly in Woburn, how anybody 
could believe that what happened was by chance is ridiculous,” says 
Condon. “The only thing I'm happy about is that he didn't use my name.” 

Indeed, so deliberate did Gawande appear to be in ignoring the Woburn 
experience that he managed to slip in the name of Jan Schlichtmann — the 
lawyer who sued two alleged polluters on behalf of eight Woburn families — 
without even mentioning the case that made him famous. Instead, Gawande 
offered a lengthy discussion on the laws of probability and the likelihood that 
the vast majority of cancer clusters are merely random occurrences. “Given 
the exceedingly poor success rate of such investigations,” Gawande wrote, 
“epidemiologists tend to be skeptical about their worth.” 

Gawande, when reached by the Phoenix, declined to discuss his omission 
on the record, although he emphatically defended his article. And it's true that 
even the DPH doesn't contend that its findings amount to any more than a 
strong statistical correlation. Still, the DPH study was an enormous advance 
that stands in contrast to Gawande’s thesis. Even if he thinks it’s unimportant, 
it was intellectually dishonest of him to ignore it.

The battle for the Web 


Everyone seems to agree that 
the Internet is going to transform 
the face of the music industry in the 
near future. No one can agree on 
exactly what that change will look 
like. But five major labels, in 
conjunction with IBM, just threw 
their weight behind a change that 
would look a lot like the status 
quo. 

For the past few years, 
college students and other Web- 
heads have been trading music 
fast and loose in a format called 
MP3, which allows songs to be 
uploaded from a CD, copied, and 
distributed to friends, all without 
a loss in sound quality. The 
Salem label Rykodisc cast its lot 
with the MP3 format last Friday, 
announcing that it would begin 
offering single tracks from its 
catalogue as MP3 files for 99 cents 
— more expensive than nothing, 
but much easier and more reliable 
than surfing the Net for whatever 
pirated song you're looking for. 

The prospect of endlessly 
copyable music tracks has spooked 
the major labels, which have tried 
to ban the Rio, a Walkman-like 
device that stores the MP3 files for

downloading digital music off the 
Internet. Listeners have to buy from 
the source, and — thanks to 
unspecified technical developments 
— can't copy the music. The format 
is scheduled for a test run among 
cable-modem users in San Diego 
this March, with more than 2000 


albums available for downloading. 
The battle over formats is really 
a tug-of-war for the future of music 
distribution. And for now, no one in 
the industry can be sure how 
things will turn out. The secure 
“Madison” system doesn't 
change much besides cutting 
out a trip to the record store: 
albums stay intact, and control 
remains in the hands of the 
label. But MP3 has already 
created a small but significant 
group of forward-thinking, 
digitally savvy consumers who 
are used to picking and 
choosing tracks, and copying 
them endlessly, for free. MP3 
users may still constitute a 
minority, but it’s a significant 
minority, one that presents such 
a radical challenge to the 
conventional model it prompted 
David Bowie to tell the Times last 
December: “The notion that music 
could be free is really something 
we have to contend with.” Darcy 
Mayers, publicity director at 
Rykodisc, is sure that “MP3 is not 
going to go away.”

Plaza Hotel last Tuesday, protesters outside handed out 
fliers decrying a crisis they called “morally wrong.” 

No, it wasn't the impeachment-trial proceedings. These 
Cantabrigian tenant activists were targeting an issue a bit 
closer to home: Elaine Schuster, Democratic fundraiser, 
luncheon co-chair, and owner of the Clinton and Prospect 
Apartments on Harvard Street. Schuster’s crime? Raising 
rents by 20 percent. 

“| won't be able to stay in Cambridge if | lose this 
apartment,” says Cheryl Patterson-Monroe, a single 


mother of three and a member of the Clinton and Prospect 
Tenants Association. “I've been to court three times already 


with them, and I’m going back again, because they're 
trying to evict me.” 

Yet Robert Najarian of Wingate Management, which 
manages the buildings, insists that there is no intention to 
force anyone onto the street. The rents are still 
approximately $300 less than the market value, he says, 
and Wingate Management is willing to help tenants 
arrange for federally subsidized Section 8 housing if they 
are unable to meet the increases. 

“Our commitment is there, and if any resident can 
demonstrate that they have financial difficulty, we will help 


them,” says Najarian. “We're here to help, but we can’t do it

Schuster’s decision. As reported in December (TJ!, News, 


December 11, 1998), the Cambridge City Council passed a 


resolution condemning the rent hikes. Copies of that 
resolution were sent to the state Democratic Party and the 
Massachusetts congressional delegation — which had 
seemingly little effect. 

The city council passed a second resolution last week, 
this time asking Schuster to halt the eviction proceedings 
and negotiate with her tenants in good faith. 

Jarrett Barrios, the newly elected state representative 
from Cambridge, has also gotten involved in the battle, 
attending a meeting in early December between building 
management and tenants. 

“The tenants and | left that meeting thinking there was 
some sort of agreement with the management, where the 
tenants would provide information, and the landlord would 
help them get Section 8,” Barrios said. “The process has 
broken down since then, and the mood is much more 
pessimistic.” 

Barrios is continuing to work on the tenants’ behalf, and 
Patterson-Monroe will fight her eviction in court later this 
month. In the meantime, the tenants’ protest has had no 


effect on the rent increases, according to Najarian.

Planned Parenthood wins millions from 








MERICAN FEMINISM AND its 
A historical ally, political liberalism, 

took a giant step backward last 
week, when an Oregon federal jury award- 
ed Planned Parenthood $107 million from 
the creators of an anti-abortion Web site 
called “The Nuremberg Files.” 

In winning its case against the American 
Coalition of Life Advocates and Advocates 
for Life Ministries, Planned Parenthood 
struck a blow against the First Amendment 
that the Supreme Court has refused to de- 
liver for 50 years. In case after case, the 
Court has ruled in favor of free speech re- 
gardless of whether the advocacy organiza- 
tions that would-be censors were seeking 
to shut down were “good” or “bad.” To ig- 
nore such precedent now is to create a 
double standard by which free-speech 
rights are allocated, which will leave the 
First Amendment an empty shell in hard 
cases, where protection for free speech re- 
ally matters.

allowed to stand on appeal, civil-rights ad- 
vocacy will never again during our lifetimes 
enjoy the legal protection that has given us 
desegregation, a woman’s right to choose 
an abortion, and, at least in some states, 
the rights of sexual minorities to live their 
private lives free of government meddling. 
The American Coalition case bears out 
the truth of the axiom “Bad cases make bad 
law.” The case involved a civil lawsuit 
brought by Planned Parenthood and a 
group of doctors against a coalition of anti- 
abortion fanatics whose activities are 
thought by some to encourage the move- 
ment’s most radical fringe. | advisedly re- 
frain from using the term pro-life; although 
these defendants have not been shown to 
be personally involved in the assassinations 
and bombings that have plagued abortion 
clinics and providers in recent years, it is 
clear that few of them are particularly dis- 
turbed by the violence. 
The American Coalition’s Web site surely 
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pushes the notion of free speech about as 
far as it could go under the current stan- 
dard. The Nuremberg Files listed by name 
the people whom the activists termed “baby 
butchers”; it publicized home addresses 
and licensc-plate numbers of abortion doc- 
tors, and even named their spouses and 
children. The site’s title was meant to sug- 
gest that the “murderers” of “unborn ba- 
bies” would someday be tried in tribunals 
not unlike those that judged Nazi war 
criminals after World War II. 

All that is undeniably protected by the 
Constitution; but the American Coalition 
crept up to the frontier of First Amendment 
law by displaying abortion providers on 
“Wantcd” posters, and by putting a line 
through the names of those who had been 
slain. (The names of those merely wounded 
in the line of duty were displayed in lighter- 
colored type.) The message was clear: the 
site’s sponsors appeared to be advocating 
and encouraging violence. And, by supply- 
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standards that have shaped First 
Amendment law. 


ing addresses, they may even have facilitat- 
ed murders (although, for that matter, the 
telephone book might be scen as doing the 
same). 

Planned Parenthood and its allies pro- 
nounccd their victory a blow against “do- 
mestic terrorism.” However, they skirted 
the obvious fact that the American Coali- 
tion was not committing terrorism but ad- 
vocating it. These anti-abortion activists 
were not the ones who shot martyrs such as 
Dr. Barnett Slepian, assassinated last Octo- 
ber in his home near Buffalo, New York. 
They may have been the cheering section. 
They may have made the lives of Siepian 
and his colleagues more difficult. They may 
have contributed to an atmosphere that en- 
couraged murderous fanatics. But such ac- 
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tivities, when carried out by those on the 
front lines of the civil-rights struggles that 
liberals, feminists, and anti-war protesters 
have championed for decades, have been 
held by the civil-rights activists —- and by 
the courts — to be constitutionally protect- 
ed. To change the rules now, just because 
we loathe those who seek their protection, 
is the rankest type of hypocrisy, and it is 
self-defeating in the long run. History tells 
us that this ill-considered verdict will not 
stop abortion-related violence; only arrests 
and prosecutions of the actual assailants 
will do that. Meanwhile, we will have killed 
off a piece of the First Amendment and 
gotten nothing worthwhile in return. 


O UNDERSTAND the profundity of 

the change that could come about if the 
jury’s verdict is upheld, we need only look 
back at the cases that have molded the 
modern definition of protected speech. 

Beginning in the 1950s, with the advent 
of the internal security investigations that 
marked the McCarthy era, the courts have 
been called upon to confer protection on all 
manner of ugly ideas, including advocacy 
of violence. In 1961, the Supreme Court 
pronounced in the case of Noto v. United 
States that “the mere abstract teaching . . . 
of the moral propriety or even moral neces- 
sity for a resort to force and violence, is not 
the same as preparing a group for violent 
action and steeling it to such action.” In 
1969, the Court issued its landmark opin- 
ion Brandenburg v. Ohio, involving a crimi- 
nal prosecution of a Ku Klux Klan leader 
who had been filmed telling a crowd of 
hooded Klansmen, some of whom carried 
firearms, that “it’s possible that there might 
have to be some revengeance [sic] taken” 
against Negroes and Jews. The Court re- 
minded the nation that even such loath- 
some creatures as hooded Klansmen may 
legally engage in such rhetoric “except 
where such advocacy is directed to inciting 
or producing imminent lawless action.” 
The emphasis was on imminent. 

The justices continued to apply that prin- 
ciple in subsequent cases. Advocacy of vio- 
lence in a lecture hall, a classroom, or a 
union hall was tolerable, but exhortations 
to violence in the midst of a frenzied crowd 
where the targeted victim was nearby 
(“There he is — let’s lynch him”) was un- 
lawful. Throughout the ’60s and ’70s, the 
Court protected overheated speech in la- 
bor-organizing disputes, civil-rights 
demonstrations, and anti-war rallies, and 
even in the case of a draft resister who was 
charged with threatening the president’s 
life when he responded to his draft notice 
by telling a crowd: “I have got to report for 
my physical this Monday coming. I am not 
going. If they ever make me carry a rifle the 
first man I want to get in my sights is LBJ.” 

The situation most like the current 
American Coalition controversy occurred 
in a 1982 case, N.A.A.C.P. v. Claiborne 
Hardware Co., in which the Supreme Court 
unanimously overturned a series of judg- 
ments by the state courts of Mississippi. 

In 1966, the Mississippi NAACP, with 
the support of its national parent organiza- 
tion, launched a boycott of white mer- 
chants in Claiborne County, Mississippi. 
The boycotters sought a variety of reforms, 
including more-respectful treatment of 
black customers and more job opportuni- 
ties for black workers. The local chapter 
and the boycott were led by the legendary 
civil-rights leader and NAACP Mississippi 
field secretary Charles Evers, brother of the 
martyred Medgar Evers. 

When the boycott began to take its toll, 
the merchants sued the local and national 
organizations and their leaders, including 
Evers. The jury returned a verdict in fa- 
vor of the merchants, upheld by the state 
courts, that would have bankrupted the 
state and national organizations. The 
case seemed a hard one because the boy- 
cotters’ activities included not only clear- 
ly lawful association and advocacy, but 
also intimidation, threats, and violence. 
In one speech, Evers was found to have 
told a crowd of black listeners: “If we 
catch any of you going in any of them 
racist stores, we’re gonna break your 
damn neck.” The Supreme Court also 
noted the following activity, which is dif- 
ficult to distinguish from the Web site 
maintained by the American Coalition: 





Individuals stood outside of boycotted 
stores and identified those who traded 
with the merchants. Some of these 
“store watchers” were members of a 
group known as the “Black Hats” or 
the “Deacons.” The names of persons 
who violated the boycott were read at 
meetings of the Claiborne County 
NAACP and published in a 
mimeographed paper entitled the 
“Black Times.” As stated by the [trial 
judge], those persons “were branded as 
traitors to the black cause... . ” 


Numerous incidents of violence against 
those who violated the boycott were de- 
scribed, including shots fired at a house, a 
brick thrown through a windshicld, proper- 
ty damage, slashed truck tires, a beating, 
and threatening phone calls. Nevertheless, 
the Court insisted that legal liability be im- 
posed not on the organization but rather on 
the perpetrators of the violence. When Mis- 
sissippi-argued that at least the “store 
watchers” and “Black Hats” should be 
found liable, the Court responded: 


[There is nothing unlawful in wearing 
black hats, although such apparel may 
cause apprehension in others. . . . 
[Mere association with either group 
absent a specific intent to further an 
unlawful aim embraced by that group 
is an insufficient predicate for liability. 


The Court noted that “in the passionate 
atmosphere in which the speeches were de- 
livered, they might have been understood 
as inviting an unlawful form of discipline 
or, at least, as intending to create a fear of 
violence whether or not improper discipline 
was specifically intended.” Yet Evers’s 
speech hyperbolically threatening to “break 
the damn neck” of any boycott violator was 
protected, because it did not constitute 
“fighting words.” “Fighting words” were 
defined by the Court as words “that pro- 
voke immediate violence” or “create an im- 
mediate panic.” Advocacy may be punished 
only when it “is directed to inciting or pro- 
ducing imminent lawless action.” 

This, then, is the line that separates mere 
advocacy or encouragement from a virtual 
instruction to commit violence: the imme- 
diacy of the reaction and the directness of 
the threat. This is what separates the con- 
stitutionally protected exhortation “It 
would be nice if our enemy were killed” 
from the illegal direction “Go out right now 
and kill the enemy.” As the Court conclud- 
ed in its unanimous decision: 


... Evers’ addresses did not exceed the 
bounds of protected speech. If there 
were other evidence of his authoriza- 
tion of wrongful conduct, the references 
to discipline in the speeches could be 
used to corroborate that evidence. But 
any such theory fails for the simple rea- 
son that there is no evidence — apart 
from the speeches themselves — that 
Evers authorized, ratified, or directly 
threatened acts of violence. 








“A massive and prolonged cffort to 
change the social, political, and economic 
structure of a local environment,” the 
Court concluded, “cannot be characterized 
as a violent conspiracy simply by reference 
to the ephemeral consequences of relatively 
few violent acts.” Put another way, the jus- 
tices admonished: “A court must be wary 
of a claim that the true color of a forest is 
better revealed by reptiles hidden in the 
weeds than by the foliage of countless free- 
standing trees.” 

The goal of all people of goodwill — es- 
pecially those dependent on the First 
Amendment to protect their own political 
activities — should be to hunt down the 
reptiles who have threatened or committed 
violence against abortion providers, not to 
punish those pursuing a broader political 
agenda through organization and advocacy. 
Planned Parenthood does none of us, or it- 
self, any favors by attacking the freestand- 
ing trees. cd

The restoration of the Boston Public Library reveals 
the rewards of reinterpreting a master’s plans — and 
the penalties imposed by competing interests 


Alter egos

WO MEN IN a huddle, rather stiffly posed, inspect- 

ing a large roll of plans: “Architectural historian Dou- 

glass Shand-Tucci and Daniel Coolidge of Shepley 
Bulfinch Richardson and Abbott, Architects,” the caption 
under the picture reads, “directing the restoration of the 
Research Library's art and architecture.” 

Yeah, sure. It was more like hoping against hope we'd be 
able to outsmart the politicians one more time — library 
trustee Bill Bulger always excepted — in what often 
seemed less a restoration of the Boston Public Library than 
an ongoing battle with the philistines. And I don’t just 
mean politicians, either. Donors, too, can pose problems: 
Dan and | used to joke about the Boston Globe Foundation 
Reading Room and the Fleet Bank Staircase. 

It was a battle that was lost in the end, as we always 
knew it would be; though, of course, the lavish and colorful 
1992 library publication in which the picture of us ap- 
peared was in no danger of disclosing such truths. A much 
bigger truth it did emphasize, however, was how urgently 
the library — Boston's greatest public building, designed in 
1888 by the firm of McKim, Mead, and White — required 
restoration. It was an undertaking that board of trustees 
president Kevin Moloney, when he launched the project in 
1984, promised would be “a triumph of Boston’s architec- 
tural history.” 

Thanks to Dan, it was that and more 
formative life experience. 

Few people understand how creative restoration can be. 
It is not creative in the way that having an idea and then 
developing it into intellectual and literary form on the 
proverbial pad of yellow paper is creative; nor in the way an 
architect (who expresses ideas visually, not verbally) is cre- 
ative in starting to cut and bend and shape some material 
into a model, or in filling a sketchbook with forms. That is 
primary creation — de novo, in the old phrase (to think 
anew or afresh) — the way a composer works. 

The creativity of restoration is precisely not to think up 
something out of nothing, but, rather, to think through the 
mind of someone else — usually a long-dead master. And 
it is the limitations themselves that spark the creative im- 
pulse of the restorer, who is, so to speak, more Yo-Yo Ma 
than Mahler. 

Leonard Bernstein, in describing how he approached 
conducting other composers’ work, caught the essence of 
the matter: 








and, for me, a 


Perhaps the fact of being myself a composer . . . gives 
me the advantageous opportunity to identify more 
closely with the Mozarts, Beethovens, Mahlers and 
Stravinskys of this world, so that | can at certain points 
(usually of intense solitary study) feel that I have be- 
come whoever is my alter ego that day or week. At least 
I can occasionally reach one or the other on our private 
‘Hot Line,’ and with luck be given the solution to a 
problematic passage. 


My own rendezvous with Charles McKim, perhaps the 
foremost of America’s classical architects, 
began when I advised the library's designer 
sclection committee on the choice of Dan 
Coolidge as the architect who would be 
McKim’s best alter ego. (The adviser, by the 
way, is often the same person who judges the 
completed project years later in an article like 
this. Nothing wrong with that. Rule number one 
of this column, however, will be full disclosure.) 

Dan and | began our work with a weekend in New York, 
where we carefully studied the ongoing restorations of sev- 
eral buildings, including New York’s main library. And to 
this junket, | am prepared to insist, Boston owes not a little 
of the splendor of its restored library — for one of the 
things we saw at once was that much moncy (especially 
“new money”) and little taste a disaster make, no matter 
how beautiful the historic interior. ; 

A case in point was giving old marble a mirror finish, as 
Dan and I were quick to observe had been done (with 
Reader's Digest money) at the main building of the New 
York Public Library. Boston’s marble was, indeed, tired- 
looking 100 years later. But we resolved to rejuvenate it, 
not glitz it up. Notice the beautifully honed and mellow 
sheen of the grand staircase. In the lobby, for example, 








eye) at the monthly job meetings with Moloney and library 
director Arthur Curley, both of whom were dedicated to the 
project but needed, Dan and | thought more than once, to be 
somewhat led in aesthetic matters. And then, afterward, 
because in some respects the architects also needed to be Ied, 
Moloney and Curley and I would continue the meeting with- 
out Dan in the Copley Plaza bar.

But contemplating a choice between new murals cither real- 
istic or abstract, none of us was very brave either. 

| favored washes of subtle, changing color from hidden 
electrical fixtures, but rather nervously. The idea was to 
create “light murals” of unobtrusive colors; changing slow- 
ly enough so you'd never notice the change if you were 
looking constantly at the mural, but colorful enough that if 
you were reading a book, every time you looked up, the 
coloration of the “mural” would appear to be different. 

But it was Dan who got it: he came up with the idea of 
filling the arches with mirrors divided up by bronze 
muntins that would echo those of McKim’s windows in the 
arches overlooking Copley Square on the other side of the 
hall. The idea, of course, was to bring a morc lively quality 
into what is, for all its majesty, a fairly funereal room with 
all those staring arched blanks, and to do so by appropriat- 
ing a design of McKim’s own (the window muntins) that 
would mirror the master’s work as much as, of course, in a 
different way, would the mirrors themselves. 

Full disclosure again: by the time this idea was aban- 
doned, the same library trustees had bowed to far greater 
political pressure and surrendered control of the direction 
of the whole restoration to a city department, Public Facili- 
ties — a proceeding I thought appalling. Accordingly, | too 
was dumped, though I suspect (of which more soon) that 
was not the only reason. 

Still, Dan’s idea — a splendid example of what can hap- 
pen when one establishes the kind of “hot linc” he and I 
had to a past master — survives too well in the mind’s cyc 
to pronounce it dead.

Some were tough: Dan argucd strongly 
for paving the courtyard, as would be proper in an Italian 
Renaissance building; | disagreed — the library is also a 
19th-century New England building, and its grassy court is 
characteristic. 

We had our failures. The new elevator tries to suggest 
the elegance of the old (and now illegal) birdcage. It fails 
conspicuously. But failures sometimes gencrated our great- 
est successes. For example: we “wasted” many thousands 
of dollars, according to some, on a working mock-up light-

ing fixture for the great staircase hall so we could sce what 
it looked like — only to conclude it didn’t look like very 
much at all. But Dan’s final design for the hall's three 
splendid fixtures was a triumph: 

For my part, | am proudest of having solved the problem 
of how to avoid putting in fire doors to replace the beauti- 
ful old ironwork gates that Icad into Bates Hall from the 
gallery at the top of the grand staircase. At my suggestion, 
Dan skcptically sct his team to work to sec if it was possible 
to design new iron frames that could carry the historic 
ironwork and heavy protective glass. It was. 

And so it went, for 10 ycars or more. Every Wednesday 
Dan and I would lunch, at Maison Robert and later at the 
Somerset Club, planning and plotting. We were also careful 
to sit opposite each other (so we could catch cach other's 





chitectural historian (who has no power, but needs none, 
having what is more important: influence). But others we 
frequently thwarted. And it was often the case, as it so of- 
ten is in life, that the price for getting a thing done is not to 
take credit for it, even years later. 

Generally, however, it is true to say that our problems 
were not just the work of politicians, ever anxious to assert 
their control over the no-longer-independent Boston Public 
Library. Other problems arose from how that control is ac- 
complished: through a board rendered only nominally self- 
governing (in fact no longer autonomous at all) by the 
practice of packing it with lame-duck trustees. These, of 
course, serve entirely at the pleasure of the mayor, be his 
name White, Flynn, or Menino. 

Librarians themselves, of course, come in 
all sizes, so to speak — true of any profession. And 
some at the BPL have a view of the library so limit- 
ed they all but resent the wall space the murals oc- 
cupy, coveting it for more metal book stacks. The 
vehemence of their sort’s opposition to our plan for 
a tearoom, where one might sit and read a book 
over a cappuccino when the New England winter 
closes the courtyard, can hardly be imagined. 

If Bates Hall was Dan’s Waterloo at the library, mine, | 
think, was my proposal to add to the names of famous 
Bostonians emblazoned in the entrance-hall vaults the 
names of a number of 20th-century figures (in the places 
McKim left for such names). 

No one quarrcled with John F. Kennedy, of course, or 
Charles Eliot or Louis Brandcis. Malcolm X, however, 
caused a furor | did not survive. 

But that’s another column. 

Meanwhile, go look at our work at the library someday. 
Judge for yourself how creative restoration can be. *

who has been pushing the puck 

since childhood, making the varsity 
hockey team should have been a cher- 
ished moment. But Niedzwiecki’s biggest 
memory will be that he couldn’t play. 

On December 22, the Southie High stu- 
dent was attacked in a school bathroom by 
four classmates who stabbed him five 
times and stole a gold chain left to him by 
his late grandfather. Niedzwiecki under- 
went emergency surgery at Boston Medi- 
cal Center; his injuries weren’t life-threat- 
ening, but they’ll keep him off the ice. 

What makes the incident especially dis- 
turbing is that two of the alleged attackers 
have a history of causing trouble. Just a 
month before the attack, one of the sus- 
pects was released from a Department of 
Youth Services (DYS) correctional facili- 
ty, where he’d served seven and a half 
months after being convicted in an armed 
robbery at Dorchester High on Septem- 
ber 25, 1997. Another suspect had been 
transferred to Southie High from 
Charlestown for disciplinary reasons. 

During the 1996-’97 school year, the

educate students with disciplinary prob- 
lems have been only marginally successful. 
In the wake of the South Boston stabbing, 
the school department, DYS, the AG’s Of- 
fice, and youth groups are again working 
to put together a solution. But their efforts 
may not be enough. 


NE PROBLEM with the existing sys- 

tem is the treatment of kids who’ve 
been in trouble with the law. Juveniles 
convicted of a crime and ordered to DYS 
detention are routinely released back into 
the mainstream school system without any 
transitional period in an alternative educa- 
tional environment, complains Eliot Feld- 
man, executive director of Boston’s alter- 
native-education programs. If violent kids 
aren’t counseled one on one, he says, ev- 
eryone suffers. Young offenders don’t 
learn from their crimes, and their class- 
mates may be endangered. 

“After kids serve time at a DYS center, 
they are sent back to school, where they 
boast that DYS isn’t a big thing,” says Bil- 
ly Stuart, a Dorchester District Court pro- 
bation officer who’s worked with juveniles

most recent for which figures are avail- 
able, 1500 students were removed from 
Massachusetts public schools in connec- 
tion with incidents involving assaults, drug 
deals, or weapons. Suspending or ex- 
pelling such youths makes the schools 
safer, but in too many cases, the offenders 
have nowhere else to go. Instead of receiv- 
ing the type of alternative education or 
counseling that could help them change 
their behavior, they are left unsupervised 
to wander the streets, often getting into 
more trouble. When they return to school 
they are behind in their education and, as 
in the South Boston case, may continue to 
threaten their fellow students. 

According to the Department of Educa- 
tion’s 1996-’97 annual report, the number 
of students expelled or suspended from 
the state’s public schools has increased 
52 percent since the 92-’93 school year 
(the first year the Department of Educa- 
tion began keeping such records). A little 
more than a third of students removed 
from classrooms did not receive alterna- 
tive education. 

State attorney general Tom Reilly pre- 
dicts that the problem will only get worse 
as the school population increases over 
the next decade. In the past, what 
amounts to token attempts to counsel and

for the past 20 years. “Just because the 
kid’s been locked down doesn’t mean he 
has corrected his habits. The current sys- 
tem has no bite and no rehabilitation set 
up for these kids.” 

To make matters worse, school officials 
are often in the dark about their students’ 
histories. Administrators at Dorchester 
and Charlestown high schools have dealt 
with highly publicized disciplinary cases 
during the past few years. All say they 
were shocked to find out that some of 
their students had criminal records or his- 
tories of discipline problems. 

That was the case with Walter Rack, a 
17-year-old Dorchester High student con- 
victed of raping a 15-year-old classmate in 
December 1997. At the time of the attack, 
Rack was out on bail from Dorchester 
court on a pending assault and battery 
charge, but the school was unaware of his 
history. That same year, Rack had been 
transferred to Dorchester from St. Sebas- 
tian’s school, in Needham, for disciplinary 
reasons. ; 

Others say undetected criminal records 
are just part of the problem. In noncrimi- 
nal cases, troublemakers are merely trans- 
ferred from school to school in what crit- 
ics see as an attempt to avoid rather than 
fix the students’ problems. Last year, ac- 
cording to the Department of Education, 
200 students were transferred for safety

or disciplinary reasons. Often, as in the 
case of the transfer student who attacked 
Niedzwiecki, officials at the new school 
are unaware that the student has caused 
trouble in the past. Boston schools super- 
intendent Thomas Payzant says that 
schools are notified about disciplinary 
transfers, but many school officials say 


_ they aren’t receiving the information. 


Teachers can get information from a pro- 
gram called Community Based Justice, 


, which provides lists of teens in trouble for 


truancy, drugs, or threatening behavior. 
Yet new students aren’t put on the lists 
unless they are immediately identified as 
troubled, and transfer students are consid- 
ered new students. 

Charlestown High School headmaster 
Michael Fung says that though the safety 
of students comes second only to their ed- 
ucation, schools can’t ensure safety when 
they don’t know their students’ histories. 
“We take in about 10 to 15 transfer stu- 
dents a year,” says Fung. “Sometimes stu- 
dents come to us with complaints about 
threats or fights, and we handle it a certain 
way because we don’t know that the stu- 
dent making the threats may have a history 
of disciplinary problems.” 

Fung adds that students sent to his 
school as disciplinary transfers are given a 
second chance. “We try to ensure that 
they have the chance at a new school to 
start over,” explains Fung, “but it is hard 
for young people to put their best foot for- 
ward if they are just being shuffled around 
without any intervention.” 

Some schools, in particular, get more 
than their share of troubled teens, leaving 
them with a dual challenge: to protect the 
safety of the general student population 
while providing the at-risk youths with the 
tools they need to rejoin the mainstream. 
“We have surveillance cameras inside and 
outside the building as well as school po- 
lice who patrol the school all day until 
4 p.m.,” says Dorchester High assistant 


headmaster Karen Carlin, who has been at 
the school since 1980. “What we don’t 
have is the means to provide at-risk stu- 
dents with the one-on-one attention and 
the counseling they need in order to return 
to school. We’re a high school with close 
to 1000 kids, so we simply can’t accom- 
modate those students whose success de- 
pends just as much on personal guidance 
as on education.” 

In March of last year, Boston mayor 
Thomas Menino demanded that DYS stop 
sending troubled teens to Dorchester 
High, and that other schools stop transfer- 
ring their disruptive students there. At the 
time, 15 DYS students attended the 
school. 

But the resulting reform effort was 
nothing more than a Band-Aid. Instead of 
being sent to Dorchester High, the stu- 
dents were sent elsewhere, with no attempt 
to warn teachers or administrators at their 
new schools. One Brighton High student 
was suspended seven times before he was 
transferred to Charlestown High this past 
December. Even though it was labeled a 
“disciplinary transfer,” Charlestown offi- 
cials say they didn’t know the specifics of 
the student’s history. Shortly after he ar- 
rived at Charlestown, the student was sus- 
pended for triggering a false fire alarm. 
After he returned from his suspension, he 
was expelled for possessing a gun. 

But in many cases, expelled students are 
allowed to return to the system the follow- 
ing year. The youth could easily enter a 
new school without the teachers’ knowing 
his history, explains Boston alternative-ed 
director Feldman. 


LTERNATIVE-EDUCATION advo- 

cates say there is a way to prevent re- 
peat offenders from disrupting classrooms 
while providing them with the help they 
need to re-engage with the regular school 
setting — and both Boston and Spring- 
field have such programs in place. 

In Springfield’s 25,000-student public-

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school system, problem students are im- 
mediately removed from the classroom. 
According to Dennis Vogel, director of 
Springfield’s alternative-ed program, 
about one-fourth of such students are 
routed to some kind of alternative-educa- 
tion program after an initial assessment. 

“We currently offer four programs, one 
of which is for students convicted of 
felonies,” explains Vogel, who admits that 
because of lack of space and funding, not 
all at-risk students receive alternative edu- 
cation. “We try to deal with the current 
problem by working with DYS, the police, 
and the courts to identify problem stu- 
dents and supply them with counseling be- 
fore they get in trouble.” 

In Boston, there are 10 off-site pro- 
grams with 900 seats for students with 
disciplinary problems. Unlike the stan- 
dard Boston classroom, where 30 stu- 
dents are assigned to each teacher, these 
alternative settings have a student-teacher 
ratio of 15 to 1. Feldman says that in ad- 
dition to the regular curriculum, the facil- 
ities offer one-on-one counseling and 
special programs such as young-father- 
hood classes, employment training, 
anger-management sessions, and sub- 
stance-abuse rehabilitation. 

But according to Citizens for Juvenile 
Justice, the state’s only organization that 
works on dropout/delinquency-prevention 
programs, other states — including Con- 
necticut, Florida, Kentucky, Illinois, Vir- 


regular high school.” 

Cassagnol is glad she was guided in the 
right direction before her situation got any 
worse. “Kids with problems need a place 
like this to go,” she says. “Many of us act 
out for attention, not because we are bad 
kids. They know that here, and they give 
us a second chance. I'd be on the street if 
it wasn’t for University High.” 


OVERNMENT AND law-enforce- 

ment officials have tried before to ad- 
dress the problem of disruptive and violent 
students. But alternative education has 
never been required for all youths re- 
moved from the public schools, and exist- 
ing alternative-education programs have 
not been adequately funded. 

Now, because of the recent stabbing at 
South Boston High School, the issue of 
alternative education has again received 
heightened attention. In the wake of the 
Niedzwiecki attack, Citizens for Juvenile 
Justice has pushed for legislation demand- 
ing alternative-education facilities in every 
school district in Massachusetts. The bill, 
sponsored by House majority whip Bar- 
bara Gardner (D-Holliston), will be heard 
by the legislature’s education committee 
this spring, and would establish separate 
educational programs for violent and 
troubled youth statewide. 

“The bill will establish a grant program 
for cities and towns to provide alternative 
education for troubled kids,” explains Jack 
Gately, executive director of the organiza-

ginia, and Louisiana — are significantly 
ahead of Massachusetts in providing at- 
risk youth with alternative education. 
Massachusetts provides a budget of only 
$2 million, whereas the cost of educating 
all the students removed from the public 
schools would be $6 million, according to 
Feldman. 

“It’s not that we don’t know what to do 
with these kids, it’s that we don’t have 
enough resources to work with every one 
of them,” explains Feldman. “And there is 
no law mandating alternative education at 
this time.” Of the 1498 students expelled 
or suspended in ’96-’97, 538 did not re- 
ceive alternative education, according to 
the Department of Education’s annual re- 
port. The report also found that even 
among special-education students, who 
are required to receive alternative educa- 
tion if they are removed from class for dis- 
ciplinary reasons, 10 percent got no such 
attention. 

Lou Gitelman, who has run a Boston al- 
ternative-education facility called Universi- 
ty High School for seven years, says he has 
seen many students enter the doors with 
no hope and leave with a bright future. 

“These are good kids who need a little 
direction, and putting them on the street 
is not going to help,” says Gitelman, who 
has worked in the school system for 22 
years. 

Trucia Cassagnol is one of those kids. 
Suffering from problems at home, she 
stopped showing up for classes at 
Charlestown High School and started to 
get in trouble. Before long, she was failing 
all her classes. 

But instead of letting her slip through 
the cracks, officials at Charlestown con- 
tacted Gitelman and asked if Cassagnol 
could attend University High School. 
Now, two years later, Cassagnol is ex- 
celling in her studies, even taking two col- 
lege courses at Bunker Hill Community 
College. She has also completed a 100- 
hour internship at Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital. 

“I consider my teachers my friends,” 
Cassagnol says. “They work with us one 
on one and they talk to us about every- 
thing. I’ve had family problems, boyfriend 
problems, and conflicts at work that my 
teachers here have helped me through. I 
wouldn’t have gotten that attention at a 


tion. “The overall cost would be modest 
compared to the cost of incarceration that 
will accumulate if these kids are not dealt 
with properly now.” 

In another hopeful development, DYS 
expects to open a new transitional-educa- 
tion facility in Dorchester this month that 
would provide academic help and counsel- 
ing to between 10 and 15 kids released 
from DYS custody, with the aim of re- 
turning them to regular public schools 
within three months. According to DYS, 
600 Boston children are committed to the 
system each year. Of those, 300 are incar- 
cerated and the rest continue to attend 
school. An additional 100 juveniles are re- 
leased from DYS and returned to the 
mainstream school system annually. 

And, in a “Children’s Protection Pro- 
ject” announced last month, Attorney 
General Reilly said he plans to expand the 
Community Based Justice program, which 
he established in 1991 when he was Mid- 
dlesex DA. The program’s goal is to im- 
prove the communication between schools 
and law-enforcement officials so that ad- 
ministrators are prepared to identify at- 
risk youth and help integrate them back 
into the classroom and the community. 

But as the state announces programs to 
build new schools, develop additional af- 
ter-school activities, and increase the 
number of early-childhood-education cen- 
ters, at-risk students currently in the sys- 
tem are falling through the cracks. 

“I’m not a bad kid, I don’t think,” says 
17-year-old Eddie Cardoni as he stands in 
front of a corner store on Monument 
Street in Charlestown. It’s a little after 
noon and the tall, wiry youth stands alone. 
All his friends are in class, but Cardoni 
has been suspended for bringing a knife to 
school. It will be a month before he’s al- 
lowed back, and he hasn’t been offered a 
place in an alternative facility. 

“I wasn’t going to use it,” he says of the 
weapon. “It was just a really cool hunting 
knife and I wanted to show my friends.” 
Even as the teen offers up this explana- 
tion, a smirk appears on his face, as if he 
knows the excuse is transparent. “This 
sucks, though,” he says. “I got nothing to 
do. I'd rather be in school.” &

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There are movie theaters, and then there are 


Boston’s 12-year-old Mugar Omni Theater goes 
state-of-the-art with new sound, seats, and other techno-goodies. 


The : 

Science has upgraded the technolo- 
gy in its Mugar Omni Theater. The 
renovations, including a computer- 
ized digital sound system designed 
with the dome’s acoustics in mind, 
closed the theater for a month. But 
when the five-story screen lights 
again on February 12, says Cherie 
Larson Rivers, manager of Omni 
programs, theatergoers will see, feel, 
and hear the difference. “Every seat 
will be the best seat in the house,” 
Rivers says. 

The bad news: no more 
Leonard Nimoy. Omni devotees 
remember that Nimoy, who grew up 
three blocks from the Museum, 
deadpanned the original system 
check — “Who put the bomp, in the 
bomp-she-bomp? Who put 
the ram, in the ram-a-lam a- 
ding-dong?”— that demon- 
strates the dome’s multitudi- 
nous lights, speakers, and 
slide projectors. The new 
sound system renders the 
system check obsolete. 

Altogether the reno- 
vations cost around 
$800,000. Boston philanthro- 
pist David Mugar, who origi- 
nally endowed the theater 


opened a dozen years ago, the 
twenty-fourth IMAX® screen in the 
country, and the twelfth dome. Now, 
there are more than 170 of the over- 
sized screens in 24 countries. “It’s 
nice to see it return to the state-of- 
the-art,” says Rivers, who has man- 
aged the theater since its debut. 

In audio technology, the 
state of the art is digital. Sonics, a 
Birmingham, Ala., subsidiary of the 
Toronto-based Imax Corporation, 
designed a computer-controlled, six- 
speaker array for the IMAX Dome. 
(See Sounds of Science, next page) 
Both soundtracks and timed speak- 
er control settings are embedded in 
the digital disks the system plays.

IMAX Quick Turn Reel Unit that can 
double a film reel’s life expectancy. 

It isn’t easy being a print of 
a giant-screen format film. The film 
is shown at the same speed as con- 
ventional film—24 frames per sec- 
ond—but it’s ten times larger, so it 
has to move ten times faster. 

An Australian named Ron 
Jones developed the horizontal 
“rolling pin” system that eases the 
film through the projector at speeds 
that would shred it in a traditional 
configuration. As queuing visitors 
snake past the Omni projection 
room’s glass wall, the film itself 
winds past rollers. The film rises two 
stories through the air to the “dog- 
house,” a big box where the projec- 
tor sits inside the theater. A 
vacuum pulls each frame into 
place. A beam of light that is 
powerful enough, according to 
the Imax experts, to be seen 
from the moon, projects the 
film through a 180-degree fish- 
eye lens onto the dome. In 
the past, after the show, the 
projectionist rewound the huge 
filmstrip--several hundred 
times per month. The Quick 
Turn Reel Unit lets the projec- 





exhibt the wear, Rivers says. Now, 
the same print will last 2,000 shows. 

Up on the dome, a giant film 
image appears ten times larger than 
a conventional movie (See illustra- 
tion below). The dome envelopes the 
audience in the scene by filling in 
their peripheral vision. But just like a 
conventional movie theater, the view 
is a little different depending on the 
seat. Aficionados before the renova- 
tion said the best seats were in the 
rows surrounding the doghouse. In 
the renovated theater, as in the origi- 
nal Omni, patrons will climb the

Boston’s only IMAX theater, 
the Mugar Omni Theater at the 
Museum of Science, has some of the 
hottest seats in town.

David G. Mugar of Boston 
funded the refurbishment of the the- 
ater that’s home to the city’s largest 
movie screen. “Il am pleased to sup- 
port the Museum of Science’s Omni 
Theater and in so doing give this 
Boston icon its much needed 
facelift,”"says Mugar “Millions of peo- 
ple have visited the theater named 
for my parents, and the IMAX format 
stili has power to captivate and edu- 
cate those of all ages.” 

The theater proved its draw- 
ing power most recently with the 
blockbuster film Everest, seen in 
Boston by more than 750,000 view- 
ers. Everest cast such a spell on 
Boston audiences that the film

brought an incredible 45 percent 
more viewers to the theater in 1998 
than during the previous year. 

The Museum of Science was 
the first museum to invest in the 
Everest project when it was just a film 
concept. “Everest had an unbeatable 
combination: It was a great topic in 
the hands of a terrific filmmaking 
team—David Breashears and Greg

MacGillivray,” says David W. Ellis, 
president and director of the 
Museum. “And our local connec- 
tions, including Mount Everest map- 
maker Brad Washburn, made for a 
natural fit.” 

Boston was clipped into the 
Everest project from the start, when 
MacGillivray Freeman Films hired 
renowned mountain filmmaker David 
Breashears, who comes home to 
Newton, Mass. when he’s not travel- 
ing the globe. Famed cartographer 
and mountaineer Bradford Washburn, 
a Lexington resident and the 
Museum’s honorary director, served 
as a science consultant for Everest. 
Climbers and scientists still use 
Washburn’s 1988 map of Mount 
Everest today. At a spry 88 years old, 
Washburn continues to send teams 
of young climbers up the world’s 
highest peak to conduct science 
experiments for him. 

Signing on to Everest led to 
the Mugar Omni Theater’s single 
greatest film success. The early inter- 
est in the project secured the film’s 
world premiere for Boston audiences 
in March 1998. The story told in 
Everest. gripped audiences—so 
much so that the Museum will reopen 
the film this summer. 

At the start of the filmmaking 
process, film producers could not 
foretell the story that would actually 
unfold on this science journey to the 
top of the world. The storyline 
became an adventure beyond the 
wildest dreams of script writers: On a 
stormy Himalayan night in May 1996, 
eight climbers perished on the moun- 
tain, and the team of climbers/film- 
makers bravely came to the rescue of 
others who would have surely met 
the same fate. This film team then 
went on to achieve the summit, tot- 
ing a 48-pound IMAX camera, heavy 
rolls of film, and a 40-pound rock to 
steady the camera in the blustery 
winds. They brought back the first 
IMAX images from the roof of the world. 

The real human drama and 
spectacular scenery created a recipe 
for success for the Museum’s mar- 
keters, who earned awards for pro- 
motional work. The Museum became 
the highest-grossing theater of those 
across the globe that showed the 
new film Everest. The film stood 
strong on the charts, topping out at 
Number 10 on Variety’s weekly box 
office chart. USA Today ranked 
Everest Number 33 of the top-gross-

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What goes into the speakers is 
changing too. Digital disks, unlike analog 
tapes, sound the same no matter how 
many times they’re played; you can’t “wear 
out” a digital disk. Also, unlike tapes, the 
sound does not degrade as engineers mix 
and edit it. 

The disks for the new system hold 
control settings as well as soundtracks. A 
projectionist will insert a DVD (digital versa- 
tile disk) the same size as a standard CD 
into the computerized Digital Theater Audio 
Controller, eliminating the steps of threading 
and synchronizing tape tracks. The Mugar 
Omni Theater is one of just ten theaters in 
the country employing this technology; the 
renovated theater opened February 12. 


warp a little bit on the way to the back row. 
That’s because the high- and low-frequency 
components stack on top of each other, so 
sounds reach your ears at slightly different 
times. Some bounce back off the dome, 
too. “As you walk through the theater, the 
sound tends to vary a good bit,” says Dave 
Millard, director of marketing at Sonics 
Corporation in Birmingham, Ala. 

Sonics, a subsidiary of the IMAX 
Corporation, has a new approach to this 
geometry problem. They call it “proportional 
point source” technology. In a proportional 
point source speaker, the components nest 
inside each other, so the sounds all 
emanate from one point. A custom fiber- 
glass horn inside each speaker distributes 
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something different about the new 
chairs: the back of each one will be 
fixed at an angle, from 40 degrees at 
the bottom of the theater to 15 
degrees in the top rows, so each per- 
son gets an optimum view. 

The Museum cleans the 
screen every few years, and they did 
it again while the theater was 
closed. Workers carefully climb the 
scaffolding behind the dome and vac- 
uum up to ten pounds of dust. In the 
process, more dust gets knocked 
down into the theater where Museum 
crews Clean off the dusty seats. 

And the last, least high-tech 
improvement: new carpet. Like the 
theater’s old carpet, the new material 
is dark-hued to minimize the dome’s 
tendency to reflect light. (The alu- 
minum screen is more gray than 
white, for the same reason.) The car- 
pet improves the acoustics, Rivers 
says, but mostly “it’s just great look- 
ing.” 

Technology upgrades are 
standard operating procedure for the 
Imax Corp. Three Canadian filmmak- 
ers, Graeme Ferguson, Roman 
Kroitor, and Robert Kerr, introduced 
their IMAX invention on a towering fiat 
screen at the 1970 Expo in Osaka. In 
1973, the first dome opened at the 
Reuben H. Fleet Space Theater in 
San Diego. Since then, the Imax 
Corp. has developed IMAX 3-D movies 
and motion simulator nde theaters. 

The camera that shoots giant- 
screen film has evolved as well. 
Filmmakers such as Greg MacGillivray 
of MacGillivray Freeman Films in 
Laguna Beach, Calif. have pushed 
Imax to advance the camera. For 
example, in earlier films such as To 
Fly! and The Dream is Alive, camera- 
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men shot footage of the Navy’s Blue 
Angels from inside another plane. 
Imax engineers and Los Angeles avia- 
tor Clay Lacy developed a way to 
mount the camera on the nose of a 
Learjet. “Mounting an IMAX camera 
onto any kind of aircraft is tricky 
because it’s so bulky and heavy,” 
says Chris: Blum, a MacGillivray cam- 
eraman. Imax and MacGillivray, 
together with McDonnell Douglas 
engineers, then mounted the camera 
onto the Blue Angels’ FA-18 jets — a 
sweet feat, because the FA-18 can fly 
up to twice the speed of sound, much 
faster than a Lear. The Magic of Flight 
(1996) portrays the Blue Angels’ tight 
rolls and turns from inside the forma- 
tions. 

More recently, MacGillivray 
cinematographers worked with Imax 
engineers and created an IMAX “lite” 
camera that weighs 48 pounds with 
all the necessary parts. The body of 
the camera weighs 25 pounds, half 
the usual weight. The lighter camera 
also runs off a lithium sodium dioxide 
battery that works in extremely cold 
temperatures. It is this equipment that 
sherpas lugged to the summit of 
Mount Everest to film an expedition in 
that now-infamous May of 1996. 
“Each film has its own challenges, 
and the filmmakers create new tech- 
nology so the camera can be used in 
a different way,” says Cherie Rivers. 

Everest turned out to be more 
popular than anyone could have pre- 
dicted, bringing people back to the 
Omni Theater in record numbers (See 
[Kris Surette’s sidebar], on previous 
page). Rivers hopes the renovation 
will summon similar results. One 
question remains: Which venerable 
Boston native will replace Nimoy as 
the new voice of the Omni Theater? 
Those are some pretty big ears to fill.

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N THE SUMMER of 1994, Senator John McCain found 


himself in a familiar place: deep trouble. 





The Arizona Republican’s wife, Cindy, had been caught 
stealing from the international children’s relief agency she ran 
in order to feed her addiction to painkillers. Already 
humiliated, she faced prosecution, maybe even prison. And 
John McCain — who had nearly been driven from office 
several years earlier over his involvement in the Keating Five 
savings-and-loan scandal — again faced the prospect of his 


political career’s coming to an unwanted end.

ly on his most recent incarnation as the 
media’s favorite campaign-finance-re- 
formin’, tobacco-fightin’ war hero. 
He stopped talking to the Ari- 
zona Republic. And he kept his 
mouth shut for many months. 
McCain's vow of silence was 
prompted by an editorial car- 
toon by the Republic’s newly 
minted Pulitzer Prize winner, 
Steve Benson. A spaced-out 
Cindy McCain was standing in 
the midst of a group of what 
appeared to be starving African 
children. Holding one up by 
the ankle, she was depicted as 
saying, “Quit your crying and 
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whose knowledge of McCain is based sole-

give me the drugs.” In the background was 
a van labeled CINDY MCCAIN’S VOLUNTARY 
MEDICAL TEAM. 

By any measure, Benson’s cartoon was 
remarkably vicious. But, given the facts of 
the case and Cindy McCain’s very public 
role in running the agency, it could hardly 
be called unfair. “Cindy McCain had violat- 
ed her public duty. She did it knowingly 
and she did it repeatedly,” observes Ben- 
son. Yet McCain chose to respond by cut- 
ting off the state’s largest media outlet. 

In the end, things worked out for both 
the McCains and the Republic. Cindy Mc- 
Cain reached an agreement with prosecu- 
tors that allowed her to avoid prison. And 
by 1996, John McCain was once again 
talking to his adopted home state’s newspa- 
per of record; the cartoon, he admitted, 
was “incredibly 
painful” for him. 

But now, with Mc- 
Cain on the verge of 
launching his first 
presidential campaign 
— a destiny many 
have predicted since 
his celebrated return from a North Viet- 
namese POW camp in 1973 — the inci- 
dent is emblematic of a side that few out- 
side of Arizona have seen. 

Yes, McCain is courageous, tough, and 
independent, pathologically accommodat- 
ing to the national media (he reportedly 
once got up at 3 a.m. to do a TV appear- 
ance while he and Cindy were celebrat- 

ing their wedding anniversary in 

Hawaii), and a genuine leader in the 

battles to clean up our corrupt cam- 
paign-finance system and to keep 
cigarettes out of kids’ hands. 

But he can also be petty and vin- 
dictive. He has a volcanic temper — 
one that will surely be tested on the 
presidential campaign trail when re- 
porters badger him with questions 

about the Keating Five scandal, his 

messy divorce from his first wife, and 

his current wife’s misuse of charitable 
funds. “He’s got a great media gift, but 
I think he’s also incredibly thin-skinned 
when he’s challenged,” says Slate’s 
David Plotz, who wrote a piece last year 
arguing that McCain is better suited to 
Senate bomb-throwing than he is to presi- 
dential leadership. Adds Harry Jaffe, a na- 
tional editor for Washingtonian magazine: 
“He’s a pugnacious guy. He’s easily pissed 
off. And he doesn’t suffer assholes, or re- 
porters who he thinks are assholes.” 

When it comes to tastelessness, McCain 
makes Steve Benson look like a deacon. In 
his first Senate campaign, he referred to a re- 
tirement community called Leisure World as 
“Seizure World.” Last year he got caught 
joking (if such a vile outburst can be catego- 
rized as humor), “Why is Chelsea Clinton so 
ugly? Because Janet Reno is her father and 
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Hillary Clinton is her mother.” In both in- 
stances he issued public apologies. 

Despite his moderate persona and his pro- 
gressive stands on campaign-finance reform 
and tobacco, McCain is, on many issues, a 
garden-variety right-winger —® virulent op- 
ponent of abortion rights, an ally of Jesse 
Helms on gay and lesbian issues, an anti-en- 
vironmentalist, and a poster boy for the Na- 
tional Rifle Association. In 1996, McCain 
had his choice of Republican candidates to 
support for president. He cast his lot not 
with fellow war hero Bob Dole, but with the 
loathsome, ultraconservative Phil Gramm. 

Yet the liberal media slobber all over Mc- 
Cain. The notably cynical Michael Lewis 
melted in his 1996 presidential-campaign 
coverage for the New Republic and in a 1997 
profile for the New York Times Magazine. 
The Wall Street Journal’s Al 
Hunt has fallen at McCain’s 
feet. CBS legend Mike Wal- 
lace has even said he’d quit 
60 Minutes to take a job as 
McCain’s press secretary. 

James Carroll, in a 1996 
New Yorker piece on Mc- 
Cain’s and Senator John Kerry's efforts to 
investigate — and then debunk — the myth 
that American POWs were still being kept in 
Vietnam, swooned over being flattered by 
McCain (like McCain, Carroll is the son of a 


- prominent military officer), even as he ac- 


knowledged the possibility that such flattery 
was more calculated than sincere. (“The bald 
statement cried out to be taken as a savvy 
politician’s shameless appeal to a writer’s 
narcissism, but my every instinct told me 
something else.”) 

Esquire actually titled a 1998 cover piece 
“John McCain Walks on Water.” (The arti- 
cle, by Phoenix alumnus Charles Pierce, 
was somewhat more nuanced than that.) 

Locally, Boston Globe editor Matt Storin 
was expressing his admiration for McCain 
as far back as the 1996 Republican Nation- 
al Convention in San Diego. Globe political 
columnist David Nyhan, an inveterate liber- 
al, is smitten with McCain the way he was 
with Lamar Alexander four years ago, call- 
ing McCain “the brightest light in the shad- 
owy Senate cave.” 


CCAIN’S POPULARITY with the me- 

dia is a function of many things: his ac- 
cessibility (most of the time, anyway — his 
office politely declined an interview request 
for this article, citing his recent bout with 
the flu and the ongoing impeachment trial) ; 
his maverick stands against the Republican 
establishment in standing up to Big Money 
and Big Tobacco; and his unscripted, apo- 
litical manner of speaking. 

More than anything, though, it is Mc- 
Cain’s history as a bona fide war hero that 
makes journalists weak in the knees. His is 
a horrifying, inspirational story of suffer-

Where have all the liberals gone?

suffering liberals of America, 


these are the best of times 


and the worst of times. On the 


one hand, they recognize that no 


grassroots movement or celebrity 


fundraiser could do more 


damage to the Republican right 


than the conservatives’ own 
clumsy, unpopular, and — as 


this week made clear — failed 


attempt to depose the president. 


On the other hand, liberals tend to like 
Bill Clinton better when he’s being mar- 
tyred by spiteful reactionaries than when 
he’s actually doing his job. Clinton has, af- 
ter all, been one of the most moderate 
Democratic presidents in history, single- 
handedly redefining his party almost as 
dramatically as Franklin Roosevelt did — 
but in a vastly different way. 

Since the grand failure of his health-care 
plan in 1994, Clinton has made himself into 
something of an anti-liberal, a man freed 
from the ideological bonds of his party. He 
has cut capital-gains taxes for the rich, inflat- 
ed the military budget, signed a harsh wel- 
fare-reform law, bombed Iraq, backed a ban 
on gay marriage, fought unions on trade, ex- 
panded the federal death penalty, pared 
down civil liberties, exploited campaign-fi- 
nance loopholes, and merrily joined in the 
vilification of Big Government. Clinton is 
called many things — New Democrat, 
“Third Way” Democrat, centrist — but to 
many liberals, he has become little more than 
a moderate Republican. 

Now the process of choosing Clinton’s 
successor has begun, and the 2000 Demo- 
cratic nomination is likely to go to his heir 
apparent, Vice Presi- 
dent Al Gore. Strate- 
gically, the nomination 
of Gore is probably 
good for the Demo- 
cratic Party: Clinton- 
ism has become so 
popular that it even 
beat back an impeach- 
ment, and the vice president has been 

schooled in its arts for six years. But for the 
party’s left wing, in exile for most of the 
1990s, this likely coronation will be further 
confirmation of liberalism’s marginal status 
in America today. 

Liberals have long been resigned to the 
prospect of a Gore nomination. But recent 
announcements by two leading voices of 
liberalism who might have sought the presi- 
dency have underscored how silent the par- 
ty’s left wing has fallen under the New 
Democrat regime. 

The first decision came in January from 
Senator Paul Wellstone of Minnesota, one of 
the most unapologetically leftist politicians in 
América. Wellstone, who had planned to 
mount a campaign based on economic jus- 
tice and political reform, says chronic back 
pain will force him not to run. And last week, 
House minority leader Richard Gephardt of 
Missouri, a labor hero long considered 
Gore’s most potent rival, announced that 
he’d rather help the Democrats win back

control of Congress than campaign for the 
White House himself. 

Each man held a different appeal for his 
party’s left wing — Gephardt was more 
electable, Wellstone more crusading — but 
with both gone, it’s possible that the far left 
will have no voice in the 2000 campaign. 
The Reverend Jesse 
Jackson says he’s 
thinking it over, but he 
isn’t expected to run. 
Massachusetts’s own 
Senator John Kerry 
has been waiting out 
the Senate impeach- 
ment trial before an- 

nouncing his plans — but he seems an un- 
likely spokesman for the party’s ideological 
fundamentalists. Former New Jersey sena- 
tor Bill Bradley is already running, but he is 
more a cerebral moderate than an impas- 
sioned liberal. 

At best, then, the Democratic primary is 
shaping up as a gentlemanly tussle between 
three wonky centrists in Gore, Bradley, and 
Kerry. These men would surely find impor- 
tant things about which to disagree. But what 
will be missing is a voice of conscience, a dif- 
ferent story, a reminder of first principles. 
The Democratic Party has a rich tradition of 
crusaders who have challenged the favorite 
sons of the party establishment — if only to 
make their voices heard. Think of segrega- 
tionist George Wallace in 1964, anti-war cru- 
sader Eugene McCarthy in 1968, Jesse Jack- 
son in 1984 and 1988, and even the flighty 
iconoclast Jerry Brown in 1992. This year it is 
the Republicans who will serve up ideological 
fundamentalists, from Christian moralist 
Gary Bauer to flat-taxer Steve Forbes. The 








Democrats will answer with no such candi- 
date. And in a time when the political debate 
already ranges only from center to right-of- 
center, that’s the last thing we need. 

“[A liberal candidacy] raises issues that 
might otherwise not get raised,” says Amy 
Isaacs, national director of the liberal 
Americans for Democratic Action (ADA). 
In addition, she observes, ideologues can 
influence the other candidates in a cam- 
paign: “There is sure to be pressure from 
the right wing pulling [presidential candi- 
dates] to the right, and it is extremely use- 
ful to have an articulate voice out there 
pulling back from the liberal side.” 


F COURSE, to many Americans, Al 

Gore is far from a moderate. On the 
contrary, this is the man who once called 
for a “Global Marshall Plan” to save the 
environment, at a cost to the United States 
of $100 billion per year. Like Clinton’s, his 
support of abortion rights is unqualified 
(even if Gore opposed federal funding for 
abortion — “arguably the taking of a hu- 
man life” — in the mid- 1980s). As Repre- 
sentative Barney Frank (D-Massachusetts) 
puts it: “On a lot of the defining issues, 
Gore is a liberal.” 

Still, liberals have notoriously high stan- 
dards for purity. And Gore fails to meet 
them on several fronts, leading Isaacs to la- 
bel him a “dyed-in-the-wool moderate.” 

This assessment is based on Gore’s close 
kinship with Clintonism, which he made 
clear in a December policy address. “We 
began by inventing a new and vibrant poli- 
tics of the center, a politics that moved not 
left or right, but forward,” Gore said. “Let 
us move politics not only farther forward, 
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but also upward to a higher place, to a 
place far beyond the false divisions and di- 
chotomies of the past.” Translation: stay 
the course. Gore found a more clegant way 
of saying this, of course, summing up his 
vision as “practical idealism.” 

But that’s an oxymoron if there ever was 
one. For better or worse, true liberalism is 
idealism, largely untempered by practicality. 
It is both liberalism’s greatest strength and 
its most debilitating weakness that it imag- 
ines Utopia first, and figures out how to get 
there later. But our reach should always ex- 
ceed our grasp. It’s a mistake to let practi- 
cality become an end in itself, to fight only 
popular or winnable battles — which is ex- 
actly what the administration’s detractors 
say Clintonism is all about. 

To be fair, Clinton and Gore were forced 
to accommodate the reality that budget 
deficits and public frustration with govern- 
ment made ambitious liberal activism next 
to impossible. To some extent, their mod- 
eration was a cunning realpolitik, a way to 
preempt a far more illiberal Republican 
agenda. But the problem is that if everyone 
is in on the co-optation game, the political 
debate inexorably creeps rightward — just 
as it has done for the past several ycars. 
Somebody has to be a lifeguard, to remind 
Democrats of how far they’ve drifted from 
the shores of principle. 

Dick Gephardt laid out the anti-centrist 
case with a December 1997 speech at Har- 
vard, in which he assailed those “who now 
call themselves New Democrats — but who 
set their compass only off the direction of 
others — who talk about the political cen- 
ter, but fail to understand that if it is only

ing, courage, and defiance. 

The story is told best in Robert Timberg’s 
1995 book, The Nightingale’s Song, about 
five Naval Academy classmates: McCain, 
former Navy secretary James Webb, and 
lran-contra figures John Poindexter, Oliver 
North, and Robert McFarlane. McCain — 
the son and grandson of high-ranking naval 
officers — was a rather unpromising speci- 
men as a youth: a “mean little fucker,” in the 


words of a 
friend, who unen- 
thusiastically en- 
rolled in the academy 
out of a sense of family 

obligation and graduated fifth 
from the bottom of his class. 

In 1967 McCain was nearly killed in a 
jet-fuel fire aboard the USS Forrestal, a 
devastating accident that took 134 lives. 
Within weeks, he was back in the air — 
and was shot down during a bombing run 
over Hanoi. Both arms broken, his knee 
badly injured, McCain was dragged to the 
notorious POW camp known as the Hanoi 
Hilton, where he was subjected to five and 
a half years of unimaginable torture. His 
“crime”: refusing to let the North Viet- 
namese release him early. McCain’s captors 
knew they had the scion of a prominent 
naval family on their hands, and they want- 
ed to set him free amid pomp and ceremo- 
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ny in order to undermine the morale of or- 
dinary American soldiers. 

Courageous as that act of defiance was, 
McCain did hand his tormentors a small 
victory. Broken after days of intense tor- 
ture, he agreed to sign a confession in 
which he admitted to being a “black crimi- 
nal” and an “air pirate.” So despondent 
was he over his failure to hold firm that he 
tried to hang himself. To this day, when 
he’s asked about his years in Hanoi, he in- 
variably brings up the confession as evi-

dence not of his heroism but, rather, of his 
weakness. “I still believe that | failed,” he 
told Timberg. 

This self-criticism is no doubt sincere, 
but it also serves two purposes that are use- 
ful in dealing with reporters. First, it estab- 
lishes him as someone whose sense of duty 
is so ingrained that he’s unable to acknowl- 
edge his larger heroism. Second, it fills his 
interlocutors with such bug-eyed admira- 
tion — and guilt — that they just can’t 
bring themselves to subject him to the nor- 
mal degree of journalistic grilling. Both 
Timberg and Lewis, for example, give Mc- — 
Cain a virtual pass on the Keating Five 
scandal, arguing that McCain refused 
Keating’s demand that he intervene with 
regulators. That may be true. But it’s also 
true that Keating, whose sleazy operations 
cost taxpayers some $2.6 billion, had a 
hand in $112,000 worth of contributions to 
McCain’s House and Senate campaigns. 
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And of the five senators Keating corruptly 


who ever went on vacation with him. 

Actually, make that three vacations. 

Timberg, a Naval Academy graduate and 
Marine veteran of Vietnam, is presumably 
more clear-eyed about McCain’s exploits 
than most journalists. Far more typical is 
Lewis. The closest he ever came to the bat- 
tlefield was Wall Street, the setting of his 
1989 bestseller, Liar’s Poker. For most 
journalists, McCain’s heroism is both in- 
comprehensible and intimidating. And for a 
journalist of McCain’s generation, who 
more likely than not avoided military ser- 
vice while his less-educated, less-privileged 
peers were sent to Vietnam to fight and die, 
McCain stands as a living, breathing re- 
proach. “I think you’ve got this whole in- 
choate guilt among reporters,” says Charlie 
Pierce, who — like many baby boomers — 
was a staunch opponent of the war. 

Now the media, having fallen in love with 
McCain, are pushing him toward a presi- 
dential campaign. “The plain truth is that a 
growing number of journalists want John 
McCain to run for president,” wrote Wash- 
ington Post media reporter Howard Kurtz 
last June. But winning over the Republican 
electorate won't be nearly as easy as win- 
ning over the national media. 

For one thing, McCain’s breezy, against- 
the-grain style hasn’t been terribly effective. 
Campaign-finance reform and anti-tobacco 
legislation lost, after all, and a lot of Republi- 
cans are less than thrilled with McCain’s ef- 
forts to choke off the money spigot on which 
they depend. For another, early polls give 
Texas governor George W. Bush and former 
cabinet official Elizabeth Dole the early lead 
on the Republican side. McCain’s numbers 
are down there with those of right-wing 
freak-show specimens such as Steve Forbes, 
Dan Quayle, and Gary Bauer. 

Weekly Standard senior editor Andrew 
Ferguson, who last year wrote a half-admir- 
ing, half-snide piece titled “The Media’s Fa- 
vorite Republican,” thinks McCain would 
have a real chance if he could mobilize Ross 
Perot’s followers, who worship military vet- 
erans and who share McCain’s conservatism 

and passion for getting special-interest mon- 
ey out of politics. Perhaps they'll even forgive 
him for calling Perot “nutty” — and for re- 
peating it when Perot complained. 

Still, McCain clearly faces an uphill slog, 
and he’ll be rect on a media estab- 
lishment that can’t be expected to be as re- 
spectful as it’s been for the past few years. 
“There’s an inevitable cycle in which jour- 
nalists heap praise upon maverick politi- 
cians, and then try to knock them off the 
pedestals that the journalists themselves 
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have constructed,” says Howard Kurtz. 

“No one has benefited from a more sympa- 
thetic press than John McCain, and now 
that he’s edging into the presidential race, 
he’s going to face more than his share of 
tough questions.” 

Boston Globe Washington-bureau chief 
David Shribman puts it this way: “McCain 
has one attribute that reporters not only 
like but worship: he calls them back at the 
speed of sound. That’s not necessarily an 
attribute of presidential leadership, but it’s 
invaluable to a desperate, ink-stained 
wretch on deadline. But I’ve never known 
anyone to vote with their Rolodex, so the 
value of that may be overestimated.” 

Amy Silverman is a reporter for the 
Phoenix New Times — an alternative week- 
ly in Arizona that has been unsparing in its 
criticism of McCain. (Silverman once 
wrote that McCain — who, she says, hasn’t 
returned her calls for years — “is a mean- 
spirited, hot-tempered, opportunistic, phi- 
landering, hypocritical political climber 
who married a comely beer heiress and 
used her daddy’s money to get elected to 
Congress in a state he can hardly call 
home.”) She wonders whether McCain's 
15 minutes in the national media came too 
early to do him any good. The puff pieces 
of 1996, ’97, and ’98, in other words,.are 
likely to give way to more-probing pieces in 
1999 and 2000. 


N FACT, there are signs that the media’s 

honeymoon with John McCain is already 
coming to its inevitable end. Newsweek's 
Jonathan Alter and the New York Times’ 
Maureen Dowd have written about Mc- 
Cain’s less-than-exemplary personal life, 
not to criticize McCain, but, rather, to 
point out that McCain can look forward to 
the same sort of reportorial proctology as 
every other presidential candidate. 

They have been proven right. In a candi- 
dates’ forum on February 2, cohosted by 
CNN and WMUR-TV (Channel 9), of 
Manchester, New Hampshire, CNN’s 
Bernard Shaw asked McCain about the 
breakup of his first marriage — a particularly 
nasty piece of business, given that his wife 
had been seriously injured in a car accident 
while McCain was in Hanoi. “Let me say 
that I am responsible for the breakup of my 
first marriage. If someone wants to criticize 
me for that, that’s fine,” McCain replied. 
Straightforward and dignified, certainly 
when compared to the circumlocutions of 
the weasel who currently occupies the White 
House. But it remains to be seen whether 
that response will be sufficient once the cam- 
paign really heats up.

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defined by others, it lacks core values. And 
who too often market a political strategy 
masquerading as policy.” 

The policy Clintonism has produced in 
the past several years amounts to nibbles 
around the margins of government and so- 
ciety: some tax credits here, some educa- 
tion spending there. Since the health-care 
debacle, the Clinton-Gore administration 
has lost either the imagination or the politi- 
cal will for anything much more ambitious 
than school uniforms and the V-chip. 

Largely unheard within the narrow 
Washington debate, however, a bold liberal 
agenda still exists. Roger Hickey, co-direc- 
tor of Campaign for America’s Future, a 
liberal Washington think tank, ticks off 
some potential themes for a presidential 
candidate speaking for the left: “Defense of 
our rather meager social-insurance system. 
A larger vision of the role of government 


investments in the future, possibly involving 


a shift in military priorities. A new trade 
regime that would try to reinforce and 
strengthen worker and environmental 
rights around the world. . . . A more ambi- 
tious effort to attack poverty.” Also on the 


left’s wish list are another crack at universal 


health care, a more progressive tax system, 
campaign-finance reform, a more urgent 
response to global warming, and a fresh as- 
sessment of US policy toward countries 
like China, Cuba, and Iraq. 

Above all, however, the most potent lib- 
eral critique of the Clinton-Gore status quo 
is an economic one. On paper, of course, 
the good times are rolling in America: the 
stock market is up, unemployment is down, 
the budget’s in surplus. But in a way, it is

economic growth — with its inequities and 
its threats to workers and the environment 
— that gives critics on the left an opening. 

To Barney Frank, skepticism toward the 
global free market is the “one defining is- 
sue” that will set true liberals apart from Al 
Gore in 2000. “Until recently, the notion 
was that the way in which you dealt with 
globalization was to let capital have total 
freedom, and once it found its best niche 
it’d be better off,” Frank says. “That’s 
trickle-down [economics] taken globally. 
We believe we can mitigate the bad effects 
without losing the good effects.” 

Such thinking would have been a core 
theme for Gephardt, who told the Boston 
Globe in 1997: “If you don’t temper capi- 
talism, it’s a race to the bottom. . . . Capi- 
talism left alone will defeat itself.” For 
Gephardt, tempering capitalism means 
questioning the gospel of free trade that 
now reigns at the White House. He calls 
for more worker and environmental protec- 









tions in such trade pacts as the North 
American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA), 
and wants to tie Most Favored Nation sta- 
tus for China to human-rights reforms 
there. At home, Gephardt would simplify 
the tax code and tilt it away from the rich, 
and he’d pressure Federal Reserve chair- 
man Alan Greenspan to speed economic 
growth through monetary policy. All these 
ideas are anathema to Wall Street — but 
not to worry, bankers: Gephardt will be sit- 
ting out the race. 

Where Gephardt posed a more realistic 
political threat, however, Jesse Jackson and 
Paul Wellstone are better able to frame eco- 
nomic policy in impassioned moral terms. In 
a December address at Washington’s Na- 
tional Press Club, for instance, Jackson 
called the ever-widening gap between rich 
and poor “America’s dirty little secret.” He 
added: “You won't hear presidential candi- 
dates talking very much about this yet, if at 
all. Their finance directors will not allow 
them. ... We need to talk about this gap. We 
need to confront it. We need to resolve it.” 

Wellstone, a master of the liberal-values 
stemwinder, was also prepared to raise the 
income-gap issue. “We need to be talking 
about what is not on the table,” Wellstone 
said in a May i997 speech. “What is not 
on the table are the monumental changes in 
the distribution of income and wealth that 
have occurred since 1980, the astonishing 
growth of personal wealth at the top, and 
the declines in the share of national pie re- 
ceived by the majority of Americans.” 

At a time when Democrats and Republi- 
cans alike tend to offer safe homilies to the 
suburban middle class, such discordant 
notes tend to go unnoticed. As the left-lib- 
eral media critic Norman Solomon noted 
this week, when Well- 
stone criticized Bill Clin- 
ton’s budget proposal 
recently for failing to ad- 
dress “the broad and 
growing chasm that di- 
vides the wealthy and 
prosperous from the 
majority of Americans,” 
the New York Times not- 
ed that “it was a sign of 
the Democratic Party’s 
move to the center on 
fiscal issues that his cri- 
tique was an isolated 
one.” As a candidate, 
Wellstone would have 
been on every television 
and in every newspaper 
for weeks. But alas, not 
this time: his criticism of 
the budget merited just a 
few lines in the Times. 

Economic justice is 
the most powerful issue 
available to a would-be 
liberal candidate, but it’s 
not the only one. Well- 
stone, for instance, was 
planning a vigorous 
call for radical 

campaign-fi- 
nance reform, 
an issue on which Al 
Gore — he of the 
Buddhist temple — 
has little credibili- 
ty. Jackson wants 
to see diplomatic 
ties restored between the US and Cuba. 
Both men have addressed what Wellstone 
calls “the frightening concentration that 
we’re seeing in the communications indus- 
try, with the enormous power this portends 
in controlling the flow of information to 
people.” The list goes on. A candidate of 
the left would bludgeon the Clinton-Gore 
administration for pledging another 
$110 billion over the next six years to an 
indefensibly bloated Pentagon. He (or she) 
might question the human toll of US sanc- 
tions against Iraq, and demand fuller expla- 
nations of such stunts as Clinton’s poorly 
justified missile attack on a pharmaceutical 
plant in Sudan last August. He might ham- 
mer the administration's regressive record 
on civil liberties, which has included such 
highlights as the Communications Decency 
Act, new federal wiretapping powers, and 
new limits on the constitutional right of 
habeas corpus. Only a liberal would be free 
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And if voters say they want to talk about 
issues rather than personal conduct, there’s 
plenty on the McCain record for reporters 
to ponder. The truth is that McCain is no 
moderate; he is a conservative, as far to the 
right as all but the most troglodytic mem- 
bers of Congress. He is virulently anti- 
choice. He would eliminate the National 
Endowment for the Arts. He would cut 
welfare funding and increase military 
spending, including missile defense. He 
supports a balanced-budget amendment 
and a flat tax, and would do away with the 
Internal Revenue Service. He would ex- 
pand the federal death penalty and build 
more prisons. His record on gay rights 
stands in stark contrast to his soothingly 
noncommittal rhetoric on the subject. He 
voted for the 1996 Defense of Marriage 
Act, of course; even Bill Clinton supported 
that odious law. But the same year, McCain 
also voted against a bill to prohibit job dis- 
crimination based on sexual orientation (it 
lost, 49-50). In 1992, he even voted for a 
Jesse Helms—sponsored measure that 
would have made it more difficult for fed- 
eral employees to donate to charities that 
had taken a stand against the Boy Scouts of 
America’s anti-gay, anti-atheist positions (it 
also lost, on a tie, 49-49). The Christian 
Coalition generally gives him a perfect 
100 percent; its lowest rating was 73 per- 
cent. He gets 100 percent from the Nation- 
al Rifle Association; 0 percent from Hand- 
gun Control. His ratings from the League 
of Conservation Voters have varied be- 
tween 11 percent and 29 percent. And on 
and on it goes. 

John McCain will quickly learn that win- 
ning votes in New Hampshire is a lot dif- 
ferent from winning the accolades of 
Michael Lewis and company. “It’s a classic 
Beltway frenzy,” sniffs WLVI-TV 
(Channel 56) political reporter Jon Keller, 
a veteran of primaries past. Boston Herald 
Washington-bureau chief Andrew Miga, 
who'll be coming north for the campaign, 
expects he and his fellow reporters will be 
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to remind the public that America is the 
only major Western democracy whose gov- 
ernment executes its citizens. And a liberal 
would serve the essential purpose of coun- 
tering the shiny happy spin from both 
Democrats and Republicans about the still- 
uncertain effects of welfare reform. 

It’s unlikely that such a liberal messiah 
will emerge in 2000. Jesse Jackson, for in- 
stance, was watching the Super Bowl with 
the president at Camp David last month — 
not the behavior of a man preparing to take 
on Clinton’s anointed successor. Jerry 
Brown is fretting about drainage and prop- 
erty taxes as the new mayor of Oakland, 
California. 

But now that so much unoccupied terri- 
tory lies to Gore’s left, it’s possible that Bill 
Bradley could cast himself as less a 
squeaky-clean policy wonk and more a lib- 
eral voice of conscience. Bradley has al- 
ready said that he and Gore “clearly have a 
difference on welfare,” and he criticized the 
1996 federal welfare-reform law for cutting 
“the bond between the mother and the 
child.” And his early rhetoric has addressed 
major health-care and poverty themes. 

“More than 2.8 million children in 
America live in what is called deep pover- 
ty,” reads a “Message from Bill Bradley” 
on his campaign Web site. “As they grow 
up, many of them become armed, depen- 
dent on drugs, preoccupied with a distort- 
ed sense of ‘respect’ and uninterested in 
the future. We won’t reach our potential . 
as a nation until we improve this unac- 
ceptable situation.” Particularly in light of 
John Kerry’s recent centrist posturing on 
education, hard-core Democrats may be 
hoping that Bradley will choose to accept 
their liberal mission. 

And they will keep the pressure on Gore 
himself. Says Roger Hickey of the Cam- 
paign for America’s Future: “There will be 
progressive groups in places like New 
Hampshire and lowa challenging the vice 
president and urging him to speak out in a 
certain way.” 


more interested in McCain’s relationship 
with Charles Keating than in his years in 
the Hanoi Hilton. Yes, McCain begins the 
campaign with significant assets; Boston 
University communications professor Tobe 
Berkovitz, who’s worked as a political con- 
sultant in New Hampshire, says the nation- 
al press and the Globe are the media keys 
to winning the primary, and McCain obvi- 
ously has a head start with each. But ulti- 
mately the New Hampshire primary is, as 
WMUR news director Karen Brown says, 
“a place where we get to know you.” 

And that, ultimately, will be McCain’s 
biggest challenge. After all, the Arizona 
press, which presumably knows McCain 
best, has been notably unsmitten by his 
charms. McCain is regularly depicted as an 
arrogant bully who’s lost touch with the 
folks back home. (“All the Arizona press 
people were really helpful when I talked to 
them,” quips Slate’s David Plotz. “They 
hate his guts.”) If that side of McCain is on 
display in New Hampshire, he can forget 
about his presidential ambitions. 

There’s no doubt that McCain has a com- 
pelling story to tell. There’s also no doubt 
that, right-wing*tendencies aside, his work 
on campaign-finance reform and anti-tobac- 
co legislation shows he has a genuine capac- 
ity to learn and grow. He’s had a good rela- 
tionship with national reporters for one sim- 
ple reason: they have given him their com- 
plete, unconditional love. That’s going to 
change, and it will be interesting to see 
whether he can adjust — or if instead his 
dealings with the press will devolve into the 
oft-poisonous standoff he has with Arizona 
journalists. 

“I think he’s a very complicated guy,” says 
Jeff Barker, the Arizona Republic’s Washing- 
ton reporter and a prime victim of McCain’s 
cartoon-inspired freeze-out. “He’s willing to 
take principled stands that are above politics, 
but he’s also very political. I’m not sure that 
either the Arizona press or the national press 
really has a handle on him.” 8)

T WOULD be nice to see a widespread 

liberal resurgence in America, in which 
the left’s most ambitious ideas resonated 
with the public and were rewarded at the 
ballot box. But in the absence of a defining 
issue like the Vietnam war (which propelled 
the candidacy of Eugene McCarthy), or the 
emergence of a new leader with Bobby 
Kennedy charisma, liberalism seems faced 
with a long, slow road to recovery. 

Indeed, it seems likely that good liberal- 
ism is still bad politics. Barney Frank per- 
suasively argued as much in his 1992 
book, Speaking Frankly: What’s Wrong 
with the Democrats and How to Fix It, 
written in response to five Democratic 
losses in six presidential elections. Frank 
says that although it is theoretically possi- 
ble to build a campaign on core liberal 
themes such as reduced defense spending 
and universal health care, “[p]ractically, 
the emotional and intellectual tenor of 
many Democratic activists makes it hard 
for them to resist the tendency to general- 
ize these specific proposals for improve- 
ments in our society into a generalized 
criticism of its shortcomings. This is 
where we begin to lose votes.” 

Frank’s admonition is still on the 
mark: when liberal constituency groups 
require Democratic candidates to kow- 
tow before them, they merely make the 
party’s nominee unelectable in the gener- 
al election. The Democratic left must still 
learn to sell middle-class voters a pro- 
gressive agenda in terms that don’t scare 
them away (although the zeal of the Re- 
publican right may be starting to scare 
them more). At the moment, there ap- 
pears to be no liberal ideologue who 
combines the charisma, the issues, and 
the careful rhetoric to mount a winning 
presidential campaign. But that’s no rea- 
son for liberals to fall silent altogether. As 
the Democratic Party floats farther and 
farther from its moorings, it’s vital that 
somebody keep its anchor in place. ®

RESIDENT CLINTON WILL win 

the vote in the Senate this week. Yet

careers and public standing. Some did not. 
Jackie Judd, the ABC News correspon- 

dent who broke the stained-dress story, 

only to have it denied, then verified wecks 





later, is one of the winners. Similarly, 
George Stephanopoulos, the former Clinton 
adviser who became an analyst for ABC 
News — a “commentraitor,” his former 
White House pals called him — gained 
credibility with his remarks that Clinton was 
a flawed individual who was probably lying. 

Another winner, but for opposite rea- 
sons, is Joe Lockhart, the new White 
House press secretary. Unlike his prede- 
cessor, the popular Mike McCurry, Lock- 
hart is a White House partisan, defending 
his boss daily and criticizing the opposition. 
Lockhart is one of the few defenders of the 
president who wasn’t previously duped (at 
Icast publicly). 

The White House lawyers, by contrast, 
may have “won” the Senate trial, but many 
in Washington consider them losers for of- 
fering the Iegal advice that resulted in im- 
peachment. As one reporter quipped, “If 
David Kendall was fighting a traffic ticket, 
Clinton would have gotten 20 years to life.” 

Senators, who had no speaking parts in 
the drama until late in the game, seem to be 
trcading water, neither rising nor falling. 
But the House of Representatives has lots 
of candidates for the winner/loser lists. 

The person who fell the furthest is Newt 
Gingrich, the former Speaker of the 
House, who managed to lead his troops to 
an off-ycar clection loss of six seats, and 
felt compelled to resign the third most 
powerful office in the country. Another big- 
time loser is Bob Livingston, who backed 
out of the Speakership and resigned from 
Congress after Penthouse publisher Larry 
Flynt exposed his extramarital affairs. 

A lesser loser, but one who managed to 
risc from obscurity only to mar his reputa- 
tion, is House Judiciary Committee mem- 
ber Bob Barr, the Georgia congressman 
whose vigorous stance on impeachment 
gave risc to reports that he was a little too 
cozy with white-supremacist groups. 

His colleaguc, House manager Lindsey 
Graham of South Carolina, seems to be a 
winner with his easy and resonant style. 
“When you call somebody at two o’clock in 











the morning,” he told the Senate after 
Monica testified that the president had 
done just that, “you seem to be looking for 
trouble.” 

But the biggest winner, ironically, may be 
Hillary Clinton, whose favorability rating 
has climbed even higher than her husband's 
during the scandal. Where once Amcrican 
women saw her as a controlling shrew who 
was above bakirig cookies, she’s turned out 
to be just like the woman next door — her 
husband was doing her wrong. 

And Monica? | happen to think that 
Monica has come out a winner too. She's 
the person with the most lucrative book 
contract so far. She told Vernon Jordan she 
wanted an easy job, and she will have it, be- 
ing a celebrity and an author.

OUT THERE 


Does anger ever really go away? 


Grrrvrr

A friend, we’ll call him Bob, is in a common 
state of free-floating rage. The rage has both a 
specific object it’s directed at his brother, with whom he 
had a massive falling-out several years ago — and also 
a more general, core feel, as though it’s been bubbling 
around inside him for much of his adult life. 

Most of the time, Bob tends to deny that this rage 
exists. He is not, by nature, a confrontational person. 
Like many humans, he is not particularly comfortable 
with angry feelings, so he does his best to steer clear of 
them. He rarely speaks to or about his brother, for 
example, and when you bring the subject up, he gamely 
tries to feign distance, detachment. “I’m not pissed at 
him,” he says, sounding deeply pissed: stony and defen- 
sive. “What happened between us happened. It’s histo- 
ry. I’m over it.” 

Clearly, he is not over it, but even when you get Bob 
to own up to his anger, he is at a loss as to what to do 
with it. He doesn’t believe there’d be any value in 
expressing it, doesn’t believe a yelling, screaming brawl 
with the brother would either alter their relationship or 
diminish his feelings. He is in the rage cage: unwilling 
to deal with the emotions directly, but also unable to let 
them go. 


L DISCUSS ANGER, a brief case study. 


HE RAGE cage is a 

very familiar place; 
scads of us live there. 
Not long ago, a woman 
I know talked to me at 
length about the buck- 
ets of rage she carries 
around toward her par- 
ents, a particularly 
nasty pair. This woman 
has been in therapy for 
many years. She has 
visited all the dark cor- 
ners of her past, 
crawled around in the 
muck of childhood ter- 
ror and disappoint- 
ment, and still she can- 
not so much as speak 
to her mother on the 
phone without experi- 
encing a spike in blood 
pressure, a pang of 
fury so ancient and 
fundamental it feels 
encoded in her DNA. 
“What do you do with 
rage?” she wondered aloud. “Do you lug it around 
with you your whole life, or at some point does it just 
go away?” 

I wish I could answer her. Once upon a time, I suf- 
fered from the delusion that anger was a finite thing, 
capable of being mined and, ultimately, conquered. If 
you found the right therapist, if you raged and 
stormed long and deeply enough, if you shed enough 
light on all those dark, angry corridors, you’d use it 
all up, expend your rage quota, walk out free. Anger 
transcended, serenity achieved. I still believe that 
therapy can help lessen anger, or at least temper it 
with degrees of acceptance and forgiveness, but I’ve 
long since let go of the idea that there’s anything 
finite, let alone conquerable, about it. You can deal 
with the primary sources of rage, but unless you live 
in a cave, it’s pretty hard to go through life without 
finding people who'll push your buttons from time to 
time. Anger, like love or need or affection, is part of 
the great complicated stew of human affairs, an ingre- 
dient that may feel toxic but can’t be left out of the 
recipe entirely. 

Of course, that little seed of wisdom isn’t particularly 
useful: I’m no better at handling anger than the next 
guy. With the possible exception of jealousy, anger 
makes me more uncomfortable than any other human 
emotion, and I usually go to great lengths to wall off 
the feeling. If someone infuriates me, it might take 
hours, maybe days, for me to even notice how angry I 
am. When rage does hit, my stock tools are deflection 
and indirection: I’ll hiss at some stranger in the Star 
Market checkout line, or I’ll slam doors in the privacy 
of my own home, or I'll engage in a bout of vicious, 
spiteful gossip. I’m much better at nursing grudges

than I am at confronting people directly, and on the 
rare occasion when I do get really angry at someone, I 
get so violently uncomfortable that my whole body 
freaks out: I tremble, my voice shakes, I usually (gag) 
start to cry. 


HE TRICK, I think, is to pick your battles, to gauge 
the relative costs of expression and repression, for 
the costs can be high on both sides. A week or so ago, a 

friend asked me to walk her dog, a favor that sounds 
benign enough. But her reasons for asking annoyed me: 
her partner had the flu, which meant that she’d had to 
walk the dog twice the day before; she was also busy 
writing a paper for school, so taking the dog out twice 
for a second day felt unduly burdensome. I stood there 
while she told me this, and I thought: Wait a minute. I 
walk my dog twice a day every day, and I’m always on 
deadline, and this request feels both ludicrous and 
insulting to me. But instead of telling her to suck it up 
and walk her own dog, I sucked it up: picked the animal 
up at 6:30 a.m., dutifully trotted her around Fresh 
Pond, delivered her back to her owners, and walked 
around for the rest of the week feeling put-upon, taken 
advantage of, and — well, angry. 

Should I have expressed that anger? Gotten my back 
up when she first made 
the request and spared 
myself a week of private 
grumbling? As is often 
the case when I get 
pissed off, I’m really not 
sure. Expressing the 
feelings would have 
come with price tags, 
too — some obvious 
(she might have gotten 
angry at me in return) 
and some subtle (for 
good or ill, I might have 
compromised my well- 
honed image as helpful 
and accommodating). It 
seemed easier, in the 
end, not to ruffle any 
feathers, to indulge 
instead in a relatively 
short-lived bout of self- 
righteous indignation. 

In more-primary rela- 
tionships, the costs and 
benefits seem a little 
clearer, although not 
necessarily any easier to 
act on. I think of how many times I’ve squelched 
anger at friends or family members, filed anger-pro- 
voking incidents away in a compartment in my heart 
labeled LONG-STANDING RESENTMENTS. I think about 
the way those resentments fester, how they subtly 
infect relationships with mistrust and vague ill will. I 
think about my friend Bob, who secretly worries that 
blowing up directly at his brother would explode the 
relationship entirely but whose silence has eroded the 
bond in a quieter but no less devastating way. 
Unaddressed and unaired, his wounds have been 
sealed off but not healed. 

Which is not to say that blowing up always works, 
that it inevitably leads to resolution or healing: some- 
times getting really pissed off can make a bad situation 
worse, and I suppose it’s important to pick your targets 
as well as your battles: who can tolerate your rage and 
who can’t? Who’s willing and able to engage in a psy- 
chic brawl with you and who’s not? Getting irate tends 
not to be productive unless it involves two people who 
fundamentally trust each other and who have a strong 
enough investment in the relationship to weather the 
painful patches. Oddly enough, the flip side of anger is 
often intimacy, which is probably what makes express- 
ing it both so scary and, at times, so valuable. 

So as creepy as the feeling is,.I cast my vote for 
anger, for heated exchanges and tears and the gnashing 
of teeth. I might not be any good at it, but I believe it’s a 
craft worth practicing. 

Now get off my back. *

The Web’s a great research tool, Regan. But sometimes there’s 
no substitute for looking things up in, you know, a book. Also, try- 
ing to win a bet is a somewhat dubious motive for taking on a 
question as momentous as this one. What you really want to know 
is whether Nietzsche’s lack of success with women informed his 
philosophical ideas and indirectly caused World War II. I’m pretty 
sure the answer on both counts is no, but with these philosophers 
one never knows. 

Friedrich Nietzsche (1844-1900), one of the seminal modern 
philosophers and a forefather of existentialism, seems to have 
had a pretty sucky personal life. In chronic poor health, he was a 
lifelong but apparently unwilling bachelor. He made two mar- 
riage proposals that we know about, both of which were shot 
down. In 1876, when he was 32, he popped the question to 
Mathilde Trampedach, a pretty, self-assured 21-year-old. It’s a 
measure of Nietzsche’s cluelessness in these matters that (a) he 
proposed to Mathilde mere days after meeting her and (b) he 
sent his rather breathless letter in the care of her boyfriend, con- 
ductor Hugo von Senger, whom she later married. Having been 
rejected, Nietzsche wrote Mathilde an apology, no doubt sensing 
that his performance had been less than totally cool. 

He didn’t improve with practice. Six years later he did the 
same thing with Lou Salome, a Russian-German writer who 
apparently turned the heads of quite a few male intellectuals in 
her day. This time he sent his proposal by way of philosopher 
Paul Ree, who had already proposed to Lou himself. She turned 
both men down but did suggest a ménage a trois. Scholars 
somewhat prissily assume she was talking about an intellectual 
rather than a sexual arrangement, but in any-case nothing came 
of it. Lou later married a professor, then had a celebrated affair 
with the poet Rainer Maria Rilke — she must be the woman you 
heard about in that lecture. 

Nietzsche’s philosophy has been tied to the rise of Nazism — 
unfairly, I might add, though his talk of supermen, slaves, the 
will to power, etc., sure lent itself to misinterpretation. The 
question is whether Nietzsche’s lousy luck with women influ- 
enced his philosophy. Hard to say, but I bet his philosophy 
probably had something to do with his lousy luck. This is, after 
all, the man who inspires books like Nietzsche: Philosopher, 
Psychologist, Antichrist. Here are some of his thoughts on the 
female of the species: “When a woman has scholarly inclina- 
tions, there is usually something wrong with her sexually.” 
“Woman has so much reason for shame; so much pedantry, 
superficiality, schoolmarmishness, petty presumption, petty 
licentiousness, and immodesty lies concealed in woman.” 
“Everything about woman has one solution: that is pregnancy.” 
You can see where a guy like this might have trouble getting a 
date, much less a wedding band. Indeed, so far as we know, 
Nietzsche never had a genuine romance. He did manage to get 
laid but probably wished he hadn’t; his mental derangement 
after 1889 and his death in 1900 were supposedly caused by an 
advanced case of syphilis contracted in a brothel. But what the 
hell — at least he could be philosophical about it. m

UMMER IS HERE, and 

this particular afternoon 

is a scorcher. Despite the 

heat, dozens of teenagers 

are packed into a tiny 
conference room at Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute for what is 
billed as a “youth leadership train- 
ing” program. Al Toney, a former 
Worcester police officer and cur- 
rent gay activist, stands before the 
crowd, lecturing on the importance 
of fighting prejudice and being 
yourself. Most speakers in this situ- 
ation would be greeted with snick- 
ers and jokes, but Toney, a hand- 
some, muscular man, commands 
the audience’s attention. It is an 
impressive moment. 

Fast-forward four years to last 
month’s meeting of the Worcester 
Human Rights Commission. Toney, 
a commission member, again holds 
the spotlight. On this night, the 
group is mulling over plans to hold 
public hearings on the state of civil 
rights in the city. Members are con- 
sumed more by process than by the 
implications of what might emerge. 

Anyone who hadn’t seen Toney 
since his WPI appearance would be 
startled by his reserve. An animated 
and forceful speaker then, with per- 
haps a tinge of zealotry, he’s now 
quiet and thoughtful; the best word 
might be restrained. In that time, 
the 31-year-old has evolved from 
an outside agitator into a fixture of 
the community, a stalwart who rep- 
resents organizations fighting for 
gay and minority rights. His pas- 
sion is now channeled into a more 
mainstream desire to build institu- 
tions and work within the system: 
he was the force behind Safe 
Homes of Central Massachusetts, 

of which he is now director, a host 
of programs for gay youth includ- 
ing a drop-in center, mentoring 
programs, and efforts to recruit 
foster parents for gay kids. And 
after years of raising concerns 
about the need for diversity train- 
ing, he’s helped write and imple- 
ment such programs for foster par- 
ents and public-safety workers. 

And as of last December, Al 
Toney — the new, restrained Al 
Toney — is running for the 
Worcester City Council. 

The time has come, he says, for 
him to enter the public arena. 
“Worcester needs people like 
myself,” he says, “who will add to 
the diversity of the city’s leadership 
and who will be able to serve as 
positive role models for our young 
people.” 

Worcester, the second-largest

city in New England, is a heavily 
Catholic and largely blue-collar 
manufacturing town, a city not 
famously comfortable with frank 
talk about minority and gay issues. 
So a candidate who is both 
African-American and openly gay 
would seem to face daunting odds. 
The city has elected only one black 
councilor in the past 50 years: 
Stacey Luster, voted into office last 
year. Yet Toney’s supporters say he 


is the right person to meet the chal- 


lenge. The issues he talks about — 
neighborhoods, small business — 
are the bread and butter of local 
politics. At the very least, his early 
entry into the race will help make 
this fall’s campaign one of the most 
interesting in years. 


dom, especially in this 

Clintonian era of tell-all politics, 
that the heat of public examination 
deters many talented people from 
running for office. Al Toney doesn’t 
have to worry about such exposure. 
For him, it came years ago, entirely 
by accident. 

In a split second in the early- 
morning hours of September 29, 
1991, Toney went from being just a 
regular guy to a household name: 
the black gay cop shot in the Ding 
Ho, a local Chinese restaurant. 

On that fall night, the off-duty 
Toney confronted a group of rowdy 
young men who were harassing the 
restaurant staff over a takeout 
order. Toney identified himself as a 
cop, and the three men retreated. 
But they waited outside, and when 
Toney and his friends walked out 
onto the sidewalk, the men drew 
guns. Toney, unarmed, was shot in 
the shoulder. His friend Robert 
Domiano was shot in the back, and 
died in Toney’s arms. 

Toney’s condition stabilized at 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, but his trou- 
bles were far from over. As he 
recovered, the local media publi- 
cized something that not many 
people had known: Domiano, his 
murdered friend, had also been his 
lover. 

Toney’s personal life was front- 
page news for weeks. Meanwhile, 
he was still in the hospital; the bul- 
let that pierced his shoulder had 
traveled through his chest and 
lodged near the heart. Doctors 
weren’t sure they could remove it 
safely. Toney faced two options: he 
could do nothing, and be forced to 
live a sedentary life, or he could 
risk life-threatening surgery. Toney 
chose surgery. And after he recov-

ered, this shy man transformed 
himself into a local icon and a com- 
munity activist. 

But if Toney had seemed des- 
tined to be anything, it was a great 
cop, not a politician. He grew up in 
a quiet Worcester neighborhood by 
the West Boylston town line, one of 
three children in a family whose 
business is public service. His 
father, state police sergeant Albert 
Toney Jr., was one of the state’s 
first African-American officers. 
Today, he’s a legendary figure, 
known both for his heroism and for 
his persistent fight to win equal 
opportunity for minorities in law 
enforcement. His mother, Deborah, 
is a veteran public-school teacher. 
Toney’s two brothers, Eric and 
Christopher, followed in their 
father’s footsteps: Eric is a 
Worcester firefighter; Christopher 
is a state police officer in 
Connecticut. 

Although Toney’s was one of 
only two African-American families 
in their neighborhood, race was not 
a major issue during his childhood. 
The young Al was a shy kid, but he 
came into his own at Holy Name 
High School, where he played 
sports and worked a part-time job. 
He attended Worcester State 
College, where during his junior 
year he and his brother passed the 
Worcester Police and Fire 
Department test. 

Toney recalls those days fondly. 

He served on the local police force 
for five years, quickly moving from 
the street beat to the Great Brook 
Valley Strike Team, Worcester’s 
first attempt at community policing. 
He acknowledges that his race was 
at times an issue, but he says that 
most people treated him well and 
he expected to become a career 
officer. “I loved being a cop in 
Worcester,” Toney says, with a 
touch of sadness. But the shooting 
left him with permanent injury to 
his right shoulder. In 1993, after a 
brief return to the force, Toney was 
placed on permanent disability, and 
he retired from duty. 

Even before the shooting, he 
had already come out to close 
friends, and he says he found most 
people supportive. In the wake of 
his very public outing, however, 
things changed. Toney recalls being 
shocked by the discrimination he 
endured from some people. Most of 
it was subtle: a certain tone of 
voice, phone calls never returned, 
visits to the hospital dwindling. A 
friend who was helping Toney 
repair his house never came back.

The candidate 


As soon as he had physically 
recovered, Toney threw himself into 
his new cause: to “make things 
right,” to be sure his daughter, 
Kayla — the child of a brief mar- 
riage in college — would not 
“grow up in a world filled with big- 
otry and homophobia.” Today, 
Toney is one of the state’s leaders 
in the fight for gay and minority 
rights. He worked for AIDS Action 
Committee in Boston, and he 
joined the board of AIDS Project 
Worcester. 

In addition to spearheading 
Safe Homes of Central 
Massachusetts, Toney has consult- 
ed with businesses to improve 
their minority-recruitment policies, 
and he has worked with employees 
to help them recognize their own 
prejudices. But the bulk of his time 
is spent working for the state 
Department of Education, training 
police and state workers on issues 
of diversity. He lectures on cultur- 
al differences and teaches officers 
to understand their own racial 

biases. Toney educates law- 
enforcement departments about 
the resources available in the com- 
munity to help officers protect at- 
risk populations. He also works 
with these departments to improve 
minority recruitment. 

And Toney is the owner of 
Strong Arm Cleaners, a small com- 
mercial and residential cleaning 
business in Worcester. 

In many ways, he seems to have 
found a sense of peace and stability 
in his life. Toney recently bought a 
small house just down the road 
from his parents. He shares custody 
of his 10-year-old daughter. His 
life is a busy one, and it’s hard to 
see where he’s finding time to run 
for office. Still, this is an election 
Toney is determined to win. His 
father has no doubts: “Al has 
always accomplished the things he 
sets out to do,” he says. “Just as he 
was a good cop, he will also be a 
good political leader for our city.” 
The senior Toney is quick to point 

out the similarities between police 
work and politics: both jobs require 
the ability to listen to the communi- 
ty and to deal with adversity. 
S of his comfortable home, 
Toney talks about his cam- 
paign, which he sees as a logical 
step in his lifetime commitment to 
the city. This is his first foray into 
politics, but Toney is clearly at ease 
with the rituals of public life. Why

is he running? Toney responds smooth- 
ly: “I believe that my experience, dedica- 
tion to the city, and my demonstrated 
leadership qualities make me a viable 
candidate who will be able to bring 
about positive change for our city.” He 
says he has a vision for how to move 
Worcester forward. 

For now, that vision is padded with 
generalities, but Toney says he is likely to 
build his platform on issues such as 
neighborhoods, small-business develop- 
ment, and a local arts district. He argues 
for the creation of a citywide organiza- 
tion of community groups to bring addi- 
tional resources into neighborhoods. He 
criticizes the city’s failure to develop a 
plan to attract new small businesses to 
Worcester. These are issues that could 
easily appeal to voters citywide, but still 
— is Worcester ready to vote for a can- 
didate, even a qualified candidate, who is 
gay and black? 

Surprisingly, insiders seem to think 
so. The fact that he is gay and black may 
even be an asset. Former city councilor 
John Anderson thinks people will judge 
Toney on his agenda, especially if he 
sticks to hot-button items such as public 
safety and taxes. “People in Worcester,” 
he says, “are not that different from peo- 
ple in Fall River who vote for Barney 
Frank, or voters on the Cape who elect- 
ed Gerry Studds.” 

Privately, several of Worcester’s key 
political strategists believe that race can 
even be an advantage in a general elec- 
tion. Consider last year’s election of 
Stacey Luster. Whereas most newcom- 
ers, such as first-term councilor Tim 
Murray, have enjoyed a strong Irish vot- 
ing base and built large grassroots cam- 
paign organizations, Luster had little 
campaign experience, a tiny organization, 
and only a small voting base to draw on. 
Yet she not only won on the city’s pro- 
gressive west side, but also drew large 
numbers of votes throughout Worcester. 

But Toney is clearly not counting on 
any pregame analysis. Instead he is fol- 


lowing the time-tested formula of getting 
organized early and raising money. He 
held his first fundraiser before the holi- 
days. He has begun assembling his 
organization and has named a friend, 
Rick Benoit, to be his campaign manag- 
er. In the spring, Toney will go door to 
door, building support in each of the 
city’s 50 precincts. 


ESPITE THE positive rhetoric 
D: local spin doctors, the reality 

is that Worcester is still a city 
with a long way to go on gay and minor- 
ity issues. For Toney, the silent lingering 
of racism and homophobia is a double 
whammy. Issues embraced by the gay 
community, like condom distribution 
and needle exchange, have been soundly 
rejected by Worcester’s leaders. And 
though some progress has been made in 
the area of race relations, a recent con- 
troversy over a downtown youth center 
has shown that the fault lines are still 
active: neighboring business owners suc- 
ceeded in getting the center, which 
serves mainly black and Hispanic kids, 
kicked off Main Street. Worcester’s 
neighborhoods remain largely segregat- 
ed. Clearly, for Toney the campaign trail 
points straight uphill. 

But it is also clear that Toney has sev- 
eral factors in his favor, He comes from 
a respected family of public servants. As 
a spokesman on public safety, he occu- 
pies an extraordinary position: he’s not 
only a former police officer, but also a 
victim of a violent crime. Toney’s com- 
pelling story, striking looks, and sea- 
soned public-speaking skills will no 
doubt appeal to many voters. If he can 
raise money and build an organization — 
and if Worcester voters ultimately decide 
that what he can do is a more important 
issue than simply who he is — this out- 
sider may walk through the doors of City 
Hall as Worcester’s latest insider. %

Today 
she’s 75, and her house is a wondrous (if sometimes fright- 
ening) jumble of ephemera that somehow speak to her: a 
small, framed picture of my late father shares space on the 
console TV with a stuffed mouse, wearing pants, and a 
three-foot-high Infant of Prague that’s overdressed even for 
the Greenwich Village Halloween parade. Her tableaux are 
like a kind of visual poetry that says something of who she 
is; it’s a means of expression that, for better or worse, she’s 
passed on to me. 

And so I blame my mother, who’s never used a 
computer in her life, for my eBay fixation. In the 
old days, you had to actually venture into a shop 
looking for Russel Wright dinnerware or a Paris 
souvenir charm bracelet — two things that a per- 
son like me absolutely needs to feather her nest, if 
not to define herself. Now all I have to do is run a 
quick search on eBay, the explosively popular 
online auction site, to turn up a list of more 
“things” than even I could possibly want, offered 
for sale by people from all over the country and 
even the world. 

I’ll be the first to admit it’s a bit of a sickness, 
and there are probably lots of others like me. The 
site matches up buyers and sellers electronically (it 
makes money by charging sellers a fee to list their 
goods and by collecting a commission of up to 5 percent 
on completed sales), and every week features reams of list- 
ings for everything from software to apparel autographed 
by celebrities to special underwear designed to prevent 
yeast infections (no kidding). The service currently claims 
approximately 1.2 million registered users, and about 
5 million visitors come to eBay every month. (Six months 
ago, the number of registered users was 850,000; a year 
ago, 340,000.) 

The site has received a blizzard of press in the past few 
months, particularly after its impressive initial public offer- 
ing last September (the stock opened on its first day of 
trading at $18, closed the same day at around $47, and at 
press time was trading for $217 a share). But for all the 
hoopla surrounding the site — and for all the fears that it’s 
becoming so popular that soon it will be unwieldy to use — 
eBay spokespeople like Jennifer Chu are unwaveringly 
cheerful in their characterization of eBay as a community, 

albeit one that’s poised to make a lot of money for itself. 

“It’s true that once it does get bigger, maybe the world 
of who you know on eBay becomes bigger as well, and 
those close relationships you established with just a few 
people may be harder to find,” Chu says. But the site does 
provide bulletin boards where people can swap information 
on, say, Beanie Babies or sports memorabilia (two popular 
eBay attractions). “Knowing where the resources are is key 
to making your experience on eBay as ‘community’ or as 
‘small’ as you like,” Chu says.

Personally, though, as much as I’ve enjoyed some of the 
interactions I’ve had with vintage-goods dealers around the 
country, I think of eBay less as a warm, fuzzy community 
than as an organism, a wily creature with an unfathomable 
number of muscular tentacles — and there seems to be a 
new one reaching out to grab me practically every week. In 
my first three months as an eBay user, I increased my 
Bakelite bracelet collection by more than a third. I’d practi- 
cally given up on buying the stuff, since it’s expensive and 
too difficult to find in my part of the country; but even 
though eBay attracts buyers of all stripes, many of them 
with pockets much deeper than mine, I still managed to 
snag a surprising number of beautiful pieces without — 
totally — breaking the bank. 

When I found myself getting a little bored with Bakelite 


— a day I’d thought would never come — I turned to cop- 


per-and-enamel jewelry made in the ’50s and 
found that I could get pieces for less than a 
third of what I’d have to pay here in Boston. 
Just last week, I happened to remember how 
much I’d coveted a vintage rayon cowboy shirt 
I used to see on a girl around town. Someday I 
might find the exact shirt (it had playing cards 
embroidered on the yoke — bellissima!), but 
meanwhile I’ve found a pretty good substitute 
on eBay that, the god of small things willing, I 
think Ill be able to get for less than 50 bucks. 

I discovered eBay last July and immediately 
fell in love with it, though I hesitated before 
turning any of my 
other obsessively 
thing-loving friends 
on to it. That may 
seem like selfish- 
ness on my part, 
but I’d like to think 
of it as a kind of generosity. I 
immediately sensed that it 
would be like turning someone 
on to junk: I might as well have 
said, “The first hit is free.” As it 
turns out, I did initiate a few 
friends, including one who col- 
lects bobbing-head dolls and 
Hawaiian souvenirs and who, 

she’ll be the first to admit, has had a blast. 

People have asked me if having such an overwhelming 
amount of stuff available at a single click takes the thrill out 
of the hunt. And more than a few nonvirtual Bakelite deal- 
ers have tried to assert 
their supremacy by warn- 
ing me that buying over 
the Internet can be dan- 
gerous if you don’t know 
what you’re doing — at 
which point I usually draw 
up my sleeve to reveal an 
armful of what is 
undoubtedly the real 
thing, most of it bought 
on the Web. 

In terms of getting 
stiffed, I haven’t found 
that buying by Internet 
auction is any different 
than buying from a real-life dealer: if you know your stuff, 
you'll be fine, and if you don’t, sellers are always available 
(and, in my experience, usually happy) to answer questions 
by e-mail. What’s more, if you tend to like vintage-goods 
dealers as people anyway, you'll find that dealing with them 
on the Net is perfectly pleasant, if not nearly as much fun 
as chatting face-to-face (a pleasure for which there’s no 
real substitute). 
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But eBay does change the nature of the hunt by dramati- 
cally collapsing it. You could spend years poking around in 
shops for a vintage mahjong set — or you could call up a 
dozen at once on eBay and take your pick. It’s easy to get 
spoiled, and you can’t help wondering, with so many peo- 
ple buying and selling on the Web, if the stuff isn’t just 
going to run out someday. But the sad truth is that vintage 
collectibles of all sorts are currently red-hot, and whereas a 
few years ago it was just a few crackpots who were rooting 
out poodle-print tea towels and miniature Eiffel towers 
(here I raise my hand sheepishly), now, out of nostalgia for 
simpler times or simply the realization that old things look 
cool, everybody wants the stuff. 

If you can gorge yourself on eBay and spend less money 
than you would in a series of offline transactions, then why 
not? What’s more, there’s always the possibility of finding 

some oddball thing serendipitously. My bob- 
bing-head friend was raving about the hot- 
pink vintage coat she’d found, and when I 
asked her how she’d found it (had she actually 
typed in “pink” and “coat”?), she couldn’t for 
the life of her remember. 

And then, of course, there’s the sheer 
entertainment value of eBay — which is 
completely free if you can keep yourself 
from bidding. Most of the sellers’ item 
descriptions are pretty meat-and-potatoes, 
but the occasional exceptions make sifting 
through the others worthwhile. There was 
the woman who was selling off a selection 
of Hermés scarves that a former boyfriend 
had bought her in Paris. (The Hermés-scarf 
people are, in my experience, the most 
vicious and aggressive bidders on eBay, 
almost always jumping in at the last minute 
with an unbeatable bid, even for the least 
desirable specimens. They’re not people I’d want to 
meet in a dark alley.) One seller who was listing an 
early-1960s Barbie doll noted that the hands had been 
“chewed by a wild house kitty.” Even the bidder aliases 
(users may go either by their e-mail addresses or by an 
alias) are sometimes good for a laugh. My very favorite 
is Rroseselavy — a moniker formerly used by Marcel 
Duchamp and a little joke in itself (when you say it 
aloud, it’s “Eros, c’est la vie”). 

I don’t doubt that for me, the novelty of eBay will even- 
tually wear off. There’s only so much stuff to buy and only 
so much money to buy it with — and as Steven Wright 
once said, “You can’t have everything. Where would you 
put it?” 

But I think I'll 
always like the idea 
of using fairly new 
technology to buy 
really old stuff. It’s 
just one way of 
ensuring that, as 
advanced as we 
think we are, there 
will always be ways 
to connect with the 
past. And someday, 
maybe, I’ll even be 
able to say good-bye 
to most of the stuff 
and move into a monastery with only a bedroll and a select 
stack of Bakelite bangles. I just don’t think I could ever live 
without at least a few. Their clatter is like music to me, and 
if the monks don’t like it, tough. od

ALLSTON/BRIGHTON 
BLUESTONE BISTRO, 1799 Comm Ave, 
Brighton, 254-8309. $5-$12. Pick your 
own pizza ingredients (peppers, mush- 
rooms, prosciutto, wa/nuts?), or split a 
Salad and one of the eclectic pasta dish- 
es. The room is small, buzzing, and pretty 
stylish for Brighton; there's beer on tap, 
but no bar. BR Sat. and Sun., 10 a.m. to 
2 p.m. 

CHEF CHOY'S HOUSE, 354 Chestnut 
Hill Ave. (Cleveland Circle), 566-2275. 
$4-$10. Not a top-notch Mandarin- 
Szechuan restaurant, but a big step up 
for Cleveland Circle. Go for the steamed 
ravioli, spicy dishes, and General Gau's 
chicken. 

COMMON GROUND, 85 Harvard Ave., 
Allston, 783-2071. $5-$11. To go with a 
good pint of Guinness and nightly music, 
the kitchen at this Irish-themed bar tums 
out pub food from burgers to gourmet piz- 
zas — not to mention a mean plate of 
sweet-potato fries. 

DUCKY WOK, 122-126 Harvard Ave., 
Allston, 782-8868. $7-$11. Elegant 
enough for third dates, yet loaded with 
Chinese seafood dishes and Vietnamese 
specialties so good you won't mind finish- 
ing up alone. The only casual thing about 
Ducky Wok is the silly name. Watch for 
nightly specials from the live seafood 
tanks, and don't miss the Vietnamese 
shrimp salad, stir-fried pea stems, crispy 
roast duck, chicken with lemon grass, 
even bowls of pho (beef noodle soup). 
And for dessert, a heavenly avocado 
smoothie. 

GRASSHOPPER, 1 North Beacon St., 
Allston, 254-8883. $7-$12. Vegan dining 
reaches new heights of elegance and ex- 
cellence in this Chinese-Vietnamese 
restaurant entirely without meat stock, 
fish sauce, oyster sauce, or shrimp paste. 
Don't miss vegi-“beef” with Chinese broc- 
Coli, the vegetarian dumplings, spicy curry 
lemongrass anything, or the “house nest” 
of fresh fried taro with five kinds of fake 
meat and just as many real vegetables. 
NORTH EAST BREWING CO., 1314 
Comm Ave, Allston, 566-6699. $11-$17 
At last, a brewpub with both solid ales — 
even the light ones are clean-tasting — 
and delectable food. Especially the 
Nor'Easter Pale Ale and the crabcakes, 
the roast chicken, the greens salad, and 
the tall-foodiest, most postmodern choco- 
late ecstasy that ever was. Dark, so wear 
what you like. BR Sun., 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
with live jazz. 

PHO HOA, 46 Harvard Avenue, Brighton, 
787-4585. $4-$12. A valuable alternative 
to the nearby Pho Pasteur for vast, 
exquisite, cheap bowls of beef-based 
noodle soups, here featuring more than 
21 versions, and an unusually good 
chicken soup as well. Chicken in lemon- 
grass leads the rice and noodle platters. 
RANGOLI, 129 Brighton Ave., Aliston, 
562-0200. $5-$10. Something new to this 
area — South Indian food (generally 
spicier, more fried, and more vegetarian 
than the more familiar North Indian dish- 
es). The dishes are so individualistically 
flavored that it's like Indian cuisine in 
Technicolor. Especially the crunchy- 
sweet samosa-bhel, the satisfying pav 
bhaji, masala dosa, and idli-sambhar. 
You can also fall back on the familiar tan- 
doori dishes, vindaloo, chaat, and such 
ROGGIE'S BREW AND GRILLE, 356 
Chestnut Hill Ave. (Cleveland Circle), 
Brighton, 566-1880. $6-$14. An inexpen- 
sive, superfilling bar and grill with 20 
beers on tap and a crowd that’s hipper 
than you'd expect for Cleveland Circle. 
Fajitas, steak tips, and the like come in 
monstrous portions; diners more discern- 
ing than hungry should look to the raw 
bar and the very nice Greek-style grilled 
seafood. BR Daily, 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
TASCA, 1612 Comm Ave, 730-8002. 
$10-$16. Our advice is to stick to tapas 
(bar snacks) in what looks more like a sit- 
down dining room than the kind of loud 
tapas bar Spaniards call a tasca. Good 
Spanish wine list, so have a fino and 
some fried calamares, and enjoy. 

UVA, 1418 Comm Ave, 566-5670. $9.50- 
$20. A happening trattoria with a way- 
cool wine list. Superb antipasti and 
desserts. Try the grilled entrees, or cus- 
tom-build your own pizza or dish of home- 
made pasta 

WONDER BAR, 186 Harvard Avenue, 
Allston (617) 351-2665. $4-$9. The echt- 
Allston crowd may never love this outpost 
of Newbury Street polish, but it's their 
loss — the former Bunratty's is now a civ- 
lized (and cheap) place for a drink and a 
bite. The food's good (mostly sandwiches 
and small dinners baked in terra-cotta 
pots), there's plenty of beer on tap (even 


though everyone around you is drinking 
martinis), and there's jazz at night. Warn- 
ing: you won't get past the doorman in 
sneakers. 


BACK BAY 

ANAGO, 65 Exeter St. (Lenox Hotel), 
Boston, 266-6222. $18-$32. A vastly ex- 
panded version of Cambridge's old Ana- 
go Bistro, serving Italian-inspired food 
that makes up for in intensity what it lacks 
in restraint. The space is high-toned (and 
high-ceilinged) without being snooty, and 
the crowd is posh and very Financial Dis- 
trict. 

ANGELO’S RISTORANTE, 575 Boyiston 
St. (Copley Square), Boston, 536-4045. 
$12-$25. Vaulting right to the top of the 
Italian pile in the Back Bay, the smallish 
and very dressy Angelo’s skips the old 
clichés of red-sauce pasta and light 
Northem Italian cooking for a clean, mus- 
cular style that embraces both grilled 
meats and rich sauces. Try roasted porto- 
bello mushrooms over arugula, lobster 
bisque, and any of the grilled meats. 


ARMANI CAFE, 214 Newbury St., 
Boston, 437-0909. $10-$29 (lunch, $7- 
$15). Elegant room, if you ignore the 
Standing joke of waiters in black pants, 
black shoes, and black T-shirts. Pretty 
good northern Italian food — especially 
the authentic risottos and the long list of 
desserts. You will, of course, want to 
dress up. 

AUJOURD'HUI, 200 Boylston St. (Four 
Seasons Hotel), Boston, 451-1392. $32- 
$44. Prix fixe tasting menus $52 (vegetar- 
ian) and $70. Elegant food in an elegant 
setting with impeccable service — and a 
view rivaled only by that of the Ritz. Many 
consider this to be Boston's most roman- 
tic dining room, although the food may 
strike some as a little staid. BR Sun., 
11:30 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

BACK BAY BREWING COMPANY, 755 
Boylston St., Boston, 424-8300. $7-$20. 
Quick off the blocks with its beer, this 
brewery-restaurant has culinary ambition, 
too. The bar menu is a standout, with nice 
sandwiches and a pretty serious cheese- 
burger. The pricier entrées are beautifully 
presented. BR Sat. and Sun., 11 a.m. to 
3 p.m. 

BAJA MEXICAN CANTINA, 111 Dart- 
mouth St., Boston, 262-7575. $6-$12. 
Serves California Mexican food rather 
than “authentic” Mexican, but does so 
with spirit and skill. Most authentic Mexi- 
can restaurants, after all, don't have 
Baja’s wonderful “ultimate chocolate 
cake,” or its grilled salmon quesadilla, or 
a heavenly roasted garlic memela (close 
your eyes — it’s pizza). BR Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

BIBA, 272 Boylston St., Boston, 426- 
7878. $14-$36. The restaurant all Boston 
keeps talking about, with a vivid combina- 
tion of bold décor and bolder food flavors. 
Ultra-trendy — fried food, strange food- 
stuffs, and familiar foods done as never 
before. Tremendous fun. BR Sun., 11:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

BOMBAY CAFE, 175 Mass Ave, Boston, 
247-0555. $7-$16. A storefront with a 
good, standard menu, somewhat richer in 
seafood and fried foods than many, and 
with enough non-spicy dishes to satisfy 
parents from lowa. Anything made with 
chicken tikka will be good, as will shrimp 
samosas, stuffed nan, mint paratha, and 
tandoori shrimp. 

BRISTOL LOUNGE, Four Seasons Ho- 
tel, 200 Boylston Street, Boston, (617) 
338-4400. $12-$26. The ground-floor 
restaurant at the Four Seasons isn't 
cheap, but it's swanky and quiet and a lot 
more affordable than Aujourd’hui upstairs 
— and you get that same gratifyingly 
slavish Four Seasons service. The lush 
$14 hamburger is famous for a very good 
reason, and the fries should be in a text- 
book. 

CACTUS CLUB, 939 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-0200. $9-$12. Southwestem 
cuisine: enchiladas, fajitas, and other tra- 
ditional dishes. Lively bar scene. 

CAFE LOUIS, 234 Berkeley Street, 
Boston, (617) 266-4680. $16-$30. This 
tiny, excellent café at the famously exclu- 
sive clothing store Louis has bounced 
back smartly from the loss of star chef

THE CAPITAL GRILLE, 359 Newbury 
St., Boston, 262-8900. $13-$25. An up- 
scale steakhouse with aged steaks al- 
most as good as Morton's in a tonier at- 
mosphere. Overpriced wines and under- 
priced desserts. Stick to the protein (great 
swordfish, too) and salads, maybe the 
potatoes. 

CHANTERELLE, 226 Newbury St., 
Boston, 262-8988. $14-$19. Ambiance is 
the story at this cuddly Upper Newbury 
date spot. Outstanding service and prop- 
erly executed, if conventional, French fare 
make this more a place for an anniver- 
sary than for a culinary adventure. 

CLIO, 370A Comm Ave (Eliot Hotel), 
Boston, 536-7200. $21-$32. Chef Ken 
Oringer is at the top of his game, with a 
cuisine of focused flavors and sculptural 
precision: foie gras, intense seared hang- 
er steak, scallops on a pedestal of salt. 
Maybe the best meal in the city right now. 
The distinguished, leopard-carpeted din- 
ing room couldn't be more different from 
the Eliot Lounge, which used to occupy 
this space. BR Sun., 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
COTTONWOOD CAFE, 222 Berkeley 
St., Boston, 247-2225. $15-$22 (lunch, 
$6-$10). Likable, stylish, inauthentic, pop- 
ular Santa Fe bar with nouvelle NuMex 
food. Younger, livelier tone than the simi- 
lar Porter Square branch. Good salads 
and desserts, fun fusions like “cowboy pot 
stickers,” Rocky Mountain lamb, Norma's 
Zuni roll. For traditional tastes, the chili 
and the black-bean torta are nice. BR 
Sat. and Sun., 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
DIVISION 16, 955 Boylston St., Boston, 
353-0870. $11-$20. One of Boston's busi- 
est bars, popular for the late kitchen 
hours (1:30 a.m.), loud sounds, and hid- 
den outdoor patio in the warmer months. 
Menu is broad and generally American: 
burgers, margaritas, pasta. 

GRILL 23 AND BAR, 161 Berkeley St., 
Boston, 542-2255. $22-$29. Heaven for 
cigar-lovers and carnivores, but fans of 
general good-food-beyond-steak will find 
happiness here, too. A handsome, im- 
pressive room, with a sense of Old World 
luxury. 

GYUHAMA, 827 Boylston St., Boston, 
437-0188. $5-$18. Vies with Ginza for the 
honor of best sushi in the city. The 
restaurant side, with tables and a sushi 
bar and a few traditional screened-off 
rooms, fills up nightly with earnest sushi 
fans; the bar side, louder and smokier, is 
a pit stop for the the biack-clad interna- 
tional under-25 set. 

HSIN HSIN CHINESE NOODLE 
RESTAURANT, 25 Mass Ave, Boston, 
536-9852. $3-$7. A great little restaurant 
with a short menu full of clean, sharp fla- 
vors. Emphasizing soups and noodles, 
the menu draws from all regions, with a 
slight tendency toward the hot-and-spicy 
seasonings of the Southwest. Try the vast 
and delectable scallion pancake and the 
house-special pan-fried noodles. 

INDIA SAMRAAT, 51a Mass Ave, 
Boston, 247-0718. $7-$11. Small, sparse- 
ly decorated, and running to small en- 
trées, but the chef has a firm hand on the 
standard curries and the condiment tray. 
Homemade cheese sparks the vegetarian 
list; lamb jalfrozie and chicken tikka 
masala for richly flavored sauces. Great 
tea. 

KASHMIR, 279 Newbury St., Boston, 
536-1695. $9-$17 (lunch, $4-$6). At last, 
an Indian restaurant as beautifully deco- 
rated and designed as the fancy Thai 
restaurants. Plenty of wham in the food, 
too, from the samosas and humble vege- 
tarian curries up to the tandoori rack of 
lamb, presented with the chops impaled 
on swords. As the name suggests, the 
strengths are tandoori (don't miss the 
nan) and creamy sauces with real 
cilantro. BR Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 
MIYAKO, 279a Newbury St., Boston, 
236-0222. $11-$23. The strengths are 
service, sushi-by-the-piece, and a long 
list of unusual appetizers and small 
plates.

DON’T KNOW why these folks opened a 

Japanese restaurant with a French name. | 

don’t know why they play Aretha Franklin's 
greatest hits when they open at 5 p.m., followed 
by a tape of swing hits. | don’t know why they 
kept so much of the Victorian decoration from 
the previous restaurant, and then installed even 
morc. Maybe there was a recent Japanese cul- 
tural epoch when soulful and funky French Vic- 
toriana was considered cool. Or maybe the 
owncrs just like all these things and really don’t 
care whether | think they go together or not. 
When it comes to the food — and here | am 
somewhat more certain — they are doing things 
differently than other Japanese restaurants. 
Again, I’m not sure my opinion matters to them 
as much as thcirs docs. But for the record, | 
think they’re pretty much okay on the food part. 

The menu doesn’t look that odd. There are a 
lot of pages, most of them about sushi, and the 
names of the fish and shellfish aren’t any differ- 
ent than at any other sushi bar. But when I or- 
der my usual sushi deluxe ($16.50), it’s not 
what | expect. Whereas most of their competi- 
tion loads up a plate like this, Café Japonaise 
sticks with only nine things. Then again, the 
slices of fish on the finger-shaped nigiri sushi 
hang over the rice on both ends — they're cut- 
ting the fish twice as long. If you like broiled 
eel as much as I do, and you see that double- 
length strip on an assorted platter . . . well, it 
kind of gets you where your appetite really 
lives. 

Another unusual sight is a turret of sea-urchin 
roc, a sushi typically reserved for morc-cxpen- 
sive plates. Another turret is flying-fish roe, usu- 
ally a crunchy garnish on rolled sushi. The other 
sushi arc familiar: a white fish, salmon, two 
grades of raw tuna, tilefish, and something like 
sea trout. But the large size makes sushi foreign 
all over again. Either you can taste a lot morc 
fish and a lot less rice, or you can cut off the 
ends and eat some sashimi and some sushi. 

California roll ($3) is sold with and without 
flying-fish roe, a nicety I’ve not seen else- 
where. Without, it’s still a weird inside-out 
scawecd roll around crab, cucumber, and avo- 
cado, but the flavor of a few sesame seeds is 
prominent. Sesame also surprises in an appe- 
tizer I’ve not scen clsewherc, gomaac ($4). 
This is spinach and broccoli, slightly steamed 
to hold the color and flavor, resting on a sauce 
of ground black scsame sccds. It looks like 
miso, but it isn’t salty. It looks like chocolate, 
but it isn’t sweet. 

With dinners, you get a covered lacqucr bowl 
of white miso soup, and sometimes an iceberg 
salad; the spoiled dressing on ours was the one 
bad note of two visits to Café Japonaisc. What is 
again surprising is how entrées are dressed up 
like American dinner plates. Even, | would say, 
piled on a little bit, as you sce at the trendy 
bistros. For example, teriyaki chicken ($13.50) 
sounds simple enough, but the platter has, be- 
sides a sliced chicken breast and sauce, a salad 
of field greens; a vegetable assortment of 
cooked eggplant, yellow bell pepper, wagon- 
whccl pasta, and sugar-snap pcas; two fricd 
potato wedges; two broccoli florets; and a 
mound of white rice. 

Beef curry ($9.50) brings, first of all, a metal 
soup spoon presented ceremoniously wound 
into a paper napkin. The stew is arranged neatly 
around a double-size mound of white rice 
topped with caramelized onion. There is a lot of 
sauce and three neatly arranged chunks of beef 

among five perfect broccoli florcts and an cqual

number of stewed 
carrots. This isn't 
haute cuisine; in 
fact, the whole gor- 
geous thing is de- 
signed to focus the 
mind correctly on 
the reddish gravy. In 
this case it is quite 
like beef stew, fla- 
vored with a curry 
powder strong on 
the fenugreek (like 
Singapore curry 
powder) but devoid 
of yellow turmeric. 
It’s like the greatest 
bluc-plate special in 
Heaven's gleaming 
diner. 

Onc night when I 
was not entirely well, 
| wanted what some 
Japanese cat when 
they want to feed a 
cold tempura 
udon. | settled for a 
more elaborate ver- 
sion, nabe-yaki udon 
($14.50), which had 
a couple of fried 
shrimp melting into 
a bowl of soup con- 
taining very fat white

itake mushroom, a slowly poaching egg, carrots, 
napa cabbage, two kinds of fish sausage, and 
some white-meat chicken. This wasn’t just feed- 
ing the cold, it was wining and dining the cold, 
then showing ii around Quincy Markct. 

Many dinners bring mild, hot green tea. How- 
ever, Café Japonaise also has several brands of 
Japanese beer and six brands of cold sake. | sus- 
pect those karaoke machines in the upstairs room 
get a workout on the weekend nights. Dessert is 
limited to green-tca and red-bean ice creams. 

Service on our early-evening visits was gener- 
ally good. When there weren't a lot of customers 
or servers, our waiter was a sushi chef, and he 
bowed and repeated orders carefully. The space, 
which used to be a hip bakery-café, is very odd 
and getting oddcr. The front room is a open du- 
plex space, with ceiling fans and elaborate lights. 
Stairs lead up to the second floor, which now 
has a large aquarium as a dividing wall, so onc 
sees fish swimming above the heads of the 
downstairs staff. The downstairs has some wall 
art and some old American oak furniture with 
many curlicues. At the entrance is a poster of 
whole shrimp arranged in careful rows, which 
makes them look like space alicns in suspended 
animation for interstellar flight. 

Well, Japanese restaurants in Boston were 
getting a littke humdrum and familiar. Here's

I got my copy of Dining Out: Secrets from Ameri- 
ca’s Leading Critics, Chefs, and Restaurateurs (John 
Wiley & Sons), by Andrew Dornenburg and Karen 
Page, the way I get the meals for this column: | paid 
rctail. I’m pretty sure the bookstore staff didn’t rec- 
ognize me, or they would have tried to steer me 
away from the book. Regrettably, most of Dining 
Out is about critics (rather than about restaurants 
or dining out). Some of the critics quoted are hon- 
est and talented (e.g., Jonathan Gold), but they 
don’t come off as any wiser than those | would con- 
sider shills or phonies (e.g., Esquire’s John Mari- 
ani). This suggests not only that the authors them- 
sclves lack a critical sensibility, but also that they 
asked the wrong questions. There is a lot of 
noodling around — despite devoting eight pages to 
the question of rating with stars, they never notice 
the crucial fraudulence of such systems, which is 
that every restaurant gets the same two or two and a 
half stars. The book is extensive, expensive 
($29.95), lavishly designed and illustrated, and 
wrong about everything — except, probably, that 
the quotes are what the interviewees actually said.

Time in 
a bottle

HEN | TELL somconc that I’m 

a wine writer, one of three ques- 

tions always follows: “How did 
you get to be a wine critic?” “What's your 
favorite wine?” “What's the greatest bottle 
of wine you've ever had?” 

The answer to the first one is casy: | 
bought my editor a shiny new Volvo. The 
second: riesling from Alsace, specifically 
Trimbach’s Clos Ste-Hunc. But the third 
question always gives me problems. There's 
one thing all the candidates have in com- 
mon, though: they're all well-aged wincs. 

To the novice, aging wine can seem like 
arcane necromancy. And in a small apart- 
ment, with unpredictable temperatures and 
roommates who are likely to start uncorking 
your wine when they run out of MGD, it 
might be impractical (if not impossible). But 
only two things are required to age wine: 
the right storage conditions, and time. 

Why would you want to age winc in the 
first place? You'll know why the first time 
you taste a mature bottle. Young wine is 
usually fruity, casy-to-drink juice that 
makes a simple, easy-to-understand state- 
ment. Tannin (when present) is big and bit- 
ter; so is any oak in the wince. Acidity levels 
can be mouth-puckering. 

As wine ages, it goes through a series of 
chemical changes, most of which science 
hasn't quite figured out yet. Rough edges 
are smoothed, oak blends in, tannin 
becomes silky dryness, wild fruitincss 
fades. Flavors and aromas also change; 
fruit gives way to earthiness, richness, and 
complex tastes that can be impossible to 
pin down. A young wine might scream 
“CHERRIES!” to all within earshot, but 
the same wine 20 ycars later might whis- 
per of baked apples, wild game, nutmeg, 

clove, and soil. 

Not all wines are blessed with the ability 
to age, of course. In fact, most of the 
world’s wines are specifically designed for 
carly drinking. And then there are wincs 
that age but do not improve, wines that lose 
their fruit without gaining the complex sec- 
ondary and tertiary qualitics that make winc 
worth waiting for. Many popular California 
cabernets, merlots, zinfandels, pinot noirs, 
and chardonnays will never be better than 
they are the day they're purchased. It’s im- 
portant to remember that this isn’t a bad 
thing; there’s nothing wrong with cnjoying 
wine for its unabashed fruitiness, and 
there’s nothing wrong with wine that 
doesn’t age. 

With the few wines that do age, there are 
additional hurdles to cross. A wine that’s 
been aged too long will be “dead,” in wine 
parlance, exhibiting a total lack of fruit, the 
taste of oak and nothing else, a vinegar-like 
flavor, or an oxidized, sherry-like quality. 
But wines that are built to age for a long 
time (like red Bordeaux) are fruity and fresh 
when young, then do a vanishing act for a 
period of years (or decades). Oenophiles 
call this sort of wine “closed,” and it’s a 
most distressing phenomenon to the novice, 
for a closed wine quite literally tastes dead. 
Perhaps a faint hint of fruit, a lot of tannin, 
some oak, some acidity, but little clsc. With 
experience, you can differentiate between 
“closed” and “dead,” but an easy way to tell 
the difference is to decant and acrate the 
wine in question. Dead wines will only get 
more dead, but closed wines will open up 
aftcr a few hours (sometimes days) and hint 
at their future potential. 

In two weeks, I'll go into more detail about 
wines that do age, how long to kecp them, 
and the proper conditions under which to do

so. But for now, it’s important to determine 
whether you actually like the taste of mature 
winc, because not everyone docs. Gather a 
few wine-loving friends and split the cost of 
several bottles of old Bordeaux, Hermitage, 
Barolo, or German ricsling. Or try onc of 
these excellent aged wines: 

1983 Dr. H. Thanisch Riesling Wehlen- 
er Sonnenuhr Spatlese ($21.99, Mar- 
tignetti’s). This vivid green-gold wine from 
one of Germany’s best vineyards (Son- 
nenuhr, in Wchicn) is rich and tangy, tast- 
ing of overripe apple, minerals, chalk, lime, 
and grass. Sweet ripeness is counterbal- 
anced by crystalline acidity. Try it with 
mildly spicy chicken and pork dishes. 

1992 Rooiberg Cellars Pinotage 
Robertson ($6.49, Wine Press). South 
African pinotage can be unpleasant, inky 
stuff when young, but age transforms it. 
This onc is like drinking the forest floor, 
with complex cedar, brown-sugar, moss, 
berry, and earth aromas. Bright acidity 
keeps this otherwise scrious wine light on 
its feet. Serve with light red-meat dishes. 

1990 Fritz Haag Brauneberger Juffer- 
Sonnenuhr Riesling Kabinett ($16.95, 
Federal Wine & Spirits). You could be done 
drinking this low-alcohol wine before you're 
donc writing down the name. Intense min- 
eral, steel, and iron qualities reflective of the 
terroir, with mushroom and apples dancing 
around the tingly acidity. A highly defined 
and sharp wine, to be served with mildly 
spiced fish. 

1988 Taurino Rosso del Salento No- 
tarpanaro ($11.25). Widely available, as is 
the equally outstanding 1990. A feast of 
“black” flavors: carth, clove, truffle, licorice, 
black cherry, blueberry, blackberry, spice, 
and roasted cashew, unbelievable structure 
and quality at this price. Litcrally a beautiful 
wine, one that could still age but goes well 
now with aggressive mushroom dishes.

Kudos to the organizers of this year’s 
Wine Expo, by far the best I’ve attended in 
terms of wines, food, and structure. But 
shame on the management at the World 
Trade Center for sloppy organization 
(they've done much better in years past). 
Many tables went without water for hours 
on Saturday morning, and the temperature 
in the building climbed too high for comfort 
both days.

Good house special soup, clams in 
black-bean sauce, king tou spares, and 
chow foon as well. Late hours, full liquor 
license. Dress up a little. 
EMPEROR'S GARDEN, 690 Washington 





St., Boston, 482-8898. $6-$14. Huge, 
somewhat impersonal, but very handy 
dining rooms serving dim sum (teahouse 
snacks and dumplings) every day through 
lunch, and shifting over to fine Cantonese 
dining (with a few Mandarin-Szechuan 
dishes) at night. Soups are great, and so 
are clams with black-bean sauce, vegeta- 
bles with fresh squid or real crab sauce, 
and a comfort-food version of beef with 
broccoli. BR Dim sum daily, 8:30 a.m. to 
3 p.m. 

GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, 
with good versions of every imaginable 
Chinese dish, but concentrating on Can- 
tonese-style seafood and specialties of 
the Chau Chow people from Swatow and 
Southeast Asia. Notice the Swatowese 
dumpling soup, vinegar dips, grey sole 
with fried fins and bones, sautéed pea 
tendrils, and a surprising General Gau's 
chicken. 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 
70 Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27. 
The downstairs of the famous dim sum 
restaurant, full of big round tables_for 
large groups on medium-celebratory oc- 
casions. The best of an overly inclusive 
menu are the ambitious Cantonese clas- 
sics: steamed fish; lobster Chinese style; 
Imperial egg roll; roast duck; clams in 
black-bean sauce. Lavishly redecorated 
with live fish and lobster tanks, without 
losing the rococo, kitschy sense of the 
thing. BR Dim sum daily, 8:30 a.m. to 3 
p.m. 

LEI JING, 20 Hudson St., Boston, 292- 
6238. $8-$35. Everything from won ton 
soup to a three-course Peking duck, but 
the emphasis is on South Chinese ban- 
quet dishes in a more formal and expen- 
sive dining room. Recommended: the 
beef teriyaki, steamed minced shrimp 
balls, clams with black bean sauce, and 
taking a chance on dessert. BR Dim sum 
daily, 11 a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

NEW SHANGHAI RESTAURANT, 21 
Hudson St., Boston, 338-6688. $8-$17. 
Chinatown's venerable Szechuan palace 
refurbished and refocused on Shanghai 
cold appetizers and soy-based stews. 
Five-spice beef and duck, crispy eel (out- 
standing, no joke), crispy scallops with 
black-pepper sauce, steamed prawns 
with garlic, whole fish with braised bean 
curd — a consistently fine meal hand- 
somely served. You could dress up for 
this. BR Dim sum on Sat. and Sun., 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PEARL DYNASTY, 25 Tyler St., Boston, 
422-0664. $3-$16. When this opened in 
1996 as Banana Leaf, it was Boston's 
only full-tilt Malaysian restaurant. Malay 
food is the mother cuisine of Indonesian 
and Thai food, and there are heavy 
Southern Chinese influences from two 
centuries of migrants. It adds up to an 
amazing asam stingray with a vivid curry, 
numerous other seafood novelties, and 
also plenty of accessible soup and noodle 
dishes. 

PEKING CUISINE, 10 Tyler St., Boston, 
542-5857. $3-$9. Formerly known as Chi- 
na Grove, this family-style restaurant con- 
tinues in the Mandarin and Szechuan tra- 
dition of its predecessor. Serves both 
standard Chinese fare as well as more 
adventuresome dishes like scallops with 
black-pepper sauce and sautéed eel with 
yellow leeks. BR Dim sum on Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17. If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the 
old Trader Vic's, and has much more in- 
teresting food. The sharpest flavors are in 
the roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chick- 
en satay. Lively entrées are the yam pots 
(featuring delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang. 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edin- 
boro St., Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a 
real cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower 
prices than most of the current wave in 
Chinatown. You could make this your per- 
sonal chow foon palace, but I'd also feast 
on lobster in ginger and scallion, clams in 
black-bean sauce, and salt-and-pepper 
squid. 

PHO BOLSA RESTAURANT, 1 Stuart 
St., Boston, 695-1843. $4-$6. A good at- 
tempt to market Vietnamese soup with a 
user-friendly menu describing the usual 
18 variations of pho with encouraging En- 
glish prose. The soup is very close to 
what you can get with a little more 
courage elsewhere, once you've had a 
few experiences at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries 
less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in 
noodle soups, beef or chicken based, 
with a variety of mix-ins. Also a line of 
drinks and desserts, and some, like “avo- 
cado juice” (actually a luscious milk- 
shake), that are both. Small, homey, 
Clean. 

SOUTH STREET DINER, 178 Kneeland 
St. (South Station), Boston, 350-0028. 
$3-$5. In the funky little 1920s diner build- 
ing at the comer of South and Kneeland 
Streets, this all-hours diner serves solid, 
handmade versions of what you'd expect: 
burgers, fries, cheese omelets, and plenty 
of coffee. No beer or wine. BR All day 
Sat. and Sun. 


COPLEY/PRUDENTIAL 
AMBROSIA ON HUNTINGTON, 116 
Huntington Ave., Boston, 247-2400. $5- 
$26. In a dramatic and sophisticated set- 
ting, dishes strongiy influenced by provin- 
cial French cuisine are sparked into the 
sublime by Asian seasonings. An empha- 
sis on native New England game and 





seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
tive desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses. 

BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240 
$16-$19. Traditional Parisian bistro fla- 
vors with some hearty Alsatian dishes. A 
clone of a second restaurant by Chica- 
go's Alsatian chef Jean Joho, this is a re- 
markably useful restaurant for the Colon- 
nade Hotel, the Symphony-Prudential 
area, and anyone who happens by for 
breakfast lunch, dinner, drinks, or a late 
graze. Unusually for the '90s, the big fla- 
vors are in the entrees, such as chou- 
croute gami, cog au vin, and duckling a 
orange, with important cabbage and 
potato statements on the side. 

DIXIE KITCHEN, 182 Mass Ave, Boston, 
536-3068. $8-$10. Genuine Cajun flavor 
and tone, even if not every recipe is strict- 
ly authentic, with the good-time languor of 
the Big Easy. Mustn't miss the gumbo ya- 
ya, jambalaya, fried crawfish, and the 
fine, fine list of pies. Some less specifical- 
ly New Orleans items are only average. 
KAYA KOREAN-JAPANESE RESTAU- 
RANT, 581 Boylston St., Boston, 236- 
5858, 437-1882. $9-$20 (lunch, $5-$10) 
Hearty Korean dishes with a Japanese 
sense of variety and refinement; 
Japanese food almost as good. A respite 
from nearby Copley Place. Don't miss the 
popular tempura udon at lunch, superb 
galbi (marinated short ribs), or the fiery 
stir-fried squid. Second location at 1924 
Mass Ave, Cambridge (Porter Sq.), 497- 
5656. 

THE ORIGINAL SPORTS SALOON, 47 
Huntington Ave. (Copley Sq. Hotel), 
Boston, 536-9000. $7-$10. The Memphis 
smoked barbecue is the star of this menu. 
This sports bar also boasts a superior col- 
lection of sports memorabilia. 

TURNER FISHERIES, 10 Huntington 
Ave., Boston, 424-7425. $17-$25. Tradi- 
tional seafood favorites, as well as more 
exotic offerings. Fresh fish prepared to or- 
der; also a raw bar. BR Sun., 10:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. 


DORCHESTER/MATTAPAN 
GALVIN'S HARP AND BARD, 1099 
Dorchester Ave., Dorchester, 265-2893. 
$5-$11. Irish bar with quality meat and 
potatoes, fried fish, homemade soups, 
and fine Grape-Nut custard at prices that 
you can fit in a draft Bass or Harp. Over 
the TV, a ticker prints the odds on sport- 
ing events. BR Irish breakfast on Sun., 
9:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

M&M RIBS, 195 Adams Si., Dorchester, 
825-9667. $7-$9. Maurice and Marion Hill 
bring their popular outdoor stand indoors, 
with take-away prices, in the former base- 
ment jail of the former District 11 police 
Station. Slow-grilled Carolina-style barbe- 
cue produces succulent beef ribs, tangy 
chopped pork, and a variety of side dish- 
es. With gospel tapes in the background, 
these are the coziest jail cells in Boston. 
PIT STOP BARBECUE, 888A Morton St., 
Dorchester, 436-0485. $2-$6. A tiny build- 
ing and two-table restaurant built around 
an exposed brick oven. Basically a take- 
out, and what you want are the exquisite 
pork ribs, slowly defatted and perfectly 
balanced between smoky and spicy. The 
rest is hit or miss. Late hours Thursday 
through Sunday.

AURA, One Seaport Lane (Seaport Ho- 
tel), Boston Waterfront, (617) 385-4300. 
$19-$32. Chef Ed Doyle's food can be 
handsome — check out the roasted bass 
on a cedar plank — but at these prices, 
you have a right to expect a perfection 
that the flavors don't always deliver. And 
Aura’s hotel-lobby setup is clearly more 
oriented toward conventioneers than na- 
tives. Esquire’s reviewer named Aura 
one of the country's top new restaurants 
of 1998. Maybe he was impressed by 
the desserts, which are gorgeous. 
Maybe he just doesn’t get to Boston 
much. 
THE BARKING CRAB, 88 Sleeper St. 
(Northern Ave. Bridge), Boston, 426- 
CRAB. $9-$21. A hearty clam shack — 
actually a lobster tent gone year-round 
with a crab name. Warm informality 
blends simple seafood entrées and the 
odd yuppie treat into things like the “crab 
burger.” The fun is eating like this with a 
full view of the downtown skyscrapers. 
Hearty desserts and local microbrews as 
well. Familiar, yet new. BR Sat. and Sun., 
noon to 3 p.m. 
FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 25 West St., Boston, 
426-1222. $6-$10. Lively, casual Tex- 
Mex restaurant and margarita bar. Décor 
is provided mostly by the customers, who 
cover the wails with crayon graffiti. 
GALLERIA ITALIANA, 177 Tremont St., 
Boston, 423-2092. $12-$18. A trattoria 
you'd be delighted to find in Italy, with 
hearty country food and a welcoming in- 
formal style. Menu changes daily. Foodie 
tip: check out the inexpensive cafeteria- 
style lunch. 
THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$6-$10. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood feel with downtown 
flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buf- 
falo wings, steak — and the bar harks 
back to a day when men were men and 
martinis were all eight ounces. 
HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Down- 
town Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. 
$17-$21. The Irish theme is so subtle you 
could miss it at this hip, narrow 
nightclub/restaurant next to the venerable 
J.J. Foley's. The kitchen, when we visit- 
ed, had a split personality: the attempts at 
fusion felt hamhanded (i.e., “lobster pot- 
stickers” overwhelmed by ginger and 
soy), but modified classics were graceful 
and tasty: beautiful purple-potato salad 
with smoked-trout paté, sweet-crusted 
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Bread & Circus. 


Marton’s Trempherbe black-olive dip is savory 
enough to remind us that even though football 
season is over, there’s no reason we can’t 
have chips and dip all year round. This creamy 
dip, made in Maine, is full of big black-olive chunks

MAX'S DELI CAFE, 151 Milk St., Boston, 
330-9790. $4-$6. A trendy, downtown 
café with a New York deli struggling to 
get out. Kenya AA coffee with surprisingly 
good chicken soup and decent pastrami 
sandwiches, once you turn down the fo- 
caccia, Swiss-cheese, and Dijon-mustard 
options. 

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather Dis- 
trict), Boston, 542-6756. $12-$23. Hov- 
ering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar’s epitomizes the new 
wave of downtown lounge-restaurants. 
Cigars are abundant. The kitchen 
serves lunch, dinner, cocktails, and late 
supper. 

IL PANINO'S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St., 
Boston, 338-1000. $8-$20. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other 
great Italian flavorings. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, 
Boston, 292-9966. $14-$27. With its linen 
tablecloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, 
this wedge-shaped room has all the 
markings of a classic downtown restau- 
rant. But the cooking hums with an ad- 
venturous spirit, and the extensive wine 
list is cleverly chosen. 

WEST STREET GRILL, 15 West St. (off 


THE FENWAY 
BANGKOK CITY RESTAURANT, 167 
Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of veg- 
etarian items including fooled-me spring 
rolls and crunchy mee grob noodles. Ele- 
gant, uncrowded, and the food is beauti- 
fully presented. Omnivores go for shrimp 
mermaid, garlic fish, and beef jungle. 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $11-$15. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and because so 
many of the world-beat flavors work. Call 
it health gourmet, or call it the future, but 
Call it “Kay-nah” as in the Latin, because 
the fun decor is faux ancient Rome. 
MUCHO GUSTO, 1124 Boylston St., 
Boston, 236-1020. $8-$14 (lunch, $5-$9). 
Great old Cuban music, kitschy col- 
lectibles off the sets of / Love Lucy, and 
superb hospitality make this fun. Health- 
ful-ized Cuban food makes for pretty great 
dining, especially on the Cuban sandwich, 
black-bean soup, Cuban coffee, and any- 
thing deep-fried. BR Sun., noon to 4 p.m. 
SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$10. A (somewhat yuppie) neighborhood 
pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northern Italian” cafés. The secret: a 
short list of top ingredients worked into al 
dente pastas, delectable calzones and 
pizzas, and a couple of creamy sauces. 
WOODY'’S GRILL & TAP, 58 Hemen- 
way St., Boston, 375-9663. $5-$14. A 
wood-burning oven turns out pretty tasty 
pizza in the middle of a college neigh- 
borhood. Try combos like clam and ba- 
con, sausage and goat cheese, or 
“Greek” (feta, black olives, and arugula).

Just out of 
sight of the Logan runways, this East 
Boston seafood joint is the best reason 
we know to drive through the Callahan 
Tunnel. The owner spent much of his life 
as a fisherman, and his love of the catch 
shines through everywhere. Order the 
mixed-shellfish plate to start (it's called 
“seafood aioli”), and whatever's on the 
specials board. 
SANTARPIO’S, 111 Chelsea St., Boston, 
567-9871. $3-$8. One of the classic 
Boston pizzas, thin crust toasted to a 
marvelous crisp. And a font of wood-fired, 
East Boston “barbecue” items — skewers 
of lamb or sausage served simply with 
peasant bread and a hot cherry tomato. 
And that’s all there is in a neighborhood 
bar with a core of boxing fans. Don't 
knock Boom-Boom Mancini or Vinnie 
Paz’ in here. 


JAMAICA PLAIN 
BLACK CROW CAFFE, 2 Perkins St. 
(Hyde Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 983-9231. $12- 
$17. A continental café with owners and 
some décor from the West Indies. Great 
soups, salads, cappuccino — and desserts 
to die for. BR Sun., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

EL EMBAJADOR, 3371 Washington St., 
Jamaica Plain, 524-6812. $6-$14. Ask 
the waitress what they actually have in 
stock, or call in advance to arrange 
seafood stews or paellas. Walk in for 
stews, soups, mondongo, fried plantains, 
and creamy desserts with excellent 
espresso. Mostly Latin clientele, with 
some gringo workmen from the area at 
breakfast and lunch. 

INTERNATIONAL RESTAURANT, 3160 
Washington St., Jamaica Plain, 522- 
7410. $5-$12. Fabulous food, huge por- 
tions, and cheap, too — just get used to 
thinking of Dominican cooking as the Ital- 
ian food of the Caribbean. Savory, dis- 
tinctive stews and sauces and soups. 
Matchless rice and beans and fried plan- 
tain “side dishes.” 

JAKE'S BOSS BBQ, 3492 Washington 
St., Jamaica Plain, 983-3701. $6-$15. 
Veteran pitmaster Kenton Jacobs brings 
Texas smoked barbecue back to the in- 
ner city, in a handy location next to 
Doyle's. Beef brisket and chopped (pork) 
barbecue best show off the smoker, and 
don't miss the smoke-enriched collards 
and cowboy beans. 

JAMES'’S GATE, 5-11 McBride St., Ja- 
maica Plain, 983-2000. $8-$15. Joining 
Matt Murphy's on the short list of 
Boston's Irish bars with great food, 
James's Gate treats a mixed-age, infor- 
mail crowd to updated Irish pub classics 
(like shepherd's pie) and truly impressive 
contemporary cuisine with Italian and 
Mexican flavors. Don't miss the steamed 


mussels, the glazed pork chop and 
salmon platters, or the “veggie quesadil- 
la,” which involves caramelized shallots, 
spinach, and goat cheese. BR Sun., 11 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

JP SEAFOOD CAFE, 730 Centre St., Ja- 
maica Plain, 983-5177. $8-$23. A neigh- 
borhood sushi bar and Korean-Japanese 
restaurant that’s part of an established 
fish store, so you know everything will be 
terrific. And it is, especially dumplings, 
scallion pancakes, stir-fries loaded with 
vegetables, teriyaki and tempura, and an 
excellent bibimbop. And did | mention 
top-quality sushi? 

EL ORIENTAL, 416 Centre St. (Hyde 
Sq.), Jamaica Plain, 524-6464. $5-$8 
The orient in question is Eastern Cuba, in- 
spiring amazing soups, Cubano sand- 
wiches, and red-beans-and-rice to rank 
with any. Fierce chocolate batido, too. A 
neat little luncheonette to help us forget 
the loss of the Espafiola across the street. 
TACOS EL CHARRO, 349 Centre St., 
Jamaica Plain, 522-2578. $2-$12. Au- 
thentic Mexican food. Spicy shrimp, tripe 
soup, and soulful burritos and tacos. 


KENMORE/BU 
ATLAS GRILL, 3 Lansdowne St., 
Boston, 437-0300. $6-$15. A dark, 
chromed, high-tech sports bar on the first 
floor of Jillian's pool hall. The kitchen 
turns out nice pizzas, salads, and a terrif- 
ic hummus plate; there's also a wall-size 
bank of televisions and a series of partici- 
patory computer games that send patrons 
on quests around the restaurant. 
AUDUBON CIRCLE, 838 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $4- 
$12. The second baby from the team be- 
hind Cambridge's Miracle of Science is a 
sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled room 
that produces some of the best grilled 
food you can get in a bar: moist chicken 
slices tossed over a salad, an amusing 
box of Chinese potstickers, seared rare 
tuna steak, a generous cheeseburger 
with the most flavorful home fries for 
miles. 
BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $5-$16. One of 
the city’s first brewpubs, this lofty, neo-in- 
dustrial space across from Fenway Park 
offers a large and changing selection of 
beers, from cask-conditioned ales to fruit 
novelties. Since our review, the menu has 
been spruced up to include eclectic 
Americana like mako shark skewers. 
CAFE SHIRAZ, 1030 Comm Ave, 
Boston, 566-8888. $10-$17. A large 
and pretty place, with a rotation of exot- 
ic Persian dishes in a generic Middle 
East and American kosher (meat) 
menu. Don't miss the soups, pilafs, ke- 
babs, shishlik, and baklava. Open Sat- 
urday nights, but closed Friday nights 
and Saturday lunches. 
CHOE’S CAFE, 957 Comm Ave, Boston, 
783-8702. $6-$23 (lunch, $5-$8). Down 
the block from the Paradise nightclub, a 
little paradise of sushi and savory Korean 
dishes. Don't miss the seafood scallion 
pancake, udong, bulgoki, Korean-style 
spicy squid, and “salmon-skin fried rice.” 
Sushi aside, the Japanese food is less 
great than the Korean food. 
CORNWALL'S RESTAURANT AND 
OYSTER BAR, 510 Comm Ave, Boston, 
262-3749. $4-$7. English-theme pub with 
excellent beers and ales (draft stouts!) 
and quietly homemade food. First-class 
raw bar. A proper grilled Reuben sand- 
wich. Lean pastrami. Real fried potatoes. 
Small, personal-type space, so beware of 
Red Sox fans. BR Only on Sundays of 
Red Sox home games, noon to 3 p.m. 
ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 247-1500. $10- 
$19. Just a great restaurant, doing every- 
thing well. The Cambodian food, like 
somlah machou, banana-flower salad, 
and amok de fruits de mer, is a whole lev- 
el up from any other Southeast Asian 
restaurant in the area. The French food is 
no longer just for cowards — it’s first- 
class nouvelle cuisine, with gloriously 
beautiful and delicious desserts.

9268. $12-$25. Simple, inspired dishes, 
in a tiny storefront restaurant.

It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 
fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effec- 
tive as transparent beer, some are just di- 
rectly tasty.

A few-frills storefront offering savory, al- 
most overwhelming platters. The action is 
in the daily specials, but watch for the red 
meat, risotto with lamb sausage, anything 
with fritters, and the roast-vegetable sal- 
ad. They take reservations but use the 
nearby cafés when tables aren't ready 
No desserts, so it’s back to the cafés. No 
problem.

St., Boston, 266-1122. $7-$15. A lovely, 
Parisian re-take on the former space of 
Hamersley's Bistro, with reliable bistro 
food at most un-Parisian prices. A 
younger South End bohemian crowd has 
noticed, and they can eat remarkably well 
if they stick to the spicy grilled shrimp, 
pastas, Brazilian steak sandwich, beef 
bourguignon, and large desserts. 
GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., Boston, 
357-1620. $11-$20. Not hard to guess 
what you want to order.

ICARUS, 3 Appleton St., Boston, 426- 
1790. $18-$28. A longtime favorite that's 
held its own. American ingredients with 
flair in a romantic, festive environment. 
Try the polenta with wild mushrooms, 
grilled shrimp with mango-jalapeno sor- 
bet, and venison with juniper, black pep- 
per, and cranberries. Great comfort food, 
elegantly prepared. 

LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $21-$35. Opened by 
the team behind the successful Galleria 
Italiana, this bistro has gamered forkfuls 
of attention for its freewheeling continen- 
tal menu with light Asian inflections. It's 
flavorful and fun, but the food sometimes 
loses focus. The prix fixe dinner ($38.50) 
lets you roam the menu freely. BR Sun. 
11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 


LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, (617) 
424-6711. $15-$27. Physically and culi- 
narily, this is halfway between the innova- 
tive South End bistros and luxurious veri- 
ties of the Ritz/Aujourdhui/Biba axis. Lau- 
rel is a handsome room pushing the $20- 
per-entree price line with some fun dishes 
like smoked Chilean sea bass and a 
fresh-fruit martini glass dessert, and 
some solid classics like grilled duck 
breast, Argentine sirloin steak, and cook- 
ies (with milk!) for dessert 

LE GAMIN, 550 Tremont St., Boston, 
654-8969. $6-$9. A cute little créperie 
decorated with French roadsigns and 
photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 
and crépes are cheap, consistent, and all 
accompanied by a pile of mesclun with a 
fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and-goat- 
cheese crépe, smoked-salmon salad, and 
plain lemon-sugar crépe for dessert. Top

MASS CAFE, 605 Mass Ave, Boston, 
262-7704. $6-$8. Eritrean and American 
food, but clearly run by immigrants on 
their own terms, thus lacking the touristy 
feeling, along with some of the amenities.

Bogart and Bergman 
wanna-bes can find the smoking section 
and practice their accents while grazing 
on excellent North African breads and 
spreads, fine entrées of roasted cod and 
grilled lamb, and serious desserts. Great 
murals of the film. BR Sat. and Sun., 
11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m 

CHEZ HENRI, One Shepard St., Cam- 
bridge, 354-8980. $16-$20. A classic 
French bistro with a Cuban flair: loud, ca- 
sual, warm, and nourishing. Try the 
steamed mussels in creamy saffron 
broth, blanquette de veau on egg noo- 
dies, steak frite with sofrito and fries, 
trout a la meuniére, lemon hazelnut 
tartlette. Cuban bar food is available until 
midnight, Fridays through Saturdays. BR 
Sun., 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. 

DELHI DARBAR, 24 Holyoke St., Cam- 
bridge, 492-8993. $8-$14 (lunch, $6). 
Well-rounded Indian restaurant with a 
touch of luxury, solid tandoori items, and 
some novelties, like the cold appetizers, 
methi chicken (with fenugreek leaves), 
and gingery okra. Above-average Indian 
desserts and masala tea. 

GRAFTON STREET, 1280 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, 497-0400. $9-$18. This 
place is pure New Harvard Square: pret- 
ty, woody, slightly tony, slightly Irish. 
The dishes sound Irish but are mostly 
profuse takes on New American ideas. 
Your best bet is to enjoy the simpler 
stuff (salads, fish and chips), the excel- 
lent beer selection, and the warm buzz 
around the bar.

$25. Meet the new Harvest, quite different 
than the old. The new one still focuses on 
New England foodstuffs, but the cheffery 
is professional and poised, the flavors in- 
triguingly sour, and the desserts make 
memories. Menu changes weekly, but 
see if they still have monkfish marsala 
and bread pudding. 

HENRIETTA’S TABLE, 1 Bennett St., 
Charles Hotel, Cambridge, 661-5005. 
$10-$16. Freshness is the theme here, 
with a farmstand built right into the decor. 
Chefs visible in an open kitchen prepare 
down-home, cozy country fare, as well as 
simple but inspired continental cuisine 
and fresh-baked desserts. Stop by for the 
generous Sunday brunch. BR Sun., noon 
to 3 p.m. 

HOUSE OF BLUES, 96 Winthrop St., 
Cambridge, 491-2583. $7-$20. Excellent 
service and great menu mainstays in an 
environment filled with great music and a 
remarkable collection of folk art. Live mu- 
sic every night at 10 p.m. BR 
Brunch/gospel shows on Sun. at 10 a.m., 
noon, and 2 p.m. 

JOHN HARVARD'S BREW HOUSE, 33 
Dunster St., Cambridge, 868-3585. $8- 
$16. Try all the ales (brewed right here) 
on the Bard's Sampler, then split a ro- 
mantic pint of the winner, likely the toasty 
Irish Export Stout. Food is actually very 
good, from the homemade chowders to 
the apple-smoked chicken, smoked scal- 
lops on pasta, side dishes of com pud- 
ding and potato pie, and an outstanding 
maple pecan pie. BR Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. 

NARITA, 18 Eliot St., Cambridge, 868- 
2226. $5-$23. Sushi, noodles, tempura, 
RIALTO, 1 Bennett St. (Charles Hotel), 
Cambridge, 661-5050. $19-$31. Despite 
the Mediterranean name and format, it is 
the traditional French food that impress- 
es, especially the manchego flan, roasted 
pork loin, and desserts like fresh figs on 
puff pastry with Champagne sabayon. 
Hotel guests give the room an upscale 
and older crowd, but a less formal tone 
than you might expect lets everyone en- 


joy. 
RISING MOON, 24 Holyoke St., Cam- 
bridge, (617) 868-9560. $7-$10. The sec- 
ond Tibetan restaurant in New England, 
with a variety of dishes that seem like 
milder versions of Indian or Chinese dish- 
es. We recommend Tibetan tea and ev- 
ery form of “momo” (dumplings) — includ- 
ing dessert chura momo with sweetened 
SANDRINE’S BISTRO, 8 Holyoke St., 
Cambridge, 497-5300. $15-$27. Pretty 
serious and beautifully composed food, 
especially for something called a bistro, 
but the dedication to the food of Alsace 
ensures that soups and entrées will have 
hearty, bistro-like flavors. And then 
there’s the signature pizza-like flam- 
mekueche, loaded with onions and 
smoked bacon. Fabulously composed 
desserts. 

TA SHENG RESTAURANT, 16-18 Eliot 
St. (2nd floor), Cambridge, 497-8288, 
497-4488. $5-$13. Generally good ver- 
sions of Mandarin-Szechuan dishes, in 
Taiwan-style readings, but with less 
grease and crispier frying than that has 
often implied. Notable Peking duck, 
Peking ravioli, diet sliced jumbo shrimp 
and vegetables, and crispy sesame beef. 
Also a very pretty place. BR Sat. and 
Sun., 11:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

TANJORE, 18 Eliot St. (Harvard Square), 
Cambridge, 868-1900. $5-$13. At last, an 
Indian restaurant that breaks out of the 
traditional Punjabi menu and promotes 
novel regional dishes, especially the 
sweet-hot cooking of Westem India, such 
as the “dokla & patra” appetizer, bhel, 
and shrimp no paatio. But don't miss the 
Bengali version of cauliflower and pota- 








toes, nor the South Indian dosa dishes. 
Outstanding rice and breads, too. 


INMAN SQUARE

Cambridge St., Cambridge, 497-6548. 
$7-$15 (lunch, $5-$7). The usual Indian 
menu, plus some valuably different South 
Indian smail plates, such as masala do- 
sai. Try the pastry-wrapped samosas, the 
oddly spiced aloo bada and dahi vada, 
the mint-coriander chutney, garlic nan, 
and any of the tandoon dishes 
CAFE CHINA, 1245 Cambridge St., 
Cambridge, 868-4300. $8-$12. A small, 
elegant restaurant characterized by con- 
temporary Chinese cuisine, decor, and 
ambiance. Jazz background music, ex- 
tensive beer and wine list, and home- 
made fortune cookies dipped in dark 
chocolate 
EAST COAST GRILL, 1271 Cambridge 
St., Cambridge, 491-6568. $13-$30. En- 
larged and leaning now toward premium 
fresh seafood, but still the greatest 
place with the least pretense for barbe- 
cue, grilled meat, soulful side dishes, 
and super-spicy hot dishes, clearly la- 
beled. BR Latin brunch on Sun., 11 a.m. 
to 2:30 p.m. 

MAGNOLIAS, 1193 Cambridge St., Cam- 
bridge, 576-1971. $10-$20. The Cajun 
food is still the best. Try outstanding Ca- 
jun popcom shrimp, panéed veal with tas- 
so, and blackened prime rib. Wider 
Southem menu takes in fried green toma- 
toes, super Key lime pie. Bluefish paté 
and informal tone are strictly from Cam- 
bridge. 

MIDWEST GRILL, 1124 Cambridge St., 
Cambridge, 354-7536. $14-$17. The 
Brazilian contribution to barbecue is chur- 
fasco rodizio, which translates to a lot of 
meat for $16.95. Roasting spits are 
brought to your table: pork, beef, chicken, 
lamb, and more, in endless rotation. Oth- 
er Brazilian specials are good, too, and 
the vibe is unfailingly friendly. 

OLE MEXICAN GRILL, 11 Springfield

$15. This is about as good as Mexican 
cooking gets in Boston: the fresh things 
are fresh, the fried things are crunchy, 
and the cooking of Oaxaca and Veracruz 
comes through without a lot of cheesy 
Texas interference.

A loud bar 
full of alternative rock and two-tone mu- 
sic, not too many MIT jokes. But great 
grilled skewers, each with tortillas and its 
own lively, creative condiment on the 
side. Also fabulous burgers with real roast 
potatoes. Young, cool-looking crowd. 
RHYTHM & SPICE, 315 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 497-0977. $9-$14. A lively, hip 
tribute to the English-speaking Caribbean 
with a reggae/soca beat, a beachy tone, 
warm staff, and excellent food. Try the 
gundy, festivals, escovitched fish, the cof- 
fee, and staying late for the dancing.

Order what you see on their tables, such 
as Cantonese-style seasonal vegetables 
and seafood, but don't miss the stuffed 
eggplant appetizer, or anything green on 
the whiteboards.

8444. $15-$22. This tiny space has been 
home to a series of inventive bistros over 
the years, and the current occupant is 
charming and consistent. The food is 
New American with an Eastem European 
influence; when we visited in the fall, that 
meant excellent Ukranian dumplings with 
a lovely roasted lamb loin. 
THAI’S, 1 Kendall Sq. (Building 300), 
Cambridge. 577-8668. $11-$17. Lovely, 
elegant. uncrowded place with tuxedoed 





servers — and you can still get delectable 
Thai (and some Vietnamese) food. Great 
fned appetizers and unusual grilled flavor 
in the Vietnamese shrimp-asparagus roll 
and grilled meats with lemongrass. Also, 
credibly hot jumbo shrimp chee and a 
generous pad Thai. 


NORTH CAMBRIDGE 
FRANK'S STEAK HOUSE, 2310 Mass

oldest steak house in Massachusetts, as 
far as anyone knows, is in the midst of a 
transformation from a blond-wood ‘70s 
eatery back to the dark red-meat empori- 
um it was when Tip O'Neill hung out here 
You can certainly order chicken, but be 
warned: the motto is “Home of the Bone- 
less Sirloin Sizzling Platter.”

A handsome little storefront with excellent 
sushi and teriyaki, also a good hand with 
noodles. The great talent of Japanese 
restaurants for inducing mindfulness of 
essential flavors attracts both neighbor- 
hood couples and Japanese groups from 
the suburbs. 

RISTORANTE MARINO, 2465 Mass 
Ave., Cambridge, 868-5454. $9-$18. At 
its best, a big loud room full of hearty 
peasant flavors, sourdough rolls, grilled 
meats and vegetables, well-handied pas- 
ta. Top-flight desserts. Reservations for 
parties of eight or more. 


PORTER SQUARE 
CHANGSHO, 1712 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, (617) 547-6565. $7-$15. An ele- 
gant survivor from the great days of Cam- 
bridge Szechuan restaurants, especially if 
you stick with Cantonese-style seafood 
and vegetables, such salt-and-pepper 
calamari, steamed Chilean sea bass with 
ginger and scallion, and whatever the 
whiteboard specials indicate. 
CHRISTOPHER'S, 1920 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, 876-9180. $6-$15. Serves 
Southwestern and Tex-Mex food, as well 
as sandwiches, burgers, and salads. A 
popular neighborhood hangout and a 
pleasant place to linger over a beer or 
coffee and dessert. BR Sun., 10:30 a.m. 
to 3 p.m. : 

FOREST CAFE, 1682 Mass Ave, Cam- 
bridge, 661-1634. $10-$14. Mexican-food 
fans tired of jack-cheese enchiladas and 
grilled-chicken nacho plates owe it to 
themselves to check out this dive 
bar—cum-Mexican joint.

Some outstand- 
ing light dishes: cod-and-garlic paté, 
salmon pizza, mushroom risotto. Keep an 
eye out for interesting pasta specials. BR

PORTERHOUSE CAFE, 2046 Mass Ave, 
Cambridge, 354-9793. $7-$13. Texas 
heaven. Food is heavily smoked, Texas 
Style, so start with the pulled chicken and 
various beef components. Hot barbecue 
sauces. Great fries. Meatphobes can eat 
the grilled fish.

(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 739-1236. 
$8-$13. A pleasant Thai restaurant with 
some unusual Indonesian dishes as well, 
catering to immigrants and foreign stu- 
dents, as well as eager Brookline Anglos. 
Don't miss Ayam Goreng and Mahtahba 
for appetizers, chili salmon for a main 
dish, or nasi goreng if you are by yourself 
and want to try a couple of the Indonesian 
treats on one platter. 

BOMBAY BISTRO, 1353 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Comer), Brookline, 734-2879. 
$7-$13. A new, modern look in Indian 
restaurants makes this one suddenly pop- 
ular amid the Szechuan fans of Brookline. 
Well-executed dishes off the familiar Pun- 
jabi menu, with some new ones to this 
market: chicken or seafood xacuti with 
tamarind-coconut curry, a sour herbal 
chicken soup, a Peshawari nan with co- 
conut and raisins. You can even dress up 
a little. BR Buffet on Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 
CAFE ST. PETERSBURG, 236 Washing- 
ton St. (Brookline Village), 277-7100. $9- 
$14 (lunch, $4-$8). At last a serious, ele- 
gant Russian restaurant, featuring cool, 
neoclassical renditions of flavorful Rus- 
sian dishes. Nothing sloppy about the 
borscht here, nor the blini, the pozharski 
cutlet, or chicken tabaka. A lot of neat 
vegetarian surprises, like beet pancakes, 








vegetarian stuffed cabbage with raisins, 
and a great venigret beet-potato salad 
Waiters wear tuxedos even at lunch. 
FAJITAS & 'RITAS, 48 Boylston St. (Rie 
9), Brookline, 566-1222. $6-$10. Lively, 
casual Tex-Mex restaurant and margarita 
bar. 

FIVE SEASONS, 1634 Beacon Street 
Brookline, 731-2500. $9-$14 A storefront 
macrobiotic restuarant from Jamaica 
Plain hits the big time in Brookline. Ignore 
the contradictions and enjoy the excellent 
chowders, sea-vegetable salads, basic 
grains, stir-fries, and — if your diet allows 
— superb seafood entrees. Just watch 
out for anything that usually employes 
dairy products, sugar, or eggs, such as 
most of the desserts. 

FUGAKYU, 1280 Beacon Street 
(Coolidge Comer), Brookline, (617) 734- 
1268. $15-$28. Large beautiful restaurant 
serving many kinds of Japanese food at a 
high level, not just sushi, although the 
sushi and sashimi are very good. And the 
sushi bar circled by a ring of moving 
wooden ships is a conversation piece 
Some highlights were the caterpillar maki, 
sashimi, tempura, and the really delicious 
tempura (fried) ice cream 

GINZA, 1002 Beacon St. (Audubon Cir- 
cle), Brookline, 566-9688. $10-$24. Ar- 
guably the best sushi bar in Boston, cer- 
tainly one of the most avant-garde, yet 
well-grounded in tradition, as evidenced 
by the more than 20 brands of sake, the 
wide range of cooked appetizers, and the 
solid tempura and teriyaki. Somewhat 
random service won't bother those who 
come in expecting to share tastes. 

INDIA HOUSE, 239 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 739-9300. 
$6-$12. A handsome room that brings the 
wonderful institution of the Indian buffet 
lunch to Coolidge Corner. The dinner 
menu is rather nondescript so far, consid- 
ering that the same owners have an Indi- 
an grocery across the street stocked with 
exotic edibles. 

INDIAN CAFE, 1665 Beacon St. (Wash- 
ington Sq.), Brookline, 277-1752. $6-$13. 
Lunch and weekend buffet cheaper. Not 
wildly innovative Indian restaurant, but a 
good hand with the spices, both generous 
and varied from dish to dish. Good soups 
and fried appetizers, really tasty vindaloo, 
and channa masala that makes those 
chickpeas sing. Modern and trim little din- 
ing room. 

KIYOSHI SUSHI HOUSE, 398 Harvard 
St. (Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 232- 
5800, 739-8679. $8-$17. Authentic addi- 
tion to the several small sushi palaces 
along Harvard Street and Harvard Av- 
enue. Unusual sushi include marinated 
vegetables, but one should not miss the 
many grilled specials, unusual seafood 
dishes, and noodle soups. Soundtrack of 
KOKOPELLI CHILI CO., 1648 Beacon 
St. (Washington Square), Brookline, 277- 
2800. $7-$13 Ignore the name and the 
seven kinds of chile and go through the 
New Mexico-style dishes with one or 
more of their superb margaritas. Don't 
miss the sopaipillas, grilled vegetables, 
and a side of sweet-potato fries. A fun, 
bar kind of atmosphere that some kids 
will also enjoy, but not hokey. Probably 
should be hokier, in fact. 

MATT MURPHY'’S, 14 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 232-0188. $6-$12. 
Real Irish pub with good food. Actually 
rather Irish good food at that. Very 
bizarre, but everyone else is too busy en- 
joying to make much of the situation. In- 
sanely large portions, too. Don't miss 
anything with the french fries and home- 
made ketchup, the various savory pies, 
soups, salads — really, anything. BR 
Sun., 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

NIKO'S RESTAURANT, 187 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 277-2999. 
$3-$10. A rare find: actual Greek food at 
Greek prices and plenty of it. Dips like ul- 
tra-garlicky skordalia and subtle tara- 
masalata. Cheap, huge spinach pies, 
gyro sandwiches. Full-flavored meatballs, 
stuffed grape leaves, roast lamb, and real 
mashed potatoes. Very decent fried 
chicken for the kids. Small but sincere. 
PANDAN LEAF, 250 Harvard St. 
(Coolidge Corner), Brookline, 566-9393. 
$6-$15 (lunch, $6-8). Boston's third and 
maybe best-yet Malaysian restaurant. 
Certainly the best-looking, with a modern 
bistro style. A few highlights of this novel 
cuisine are the pandan-leaf lobak as an 
appetizer, the gado-gado salad, the 
Malaysian yee sang, fine-flavored barbe- 
cued stingray, spicy Indonesian chicken, 
and a soupy bubur cha cha for dessert. 
Explanatory menu and many “safe” dish- 
es make this an easy place to jump in, or 


bring a group. 

PROVIDENCE, 1223 Beacon St. 
(Coolidge Comer), Brookline, 232-0300. 
$13-$22. An elegant postmodern dining 
room with intellectual substance. Chef 
Paul O'Connell has nouvelle-American 
training and Northern Italian experi- 
ence, but hearty, northern-European 
flavors keep sneaking in. BR Sun., 11 
a.m. to 2 p.m. 

RUBIN’S KOSHER RESTAURANT, 500 
Harvard St. (Coolidge Comer), Brookline, 
566-8761. $4-$8. The only Boston kosher 
restaurant that vies with the better Man- 
hattan delis in the all-important pastrami 
category. Warm, non-exclusionary atmo- 
sphere. The only problem is, 30 days lat- 
er you're hungry again. 

SHALOM HUNAN, 92 Harvard St. 
(Brookline Village), 731-9778. $7-$20. 
Glatt kosher attempts at the classic dish- 
es of pork-loving China, succeeding per- 
fectly with the steamed sea bass, and 
pretty well with pan-fried dumplings, mu 
shu veal, and General Tso’s chicken. 
Nice service and chocolate cake for 
dessert offset a somewhat sweet-and- 
bland palate.

The menu is North Chi- 
nese and Thai, but the keynote is loving 
treatment of basic ingredients in dishes 
like chili eggplant, royal tofu, and spicy 
squid 

EAT, 253 Washington St., Somerville, 
776-2889. $9-$16. More homey than 
haute, this Union Square hole in the wall 
is at its best with modem takes on Ameri- 
can faves like pork chops, catfish, and 
pear crisp. A pleasant, pariorlike room fills 
up with neighbors who like the friendly 
vibe and the owner, Charlie, who circu- 
lates around the tables checking in on ev- 
eryone’s dinner. BR Sun., noon to 3 p.m. 

EVOO, 118 Beacon Street, Somerville, 
(617) 661-3866. $16-$21. Chef Peter Mc- 
Carthy, late of the Bostonian Hotel, boldly 
opens Somerville’s most expensive 
restaurant and the foodie stampede be- 
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gins. When he’s on, he's on: buttermilk- 
fried oysters, sweet marinated quail, and 
wood-grilled bass all show spark and sub- 
stance. But the fast-and-loose approach 
to ethnic idioms means the food isn't al- 
ways as consistent as the sculptural pre- 
sentation would have you believe.

Next door is a Tibetan Buddhist resource 
center and gift shop, but first relax with 
some buttered tea and really excellent 
momo, the Tibetan answer to Peking ravi- 
oli (hiss, boo). 

JOHNNY D'S UPTOWN RESTAURANT, 
17 Holland St. (Davis Square), 
Somerville, 776-2004. $8-$16. Where 
else can you eat inventive, healthy food 
while sipping draft microbrews and listen- 
ing to Luther “Guitar Jr.” Johnson? Try 
the conch fritters with sweet-potato fries, 
maverick grits, vegetarian dishes, any- 
thing Southern. BR Sat. and Sun., 9:30 
a.m. to 2:30 p.m. 

JOSHUA TREE, 256 Elm Street (Davis 
Square), Somerville; 623-9910. $6-$13 
It's in Davis Square, but it’s designed like 
a downtown trendster bar, with industrial 
steel trim and waiters in black T-shirts. 
The menu is mostly by-the-numbers bar 
food and Mexican stuff, but it does have 
its moments: terrific pinto beans; a “mojo 
roast pork loin” that got our mojo going. 
Thirty-two beers on tap. 

PALENQUE, 300 Beacon St., Somerville, 
491-1004. $10-$15. This great little mole- 
in-the-wall proves to New Englanders that 
classic Mexican cooking can be tangy 
and complex instead of just hot. Try the 
carnitas (pork tips in an unsweetened 
chocolate-orange sauce) or anything with 
the cilantro-heavy salsa verde. Bring your 
own beer. 

REDBONES, 55 Chester St., Davis 
Square, Somerville, 628-2200. $6-$13. 
Big food for big guys. Loud and bright and 
legendary for barbecued, grilled, and 
smoked things, hoofed or otherwise. The 
Arkansas ribs are phenomenal; so are the 
Buffalo shrimp. Try the com pudding to 
start. The wait is long but worth it. Cash 
and checks only. 

UNION SQUARE BISTRO, 16 Bow St. 
(Union Square), Somerville, 628-3344. 
$12-$17 (lunch, $6-$10). True bistro spir- 
it, and hearty filling food. Outstanding 
bread platter, fine appetizers, good din- 
ners, weak desserts is the profile, so 
graze away. Don't miss any form of crab 
cakes or portobello mushrooms. BR Sun., 
noon to 3 p.m. 

VINNY’S AT NIGHT, 76 Broadway (Sulli- 
van Square), Somerville, 628-1921. $7- 
$18. Behind a convenience store called 
Vinny's Superette lurks this den of pure 
East Somerville underworld cool. Great 
chops and profuse pasta served on red- 
and-white-check tablecloths, and more 
antipasti than you can shake a stick at.

KAREEM'’S, 600 Mt. Auburn St. (Cam- 
bridge line), Watertown, 926-1867. $5-$7. 
Cheap and delectable. Also authentically 
homemade, with real lemon juice in every 
dish, and plenty of red pepper and garlic. 


No atmosphere, but outstanding platters 
of falafel, kibbeh, hummus, marinated ke- 
babs, and a powerful sautéed chicken 
Several vegetarian dinners. Closed week- 
end nights. 

STELLINA, 47 Main St. (Watertown Sq.), 
Watertown, 924-9475. $13-$15. Trendy 
northern Italian food with counter-trendy 
pleasant service and reservations. Try 
anything grilled, anything stuffed, and your 
favorite pastas.

Remember how 
much fun Italian restaurants used to be, be- 
fore the experts ruined them? Campania, 
named for the province around Naples, is 
all that — with better desserts. It does get 
expensive, but you won't be disapointed by 
the excellent wood-grilled and roasted 
meats, seafood specials and pasta dishes, 
risotto en cartocho, and anything creamy or 
chocolate or both. Old-style jumbled décor 
and hearty volume. 

CARAMBOLA, 663 Main Street, Waltham, 
(781) 899-2244. $7-$20. Rather posh, 
rather refined, completely delicious version 
of Cambodian home-style cooking as it 
might have been in an affluent home. The 
Perry family of Elephant Walk fame have 
focused on this purely Cambodian (except 
well-selected wines and desserts) restau- 
rant worth a trip to Waltham from anywhere 
east of Pnom Penh. Order from each of 
five categories, but don't miss the spring 
rolls and the carambola salad among the 
grilled delights and light curries 

CLEM & URSIE’S, 85 Shank Painter 
Road, Provincetown, (508) 487-2333 or - 
2536. $4-$26. A family place with seafood 
broiled or fried, live lobsters, remarkable 
smoked barbecue (!), some super Por- 
tuguese dishes, gourmet sandwiches — 
something for every conceiveable appetite. 
Don't overlook the fried ocean catfish “vin- 
ho dahlos,” Wellfleet oysters on the half- 
shell, or the divine smoked brisket sand- 
wich. 

EL SARAPE, 5 Commercial St., Braintree 
(Weymouth Landing), 843-8005. $8-$12. A 
modest suburban storefront full of real 
Mexican flavors. The format and many 
dishes imitate Sol Azteca, but often im- 
prove on the model, as with the black-bean 
soup, camitas, and guacamole appetizers, 
and the fabulous churros for dessert. Not 
as pretty as the best Boston Mexican 
restaurants, but often tastier food and 
cheap enough to justify a run from Provi- 
dence. 


FLORA, 190 Mass Ave, Arlington, 641- 
1664. $15-$22. The foodie scene arrives in 
Arlington Center in airy, peach-toned form. 
Located in a renovated bank, the first solo 
project of joumeyman chef Bob Sargent is 
strong on grillwork and full of catchy touch- 
es, like the arugula-fennel-calamani salad, 
or the intensely garlicked escarole under 
the leg of lamb. BR Sun, 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
GALA, 138 Mass Ave, Arlington, (781) 
646-1404. $10-$16. Chef Bob Buoniconti, 
late of the East Somerville hideout Vinny’s, 
gamely sallies around the Mediterranean 
with salt cod from Portugal, tapas from 
Spain, pasta from Italy, and pineapple piz- 
Za from somewhere inside his own head. 
There are a couple standouts on the appe- 
tizer menu (chourigo pate, daily antipasto), 
and otherwise it’s not bad for the ‘burbs, 
and good value for money. 

IPANEMA RESTAURANT AND CHUR- 
RASCARIA, 106 Southville Rd. (comer of 
Rt. 85), Southborough, (508) 460-6144. $8- 
$16. Fifty minutes from Boston, but close 
enough to the Brazilian community of 
Framingham for top-notch mandioca frita, 
pastels, a superb muqueca of shrimp and 
halibut, and an uncrowded churrasco 
(Brazilian barbecue). Big American-style 
roadhouse — comfortable if unexotic. Live 
music and feijoada on weekend nights. 
KATAHDIN, 106 High St., Portland, ME, 
(207) 774-1740. $9-$15. A terrific New 
American bistro in Portland, which is 
emerging as the hippest of the reviving 
New England cities. Don't miss the crab 
and scallop dishes, the comfort food, or 
any of the several chocolate desserts. 
KONG LUH, 9 Medford St. (Arlington Cen- 
ter), Arlington, 643-2456. $5-$13. Kong Luh 
opens up new regions of China, as the chef 
is a Mongol from Manchuria, though also 
influenced by the subtleties of Beijing cui- 
sine. The result is a small restaurant of 
large interest, especially the Mongol rolls, 
parou, “sour and spicy vegetable” (actually 
a pickle), and any of the soups. 
MEDITERRANEO BISTRO, 323 Tumpike 
St, Canton, 821-8881. $15-$22. Finally, a 
source for garlic and cumin south of Route 
128. Excellent regional dishes from Spain, 
Southem France, Italy, Greece, and North- 
ern Africa, many innovatively prepared. 
Don't let the exterior scare you off. 

PROSE, 352a Mass Ave, Arlington, 648- 
2800. $14-$17. Behind the curious name 
lurks a cheery, if bare-bones, corner 
restaurant entirely dedicated to the creative 
flights of its chef and owner, Debbie Shore. 
The menu rarely repeats itself from night to 
night, and regular visitors are treated to a 
series of rewarding experiments with more 
ingredients than we have space to list. 
Search out the soft wiki-mushroom polenta 
and any dish that includes grilled fish. 
TUSCAN GRILL, 361 Moody St., 
Waltham, 891-5486. $12-$16. Actually fo- 
cused on the wonderful food of Tuscany, 
actually featuring outstanding grilled squid, 
shrimp, steak, and duckling, this is the 
North Italian boutique restaurant that deliv- 
ers more than it claims. Food good enough 
for tuxedos in a room informal enough for 
sweaters. Don't miss the gnocchi or the 
cacciucco (fish stew) in your rush for the 
grilled dishes. Terrific wines, too.

‘0 of America’s best actors — Stockard 

Channing and Tommy Lee Jones — are 
returning to Cambridge for a reunion at the scene 
of their earliest triumphs (some of them together), 
to appear in a reading of love letters between 
Anton Chekhov and his future wife, Olga Knipper, 
in a benefit for the Poets’ Theatre at the Loeb 
Drama Center a week from Monday. Channing 
and Jones were undergraduates at Harvard and 
Radcliffe and were brilliant classical actors. They 
were part of a company — or community — of 
performers: John Lithgow, James Woods, and 
Emmy winner Kathryn Walker, not to mention 
alternative-medicine guru Andrew Weil, current 
National Books Critics Circle nominee Amanda 
Vaill, and an astonishing collection of other gifted 
performers and directors. It was, as they say, a 
golden age. 

My most vivid recollection of Jones was as 
Shakespeare's Coriolanus, 30 years ago on the 
Loeb main stage, in a production directed by 
Thomas Babe. The Texas-bom Harvard football 
star (and roommate of Al Gore) was a powerful 
and articulate presence as the military hero and 
would-be Roman senator who chokes on 
speaking of his war wounds and tragically tums 
against his country. In his intensity, intelligence, 
and charm, Jones's Coriolanus was on the level 
of Marion Brando's coruscating Marc Antony in 


the Hollywood Julius Caesar. 

Jones tumed out to be a natural in movies 
(with an Oscar to prove it) and on TV (with an 
Emmy to prove it), especially for his sympathetic 
portrayal of Howard Hughes. He seems not to 
have done any live theater since he appeared 
with Zero Mostel in a 1974 revival of Ulysses in 
Nighttown. 

| was floored by Channing when — still called 
Susan Channing — she played Jenny Diver in 
Timothy Mayer's 1965 production of The 
Threepenny Opera at the Agassiz Theatre. She 
was so chilling, | can still remember her gestures 
in detail (running her tongue around her lips at 
the end of the “Solomon Song”). She was a 
terrific singer (you can hear how good on the 
Grease soundtrack), with a touch of Merman’s 
brassiness and vulnerability. She’s one of the few 
contemporary actors who can be simultaneously 
hilarious and poignant (as she was as the 
schiumpy heiress in her first film, The Fortune — 
playing the target of Warren Beatty and Jack 
Nicholson). 

She also played Shakespeare: an eerie gold- 
painted, top-hatted Puck (Jones was Theseus in 
that production); a subtle, emotionally complex 
Isabella in Measure for Measure, the young 
novice who'd rather let her brother die than be 
blackmailed into sleeping with his judge. | had a

small part in Measure (Froth), and | watched 
Channing, mesmerized, every night. I've seen 
Paul Scofield, James Earl Jones, John Gielgud, 
and Irene Worth, and Channing is in that 
company. It's too bad neither she nor Tommy Lee 
Jones has been offered much opportunity to 
pursue Classic theater. 

Channing has continued to do live theater, 
however, winning a Tony for her brilliant 
performance in Joe Egg and a Tony 
nomination for her profound contribution to Six 
Degrees of Separation (the film of which 
earned her a Best Actress Oscar nomination). 
A rare performer who both understands and 
can deliver verse, she walked away with the 
Poets’ Theatre's T.S. Eliot Centennial evening 
in her scene from Sweeney Agonistes. She's 
about to open in the Roundabout Theater in 


Perkins 


New York to do The Lion in Winter. 

Channing says she comes back to Cambridge 
“to do her bit” because what she did here was 
“the foundation for how | lived the rest of my life. 
It's not the way my liberal-arts education was 
intended. But this is my heritage. | never went to 
acting school.” Her Cambridge heyday came 
after the original Poets’ Theatre, but she wants to 
support the cause. “If we sell tickets, the 
proceeds will go directly to them, without getting 
lost in a bureaucratic welter. And there's no 
overhead.” 

... love, Chekhov was adapted by Poets’ 
Theatre president Dominick Jones, who is the 
son of the noted British playwright Edith Bagnold. 
People in Cambridge, Jones says, are the best 
brains in the world. Yet the only theater 
Cantabrigians can walk to is the ART. With the 
help of this glittering benefit and the cooperation 
the Cambridge Arts Council, Jones is determined 
to keep the Poets’ Theatre within walking 
distance.

Singin’ on the Nile 


Egyptian musicals at the MFA 


BY CHRIS FUJIWARA Egypt has the oldest filmmaking tradition of 
any country in the Arab world, and the musical is one of Egypt’s great 
film genres. “Music on the Nile: Fifty Years of Egyptian Musical Films,” 


a traveling series produced by the 
Amcrican Research Center in 
Egypt and hosted in Boston by 
the Museum of Fine Arts, offers a 
tantalizing introduction to the 
wonders of the Egyptian musical. 
In five films, the MFA can’t do 
more than sample the genre (the 
scrics was shorn at the last minute 
of a sixth film, The Sweeiness of 
Love, which will be replaced by 
the documentary Umm Kulthum: 
A Voice like Egypt on February 27 
at 2:15 p.m.). The pre—World 
War II period is unrepresented. 
Three films represent the peak 
late-’40s-to-’50s period; the onc 
film that stands for the genre’s 
limited ’90s revival does so shaki- 
ly and should have been replaced 
by a movie of older vintage. 

The earliest film in the series, 
Anwar Wagdi’s 1949 The 
Flirtation of Girls (Ghazal al- 
Banat; February 12 at 8 p.m.), 
stars Naguib al-Rihani as an clder- 
ly schoolteacher who falls in love 
with the rich girl (Leila Murad) he 
is hired to tutor. Notable for the 
expressive purity of its visual style 
and for al-Rihani’s intense perfor- 
mance, the film is a pleasing mix-

ture of music, wacky comedy, anx- 
iety, and embarrassment. An unex- 
pectedly bizarre and beautiful 
scene occurs near the end when 
the two principal characters visit a 
rich man. Their host opens a door 
to reveal a large, dark room in 
which singer Muhammad Abd al- 
Wahhab and a full orchestra per- 
form for themsclves. We and the 
characters eavesdrop on them until 
the song ends, and then the door 
shuts; there has been no intcrac- 
tion between the characters and 
the musicians, and no adcquatc 
explanation for this miraculous 
apparition. 

Anwar Wagdi also directed and 





co-starred in Dahab (1953; 
February 13 at 1:30 p.m.), a 
showcase for child star Fayruz. 
Calling Fayruz “the Egyptian 
Shirley Temple” is sclling her 
short: she’s free of Temple's cloy- 
ing respect for her elders, and at 
one point in Dahab she docs a 
belly dance that viciously parodics 
adult sexuality from a_ child’s 
point of view and can be sccn as 
cither disturbingly failed-cute or 
scandalously subversive. 

Ahmad Diya’ al-Din’s Every 
Beat of My Heart (Kull Daqqa fi 
Qalbi, 1959; February 20 at 2:30 
p.m.) trics to wring comedy out of 
the situation of a dance queen (the 
fabulous Samiya Gamal) who 
repeatedly drives while drunk and 
runs over people. Her 13th victim 
is a teacher (Muhammad Fawzi) 
who, while recuperating in her 
house, falls in love with her. The 
film, whose drab visuals some- 
times approximate Jean-Luc 
Godard’s famous vision of a “nco- 
realist musical,” is notable for the 
cut-rate surrealism of its abstract 
production numbers, including a 
scene in which Fawzi watches 
enraptured from his sickbed as a

framed picture of Gamal comes to 
undulating life. 

With the nationalization of the 
Egyptian cincma in the carly '60s, 
the star fetishism, lack of social 
purposc, and Hollywood connota- 
tions of the standard musical fell 
into disfavor. Along came such ide- 
alistic concoctions as Ali Rida’s 
Love in Karak (Gharam fi al- 
Karnak, 1967; February 19 at 6:30 
p.m.), a comedy about the cfforts of 
a folkloric dance troupe to put on a 
show at the Temple of Karnak. 
Agrccably Sovict-style in its mix of 
idcology with an innocuous roman- 
tic plot, Love in Karnak also recalls 
the musicals of Stanley Donen 
(Singin’ in the Rain, Funny Face) in 
its pleasurable tension between the 
artificiality of the show-biz musical 





and the naturalism of its scttings. 
Hard, bold colors evoke a world 
both real and magical; Luxor is 
overrun with Americans and 
Italians; through vast spaccs lined 
with colonnades and _ sphinxes, 
dancers run geometrically amok, 
singing their sublimcly inanc 
refrain: “Follow me, boys — /Toot- 
toot/We're in the temple of 
Hatshepsut!” Rida stages a dance 
with construction lumber in which 
the glamorization of routinc is no 
less exhilarating than Donen’s fac- 
tory scenes in The Pajama Game. 
In Kharyri Bishara’s Ice Cream in 
Gleam (Ays Krim fi Glim, 1992; 
February 26 at 6 p.m.), an aspiring 
singer (Amr Diyab) lacks opportuni- 
tics to pursuc his goals until he 
teams up with a student and an alco- 
holic strect musician to form an out- 
fit that gets gigs by pretending to be 
handicapped. The film is strident, 
diffuse, crappy-looking, and finally 
terrible, but its device of having pco- 
ple burst into short fragments of 
song in naturalistic contexts seems 
appropriate for a contemporary 
musical and could easily be used in a 
Hollywood film (probably with 
fewer scenes of people crying). 
Those seeking to discover the 
great dircctorial stylists of the 
Egyptian musical will find the 
MFA series inconclusive. The 
conditions present during the 
genre’s heyday quite probably 
produced, if not a Donen or a 
Vincente Minnelli, at Icast a 
Charles Walters (Lili) or a George 
Sidney (Pal Joey, Viva Las Vegas). 
But Anwar Wagdi’s two films here 
are primarily works of cmotion, 
not style, and though Love in 
Karnak proves Ali Rida’s exuber- 
ance, one would like more cvi- 
dence of his range (he directed 
many films). The MFA scrics 
reminds us how badly we necd a 
major retrospective of the 
Egyptian cincma. wB

The Rotterdam Film Festival 


The best film festivals can get by decently without an A-list of mighty 
premieres, shuttled-in celebs, or a balls-rubbing-balls bidding war. What 
counts is a mix of non-hype filmmakers and serious-minded critics who 


can hang out over beers, audicnccs 
keen for audacious types of movics, 
and programmers who favor the 
formally experimental and opposi- 
tional cinema. Truc independents. 

Suck-up-and-ski Sundance 
won't do, and ncither will our drab 
non-fest at the Copley Place mall. 

I'm returned from the 1999 
Rotterdam International Film 
Festival, which seems to me, after 
Toronto, the most invigorating in 
the world. What’s not to like? 
Maverick Amcricans like Jon Jost, 
Mark Rappaport, James Benning 
are routincly {Cted at Rotterdam, 
treated as very important film- 
makers. The American pictures 
exhibited are critics’ favorites like 
Buffalo ‘66, Rushmore, and The 
Last Days of Disco. 

Onc morning, 600 young pcople 
turned up for the Russian-language 
Beshkempir from the former Soviet 
Republic of Kyrgyztan. Show time 
was 9:30 a.m. More than a hundred 
crowded into a late-night screening 
of the gay avant-gardist Gregory 
Markopoulis. 

(Are European youth more dar- 
ing in their filmic choices than 
young Amcricans? Docs the griz- 





zly poop in the poplars?) 

I talked with Simon Ficld, the 
gentlemanly Brit who has served 
three ycars as Rottcrdam’s festival 
director. Why so few non-distrib- 
uted fiction features from the 
USA? What about the hundreds 
of Sundance-style indics? 

Field explained, “We look for a 
particular kind of film that is more 
individual, morc original in 
approach. But many American 
independents seem headed toward 
the mainstream as fast as they can. 
On the whole, we saw lots of films 
we were not impressed by.” An 
exception was the New 
York—made The Eden Myth, in its 
wet-from-the-lab world premiere. 
“We chosc it on the strengths of its 
script. It has a distinctive plot that 
is quite strange.” 

Indeed. Mark Edlitz’s truly 
weird, original tale centers on a 
family gathcring of a stern patri- 
arch and his four passive, blood- 
less, adult children. In the most 
matter-of-fact way, — Edlitz 
unfolds a bone-cracking saga of 
inbreeding and genetic engineer- 
ing. The Island of Dr. Moreau on 
Long Island, shot in a mansion 











that was a Fitzgerald sctting for 
The Great Gatsby. 

“Maybe you modeled your film 
on the Kennedys?” a Dutchman 
asked Edlitz at an Eden Myth Q&A. 
“Maybe they were screwing?” 

Edlitz, a movic-freak graduate 
of NYU, loves Paul Schrader, Billy 
Wilder, and David Mamet for their 
“chewy dialoguc”; and he has 
workcd as an assistant for Mamet 
both in theater and in film. “Mr. 
Mamet is a perfect gentleman,

gracious and kind on the sct. ” He 
rewarded Edlitz with a walk-on in 
The Spanish Prisoner. “1 carricd 
Campbell Scott’s luggage. | was 
there! Like mountains!” 

The Rotterdam fest has a close- 
to-home duty to showcase new 
Dutch cinema. Outsiders start 
wary, because Holland has a repu- 
tation for fluffy, middic-class croti- 
ca that doesn’t translate or travel. 
(This ycar a scx comedy was 
explaincd to non-laughing me, 
“You need to know Amsterdam.”) 


On the other hand, the Netherlands - 


has produced two recent Academy 
Award winners, Antonio’s Line and 
Character, and a 1999 Golden 
Globe nominee, The Polish Bride. 
Attention must be paid. 

| saw three Dutch films this 
ycar to write home about. 

Bucks and Goats is a droll, 
entertaining documentary about a

village in Holland, Thorn, where 
since the 19th century the populace 
has been divided into which of two 
choirs you (and your family) back. 
“I'm neutral. | like both,” says the 
politic Thorn burgomastcr. 

Little Tony, made by the well- 
regarded director Alex van 
Warmerdam (The Dress), is a clever 
three-handed absurdist comedy sct 
in rural Netherlands about a much- 
overweight woman who hires a 
bouncy blondc to teach her 40-ycar- 
old husband to read and write, and 
to gct impregnated. Warmerdam 
also stars as Little Tony's not-cxact- 
ly-romantic farmer lead. He tends 
goats. He watches TV. 

My favorite new film = at 
Rotterdam was the Dutch Man 
with a Dog, which unspooled onc 
morning with no buzz at all. (I 
might have been the screening’s 
only forcign attendant.) Anncttc 
Apon’s gentle comedy possesses 
that wonderful anecdotal quality 
we associate with Milos Forman 
and the Czech New Wave. A 
dreamer young boy impresses his 
office mates by showing them pho- 
tos of his girlfriend and his 
Himalayan travels. In fact, the pho- 
tos are collected during nocturnal 
break-ins of pcople’s houses. The 
boy (affecting newcomer Ramsey 
Nasr) is morc than a bit loony, but 
he’s the character who, back in 
America, I'm still thinking about. 

The most discussed film at 
Rotterdam? Easily French film- 
maker Catherine Breillat’s 
Romance, the story of a scxually 
charged young woman who, reject- 
ed by her boyfriend, seeks satisfac- 
tion clsewhere. Breillat includes 
jolting hardcore scenes in her nar- 
rative. When | saw Romance, 
unfortunatcly, | was jct-lagged. 
The heroine administered a blow 
job. I fell asleep. | woke up, and the 
heroine was having a baby. | 
missed something.

Sure, the great Warner “Looney Tunes” and 
“Merrie Melodies” cartoons are the product 
of pen and ink, or actually the whimsical 
brainwork of directors Chuck Jones, Friz 
Freleng, and Robert McKimson, voice mas- 
ter Mel Blanc, and — at 
their very best —- music 
director Carl Stalling. 
But I prefer to think of 
them as another example 
of the ensemble comedies 
that Hollywood made 
during its Golden Age.

So for a couple of hours of uncomplicat- 
ed pleasure, a sweet rush of Saturday- 
morning cartoon nostalgia, it’s hard to beat 
these two compilations of classic Warner's 
ensemble mini-flicks. The first, for diehard 
fans of the Bunny, is the All Bugs Revue, in 
which the carrot eater with the Brooklyn 
brogue takes front-and-center for a dozen 
titles, including a clever parody of The 
Barber of Seville (“Rabbit of Seville”), the 
Middle Eastern hoot “Ali Baba Bunny,” and 
the classic Bugs ‘n’ Daffy romp “Duck 
Rabbit Duck.” 

But to enjoy the wealth of characters 
who came from the Warners’ critter com- 
pound, catch Duck Amuck. On Valentine’s 
Day, the Brattle adds the typical Pepé 
LePew romance “For Scent-imental 
Reasons” as an opener. Otherwise Porky 
Pig’s 1930s black-and-white “Porky in 
Wackyland” kicks off, and it’s the kind of 
mix of music and sprawling Dr. Seuss—like 
fantasy that spellbound audiences in: the 
first decade of the talkies. In particular, 
Stalling’s score is a marvel, rolling through 
jazz, pop, and classicism as Porky tumbles 
frame-to-frame in search of the last of the 
dodo birds. And though TV’s cartoon-rich 
Nickelodeon network may seem like trail- 
blazers, a beastie who’s a dead ringer for 
the Nick’s recent unveiling, Cat-Dog, 
makes its first appearance here. 

Then there’s “Beanstalk Bunny,” with the 
ensemble —— Bugs, Daffy, and Elmer Fudd 
as the Giant — in top form, parodying a 
fairy tale that’s been fodder for every inky 
franchise from Disney to Ren & Stimpy.

There’s 
also Marvin Martian, thwarted in destroying 
Earth by Bugs in “Hareway to the Stars” 
and exchanging ray-gun fire with Daffy in

enclave of Tunisia. Nadia Fares’s Honey and 
Ashes weaves with deceptive skill and fluidi- 
ty the tales of three women of disparate 
social status and their varied responses to an 
oppressive Islamic culture. The teenage 
Leila is seen at the beginning, ducking into 
an alley to remove her modest kerchief and 
overcoat to leap on the back of her lover 
Hassen’s motorbike for a seaside tryst. 
Local yokels intrude, and Leila 
escapes near-rape by flagging 
down a woman doctor’s Mercedes, 
whose fabricated excuse to Leila’s 
father for her lateness doesn’t spare 
the young girl a beating. 

Although relatively autonomous 
and a single mother, the doctor is 
still constrained to bend or ignore 
the truth, as when she investigates 
the death of a young girl her 
daughter’s age and remains silent, 
though she knows it was from 
abuse. She will not remain quiet, 
however, when a university profes- 
sor brings his sensuous wife in to 
have a broken hand treated. “The 
truth will not heal,” she proclaims, 
and this fervor fires Fares’s deftly 
structured, lucidly neo-realistic 
indictment. Despite its somewhat 
hurried, melodramatic dénoue- 
ment, Honey and Ashes is neither 
sweet nor acrid, bromidic nor preachy. In its 
80 minutes it tells more about the plight of 
men and women than a year’s worth of stu- 
dio confections. At the Museum of Fine Arts.

Strident social realist Ken Loach revisits the 
Glasgow ghettos of 1998's Carla’s Way for 
an unvarnished, intimate portrait of prole- 
tariat life on the brink.

MESSAGE IN 
A BOTTLE 


After The Postman, any film involving corre- 
spondence might seem unwise for Kevin 
Costner, but perhaps anticipating the suc- 
cess of You’ve Got Mail, he’s gone postal 
again with Message in a Bottle. In Luis 
Mandoki’s adaptation of Nathaniel Sparks’s 
bestseller The Notebook, the written word 
possesses the power to save not civilization, 
as in Costner’s previous fiasco, but a pair of 
lonely souls: Theresa Osborne (Robin 
Wright Penn), a research assistant at the 
Chicago Tribune adrift since her divorce, 
and Garret Blake (Costner), a boat repair- 
man from the Outer Banks who's been spir- 
itually shipwrecked since the death of his 
wife. 

When Theresa comes across the title mis- 
sive — a letter Blake wrote to his dead wife 
and cast into the deep —- she’s moved by his 
fustian prose, as are Tribune readers when 
her boss (Robbie Coltrane, note-perfect and 
underused) puts it in his column. Theresa 
wins the assignment to track the mystery 
writer down, and their mating dance is 
alternately cute and saccharine. Paul 
Newman adds edge and class as Blake’s lov- 
able curmudgeon dad until the script shoves 
him into overblown histrionics, but the film 
lacks any dramatic momentum other than 
contrived crises. Will the relationship sur- 
vive Blake’s inevitable discovery of how his 
letter was published in the paper? Are we to 
make anything of the film’s turgid intermin- 
gling of love, the sea, and death? With its 
overblown, manipulative climax, this pacan 
to the power of language should have paid 
more attention to its dialogue in the script 
stage.

SIMPLY IRRESISTIBLE

The Sopranos has staying power

episodes, the mobster drama The Sopranos (new 
episodes on Sundays at 9 p.m. on HBO) has 


developed a killer instinct that puts its lead character to shame. The original 
premise — anxiety attacks send a mob boss to a shrink — suggested a cheer- 
ful black comedy along the lines of Prizzi’s Honor. But the scope of the story 
and an ever-more-intriguing performance by star James Gandolfini quickly 
raised the stakes. I found myself actually caring whether Gandolfini’s Tony 
Soprano would get the better of his wiseguy rival, a chillingly bitter old man 
known as “Uncle Junior” (Dominic Chianese, so natural that I expect him to 
notice suddenly that he’s being filmed, and I don’t think he’d react well to the 
discovery). Next, I wondered whether to root for Tony Soprano as a relative- 
ly moral man in a subculture of violence — an Iranian moderate, so to speak 
— whose Prozac-stoked conscience will finally assert itself. But no, The 
Sopranos won't settle for such an easy theme. Tony is learning a lot about 
interpersonal relationships from his 
therapist (Lorraine Bracco), but he’s 
more eager to use her advice as a 
professional tool than as a way of 
mending fences with his abrasive 
mother (Nancy Marchand). 

Like only a handful of great TV 
series, The Sopranos is so true to 
itself that you’re apt to give up ques- 
tioning the scriptwriters’ motives 
and simply enjoy the ride. Executive 
producer David Chase (J’ll Fly 
Away) has created a world of quirky 
juxtapositions that never stray too 
far from real life (as opposed to the 
pointless quirks of, say, Twin Peaks). 
At a captains’ meeting, one mobster 
objects to someone’s calling his kid 
a “cripple,” saying the correct term 
is “physically challenged.” Tony’s 
wiseguy patron lies in a hospital 
dying of cancer, prompting Tony to 
cry, without irony, “What kind of 
God is this?” And when the godfather’s death is announced on TV, one 
dancer in a mob-run strip club mournfully says, “I'll always remember where 
I was on this day.” 

Some of the best scenes come when the criminal world brushes up against 
what we think of as “decent” society. Tony’s teenage son, Anthony Jr., reveals 
that a car was stolen from his science teacher, and later the teacher finds a 
brand new car in his parking spot . . . with fresh blood on the cover of the trunk. 
One lazy weekend afternoon, Tony’s at a gardening store when he runs into 
another parent from Anthony Jr.’s school — who backs away with undisguised 
terror. In the most recent episode, Tony takes his daughter, Meadow (as in 
Meadowlands?), to look at colleges in Maine and meets up with a guy who had 
testified against the mob and fled into the Witness Protection Program. This 
“water rat” turns out to be something less than a reformed citizen, and I was 
greatly relieved that Tony catches the breaks in this confrontation. It further 
clouds the moral tone of this series that the most despicable character to turn 
up so far has been a dirty cop (William Heard) under Tony’s thumb. 

The Sopranos does have its share of unambiguously sympathetic characters, 
most notably Tony’s wife Carmela (Edie Falco), who tries to act like a subur- 
ban mom. (“You kids are going to have to learn the value of a dollar,” she tells 
Anthony Jr., and it’s more of a sad wish than a prediction.) As for Anthony Jr., 
I initially took him for a lazy bully who would make the most of his mob con- 
nections. Then came the episode in which his older sister lets him in on a few 
secrets (“How many guys who work in ‘waste management’ have a house like 
this?”) and directs him to a Web site for Mafia aficionados. The two kids could 
have deadened The Sopranos with pathos, but the low-key performances of 
Jamie Lynn Sigler and Robert Iler give the series another fresh take on Mafia 
mythology. 

The acting on The Sopranos is uniformly good, but Gandolfini holds the 
series together with a powerful and enigmatic performance. Eyes shifting 
uncomfortably when he’s caught in a lie, Tony Soprano reminds me of mild- 
mannered Bob Newhart (maybe it’s the mental-health setting). A few minutes 
later, he may be hammering someone’s head against the sidewalk, his eyes flick- 
ering with raw hate. A college dropout, Tony seems particularly eager to inflict 
violence upon people he suspects of looking down on him (“Hey, Mr. GQ,” he 
snaps before taking a staple gun to a well-dressed henchman), and you won't 
always feel sorry for these victims. 

Confronted by his daughter about his mob life, Tony Soprano admits, 
“Some of my money comes from illegal gambling . . . and whatnot.” He’s 
never totally honest with anyone, not even his therapist (who would be oblig- 
ed to report any incriminating confessions), which makes you all the more 
interested in his every word and facial expression. Maybe he’ll finally crack 
up under the pressure and start an all-out war (“This is Scarface time!” says 
his hyperactive nephew in one of many movie references), or maybe he’ll see 
the light and get his wiseguy crew involved in a new venture: dangerously 
addictive TV series. F]

PBS programming that you 
nod approvingly at before 
turning to, say, The Sopranos? 

But never mind: the show 
itself is ausgezeichnet — truly 
outstanding. And the title is 
accurate enough, it just does- 
n’t convey how much aesthet- 
ic insight, how much techni- 
cal excellence, how much 
sheer life (maybe “The 
Triumph of Life” would have 
been more descriptive) there 
is in these photos that Jacob 
culled painstakingly from 
the pages of the East German 
photo magazine Die Fotografie. 
The accompanying catalogue 
(a stunning production that 
includes almost all but a few 
of the photos and sells for a 
mere $20) offers an overview 
of how, in Jacob’s words, 
“East German photography 
grew from a strain of Soviet 
socialist realism to a distinct 
critical practice”; there’s also 
a disarmingly frank interview 
with Gerhard Ihrke, who was 
editor of Die Fotografie from 
1964 to 1991 (when the GDR 
closed up shop, so did the 
magazine). 

To these eyes, however, the 
key statement is made by 
Professor W.P.  Jefanow, 
Secretary of the Union of 
Soviet Fine Artists, who in 
1953 told Die Fotografie, 
“The main task of the artist is 
to render man and his life in 
all its variety.” Professor 
Jefanow did not, of course, 
mean to promote the human- 
ism of The Family of Man, but 
to the unbiased _ eye, 
“Recollecting a Culture” is 
art, not propaganda. 
Consider Hanna _ Jahnig’s 
“Grasping” History (1980s), 
which shows a youngster with 
her arms around the seated 
father figure of Karl Marx in 
Berlin’s Marx-Engels Forum: 
substitute the seated father 
figure from the Lincoln 
Monument and this becomes 
the portrait of a child who 
“grasps” but doesn’t really 
understand, a visual state- 
ment that transcends ideolo- 
gy. In a similar vein is Sibylle 
Bergemann’s The Creation of 














tury Marienkirche and 
Berlin’s ultramodern TV 
tower. 

Herbert Hensky’s Shipyard 
in Rijeka (1965) is doubtless 
intended to document the 
nobility of honest labor, but 
it’s the ineffable curve of the 
ship’s hull that registers, lead- 
ing the eye up to the top-most, 
back-lit workers.

You will detect change as 
you move through this show 
(whose chronology _ isn’t 
immediately obvious when you 
enter but is easy enough to fol- 
low once you’re oriented). 
Paris’s lady has a bandaged 
right wrist, suggesting that 
accidents happen even to the 
heroes of the Revolution. 
Actually, by the ’80s the work- 
ers no longer seem heroic — 
they’re dwarfed by their task, 
bored. Evelyn Richter’s Leipzig 
(1977) shows two boys carry- 
ing large flags in an empty 
square that recalls the Rainer 
Maria Rilke line “as tidy and 
shut and disappointed as a 
post office on Sunday.” 
Giinter Rossenbach’s West 
German Rocker wears a stud- 
ded leather jacket adorned 
with all sorts of insignia, 
including a ritterkreuz and a 
Nazi eagle: propaganda gives 
way to posing. 

In the end, the innate ambi- 
guity of visual reality wins out 
over most attempts to subvert 
it. One of the earliest photos 
here, Eugen Heilig’s Political 
Agitation of the German

Krielow (1931), shows three

be an American photo (think 
Life magazine cover), in 
which case it would surely be 
described as “affirming the 
dignity of the common man.”

Robert Brustein looks forward to The Master Builder and back on 20 seasons

BY CAROLYN CLAY Like the title character 
of The Master Builder, Robert Brustein has 
been hanging a few celebratory wreaths of late, 
in honor of his American Repertory Theatre’s 
20th season. But he does not intend to fall, like 
Henrik Ibsen’s aging architect, from a tower 


anytime soon. After 33 years as a 
resident-theater impresario — 13 
as head of the Yale Repertory 
Theatre (and dean of the Yale 
Drama School) and 20 spent lead- 
ing the ART at Harvard — the 71 - 
year-old Brustein has no plan to 
step down. Or even to slow down. 
He writes plays. He adapts plays 
his new adaptation of The Master 
Builder opens at the ART this weck. 
Sometimes he directs his adapta- 
tions, most notably in the case of 
ART signature work Six Characters 
in Search of an Author, which he 
reinvented for Pirandello. He writes 
criticism for the New Republic. 
He’s titular head of the ART 
Institute for Advanced Theatre 
Training, which last year formed an 
alliance with that granddaddy of all 
acting schools, the Moscow Art 
Theatre School. He’s newly mar- 
ricd, to erstwhile ART board mem- 
ber Doreen Beinart. He clashes 
swords with playwright August 
Wilson before a sold-out crowd at 
New York’s Town Hall. He wades 
into any and every controversy — 
his latest collection of criticism and 
polemics is entitled Cultural 
Calisthenics: Writings on Race, 
Politics, and Theatre. And always, 
always, he hustles for the ART. 

Why docs he do it? “First of all,” 
enumerates the still prickly and 
passionate Brustein, “I believe fer- 
vently in what I’m doing. Second 
of all, I'm working with a commu- 
nity that is as agreeable and gifted 
as any I’ve ever known. That’s very 
important — that the people you 
see every day are people you love. 
And thirdly, | believe in the perpet- 
uation of the institution. | want it to 
continue to exist.” Yes, he does 
“think of a successor. | think I have 
to have some vital input into who 
succeeds me, and I also think | 
have to have some vital input into 
when I Icave. There are discussions 
going on presently, so we are 
preparing for some eventuality 
down the road. It’s not immediate, 
not in the next year or two. But | 
do think it’s necessary for me to be 
able to present to Harvard a num- 
ber of appropriate people who 
might succeed me.” And no, he 
won't tcll us who they might be. 
Besides, right now, there’s Ibsen to 
be shilled for. And the Norwegian 
dramatist, dead for 93 ycars, 
couldn’t ask for a better posthu- 
mous press agent. 

Brustcin — who has also adapt- 
ed Ghosts, The Wild Duck, and 
When We Dead Awaken (for 
Robert Wilson’s controversial 
1991 production) for the stage — 
has been beating a drum for Ibsen 
at Icast since 1962’s The Theatre of 
Revolt, in which he characterized 
the top-hatted, mutton-chopped 
Scandinavian as a radical. Even 
now he calls him “the primary 
dramatist of the modern period. 
He’s still an cye opencr, still the 
man who changed our entire per- 
ception of what modern drama can 
be.” Indeed, Brustcin finds in 








Ibsen’s late masterpiece The 
Master Builder the secds not just of 
modern but of post-modern 
drama. As for the business of 
adapting him, Brustcin asserts that 
Ibscn “is famously badly translated, 
although | think some of the more 
recent translations, by Michacl 
Meyer and Rolf Fjclde, are good. 
But starting with William Archer, 
they were always translated into 
Victorian English, and it made his 
name anathema to a lot of very lit- 
crate and engaged thcatergocrs 
because they thought that Ibsen 
was a Victorian, whereas Ibsen 
wrote a very supple, limber prose.” 

But how much docs the ART 
honcho identify with what he has 
called the “aging rebel” of Ibsen’s 
play, who is egged by cgo and the 
messianic proddings of a predatory 
young woman to climb perhaps 
highcr than even a mighty man 
may climb? “I think there were 
unconscious and maybe conscious 
reasons why | chosc this play at this 
particular time,” Brustein allows. 
“It was also significant to me that I 
work together with a very young 
woman,” he adds, loosely casting 
himself as Bygmester Solness and 
27-ycar-old Kate Whoriskcy, the 
recent ART Institute grad who is 
directing the work, as Solncss’s 
young musc Hilde Wangcl. “In our 
opening remarks to the cast, | said 
that she was creating ‘castles in the 
air’ and | was trying to provide the 
‘firm foundation.’ So it worked out 
symbolically as well as artistically 
for the two of us. And I have since 
withdrawn as co-director.” 

Says Brustcin of Whoriskey, who 
has snatched an ART mainstage 
directing assignment quicker than 
any student since 1970s Harvard 
wunderkind Peter Sellars: “I think 
she’s a real visionary, and she has 
an cxtraordinary imagination. | 
would have directed the play 
myself, but | thought she would 
bring to it some extraordinary 
images.” Indeed, Whoriskcy, opt- 
ing to underline the play’s symbolic 
aspect, has already nixed Brustcin’s 
carly enthusiasm, inspired by the 
Argentinian acrobatic troupe De La 
Guarda, to stage the play’s climax 
using bungee cords! 

That would require a less than 
septuagenarian Solness, to be sure, 
and the ART has got one in New 
York actor Christopher McCann, 
who heads a cast that also includes 
Sharon Scruggs, Kristin Flandcrs, 
Will LeBow, Jeremy Geidt, 
Benjamin Evectt, and Aysan Cclik. 
McCann, says’ Brustcin, “is 
younger than you would expect” of 
onc of the aging-artist altcr cgos of 
Ibsen’s late period. “But, actually, 
if you look at the text, the man is 
middle-aged. He’s still in his 
prime, although to me there's a 
hidden story in this about an older 
man who strains himself with a 
younger woman, who’s pushed 
beyond his endurance. There’s an 
obvious sexual strain going on here 
as well. You remember, the play

was inspired by Ibsen's epistolary 
romance with young  Emilic 
Bardach, who was 18 ycars old and 
whom he called the May sun of a 
September life.” 

Whether it’s technically 19 or 
20 (the company was launched at 
Harvard in the spring of 1980), 
the ART is older than that and is 
looking back as well as forward 
this “20th scason.” A book is com- 
ing out in May from Brustcin’s 
publisher, Ivan R. Dee, entitled 
The Lively ART. Characterized by 
Brustcin as “a memento of our 20 
years,” it’s to include, in addition 
to a lot of cyc-catching photos, 
articles written for the ART’s 
newsletters and programs by the 
likes of ART authors “Carlos 
Fuentes and Derck Walcott and 
Dario Fo — we've got a lot of 
Nobel Prize winners — not to 
mention really gifted critics like 
Harold Bloom and Dick Gilman.” 

There may even be a few reflec- 
tions on his company by Bob 
Brustein, and some of them will 
surprisc you. Asked to name a high- 
light of the Tony-winning troupe's 
first two decades in Cambridge, he 
replics, “Oh, my mind immediately 
goes to The Juniper Tree [the Philip 
Glass/Robert Moran/Arthur 
Yorinks opera based on a Grimm 
fairy tale that the ART produced 
in 1985]. That was one of the most 
haunting and beautiful cxpericnces 
of my life. The Juniper Tree had an 
effect on people, mostly women, 
that was lasting in a way that I can’t 
compare anything clsc we've donc 
with. It had a real effect on their 
dream life. It was a dream play, and 
if you gave yourself up to it, 
it was an extraordinary sensual 
expcricnce.

and Alcestis, those two [Robert] 
Wilson picces were glorious. Ubu 
Rock — | think Ubu Rock was 
some sort of pinnacle of avant- 
garde madness and charm and 
presumption. All of [Andrci] 
Serban’s productions, almost 
without cxception, touch some- 
thing very deep and subtcrrancan. 
I think his Taming of the Shrew 
was very spccial; Juniper Tree was 
his too. And his Tivelfih Night with 
Cherry Jones and Diane Lane. The 
King Stag and Six Characters, in 
repertory. We've taken those to 
Russia most recently. We've taken 
those to Taiwan, a numbcr of 
places. And they always demon- 
strate, as well as we can demon- 
strate, what our theater is about. 
Thcy’re two productions done by 
the same company of actors. 
Sccondly, we integrate into Six 
Characters the rchcarsal process 
for The King Stag. Thirdly, they're 
both Italian plays from cntircly dif- 
ferent centurics. So they're almost 
like one evening, which appeals to 
me cnormously because it says we 
arc a company rathcr than just a 
theater where you go to see a 
show. We're an organism that the 
audicncc is invited to participate in 
and to become part of. 

“New plays, you know, arc 
among the things we're very proud 
of. We’re proud to have had the 
opportunity to premicre The Day 
Room [the first play by novelist 
Don DeLillo, whose second, 
Valparaiso, just debuted at the ART 
— sce page 12 for our review. All 
of David Mamet's plays. with us 
have made me very proud. | think 
he’s the country’s Icading drama- 
tist. Marsha Norman’s ‘night, 
Mother [a painful work that went 
on from the ART to win the 








Pulitzer Prize] is a piece we're very 
proud of. | am personally very 
proud of Shlemiel the First [the 
klezmer musical based on Sholem 
Alcichem tales for which Brustcin 
wrote the book}. The new plays are 
very important to our work 
because they influence the way we 
approach the classics. The new 
dramatists tell us how to approach 
the old dramatists.” 

Certainly that list makes clear 
that ART is not the land of Arthur 
Miller or Tom Stoppard or Neil 
Simon. Rather, it is often charac- 
terized as the turf of the auteur 
director — a label Brustcin cannot 
rip off with greater vigor. The com- 
pany’s aesthetic, he insists, “is 
something created by a creative 
ensemble, which includes directors 
but which is propelled by play- 
wrights. The play we're doing is 
always the most important clement 
in our work. Approaching that 
play, trying to investigate that play, 
really penctrate the play, is the 
work of the actors, directors, 
designers, and dramaturgs. It is the 
work of interpretation. 

“It’s very crucial to our work that 
it be perccived as cnsemble work. 
We're trying to do what the Boston 
Bruins and the Boston Red Sox and 
the Boston Celtics do: become a 
team that works together and 
knows each other's plays and there- 
fore can produce the most well- 
oiled mechanism as a result. And 
the most imaginative leaps.” *

DeLillo marches into the maw of the media 
BY CAROLYN CLAY Like the man in its middle, who becomes a 


celebrity after traveling to Chile when he meant to go to Indiana, 


Valparaiso goes in quite a different direction from what is expected. 


But anyone who believes that 
Don DeLillo’s new play will turn 
out to be just the surreal send-up 
of tawdry, all-invasive media 
that’s announced on the ticket 
doesn’t know DeLillo. The 
acclaimed author of edgy novels 
rife with the menace of modern 
life, he’s no Chris Durang. And 
Valparaiso, a cumulatively chill- 
ing black comedy, is less a 
reprise of Media Amok than a 
1990s all-TV-all-the-time sibling 
of Tiny Alice. 

DeLillo’s protagonist.is Michacl 
Majeski, an apparently ordinary 
businessman who scts out on a 
routine trip to Valparaiso, Indiana, 
but allows himself to be rerouted 
to Valparaiso, Florida, and then to 
Valparaiso, Chile. These are the 
first of many submissive acts lead- 
ing to what turns out to be a dual 
journcy for Michacl — into the 
ravenous maw of the media and 
into the belly of sclf-discovery. 

As with DeLillo’s first play, 
The Day Room (which pre- 
miered at ART in 1986), 
Valparaiso’s first act serves as a 
set-up for the second. It takes 
the form of a scrics of media 
interviews of the play’s sudden, 
flavor-of-the-week celebrity, in 
which Michacl’s “humorous 
story about a long, wrong jour- 
ney” morphs into an exploration 
of his existential angst. Of 
course, it’s decorated with the 
sort of trivial or salacious detail, 
much of it involving sex or 
underwear, upon which the 
media love to dine. This play’s 
first half is, of necessity, repeti-

tious, the point being that the 
interviews are an endless loop in 
which Majeski’s story is not so 
much extracted as shaped — not 
by the teller but by the media 
interrogators with their endless 
mantra of “We need to know.”

Triumph doesnt 


SpeakEasy serves bad Broadway

I did leave Triumph of Love with a song 


running through my head. Unfortunately, it was from Lerner & Loewe’s 
My Fair Lady. If you make it through this hollow Triumph, you might 


also recall Julie Andrews’s plea to 
a bland suitor: “Sing me no 
song/Read me no rhyme/Don't 
waste my time/Show me.” 

Triumph of Love limped through 
a couple of months on Broadway in 
1997-98, largely on the strength of 
headliner Betty Buckley. Without a 
comparable star, SpcakEasy Stage 
Company is left with an inoffensive 
and uninspiring musical, plus the 
bragging rights associated with the 
Boston premiere of the slightest 
Broadway cffort. Directed by 
Richard }. Carey, this production 
carefully serves up material so 
packaged that it appears to have 
been injected with Twinkic- 
strength preservatives. 

The message of this musical, 


spelled out with painful clarity, is 
that one must follow the heart as 
well as the head. Triumph is based 
on an 18th-century French come- 
dy about young Princess Leonide, 
who disguises herself as a man in 
order to enter a garden for 
philosophers where a_ sexually 
repressed brother and sister arc 
preparing their vacantly good- 
looking nephew, Agis, to kill the 
princess and take over the throne. 
Leonide falls in love with Agis, 
but she pretends to woo the aunt 
and uncle as well, a scheme that 
forces her to assume four differ- 
ent identitics (one man, three 
women) over the course of the 
play. Her accompanying maid 
also juggles her gender in order to 


provide a set of subplots among 
the servant classes. By Triumpli's 
end, even the jilted characters are 


sold on the redemptive powers of 
irrational love. In the words of 


Leonide’s maid, “Get out of your 
head before its too late!” 

Now that you know the plot, for- 
get about any gender-bending fun 
along the lines of Victor/Victoria. 
The male and 
Leonide, played at SpeakEasy with 
gee-whiz enthusiasm by Valerie 
Sullivan, are identically tomboyish. 
It doesn’t help that she has no sub- 
stantial dialogue (or song lyrics) on 
the topic of passing as a man or 
that no character in the play faces 
the dilemma of falling for someone 
who appears to be of the same sex.

But, ultimately, she wills Michacl 
toward the “grucling truth” of his 
unlikely journey — which, as it 
happens, is on video and there- 
fore “verifiable,” as “off-camera 
lives” are not. 

DeLillo’s script is jumpy, poct- 
ic, and surrcal. It’s also surpris- 
ingly funny. And David Wheeler's 
ART production picks up on 
those qualitics, just as Karl 
Eigsti’s set echoes both the phan- 
tom “grids of information” and 
the plasticity of modern décor. 
The play’s first act, which can 
sccm tedious, gets by on the pro- 
duction’s mood, which is, from 
the get-go, unreal. Similarly, Will 
’atton, an Obie winner who has 
appeared in a number of films, 
infuses Michael, from the outset, 
with a mix of bemusement, acqui- 
escence, ache, and oddness that 
tips us Valparaiso is no glib media 
satire. Given to precisc, almost 
insouciant movements, he seems 
to say his lines — some of them 
repeated in interview aftcr inter- 
view — as if knowing he’s an 
actor in his own drama.

brilliant bad boy of American theater. In the 40-some plays he’s writtem 


over the past 35 ycars, 11 of them 
Obic winners, he’s bent the 
American idiom to his often twist- 
ed cnds and messed big-time with 
some of the culturc’s most 
ingrained myths. Sometimes 
insightful, sometimes maddening- 
ly obscure, Shepard has always 
been visceral, mysterious, and off- 
beat. But he’s not particularly 
known for funny love storics. 

It’s more than a little surpris- 
ing, therefore, to read in a pro- 
gram note for the StageDoor 
Theatre Company's production of 
Shepard’s 1985 A Lie of the Mind 
that director Kimberly Faris con- 
siders the play to be “one of the 
(if not the) most intense and 
funny love storics Shepard has 
written to date.” The language is 
sometimes evocative, but for the 
most part A Lie of the Mind secms 
like a High Gothic caricature of 
some of Shcpard’s carlicr works, 
among them Fool for Love and the 
Pulitzer-winning Buried Child. 
(Indeed, Christopher Durang 
wrote a parody of the play called 
A Sty of the Eye.) Neither is 
Faris’s production particularly 
laughable — at Icast not in the

Maria Ircne Fornes, is getting a 
local outing in Mud (presented 
by Industrial Theatre at 
Harvard’s Leverett Old Library 
through February 13). A scldom 
performed 1983 work by Fornes, 
who’s won seven Obics over her 
long carcer, Mud is even more 
raw than A Lie of the Mind, and 
the language is cxccptionally 
straightforward and simple, like 
something written by a mildly 
demented Mr. Rogers. The 
parcd-back plot centers on an 
ignorant woman named Mae 
who is determined to Icarn to 
read and improve hersclf. To that 
end, she kicks her piggish lover 
Lloyd out of her bed, though not 
out of her home, and takes up 
with Henry, who’s relatively 
refined. For a while, Mud scems 
headed for a happy feminist cnd- 





ing, but then it suddenly hurtles 
off into the realm of mindless 
violence. 

Despite — or perhaps because 
of — its extreme simplicity, Mud 
packs an emotional punch, but its 
power is undermined somewhat 


by the awkwardness of the 
Industrial Theatre production. 
Director Heather McNamara 
repeatedly breaks the play’s 


rhythm and mood by holding for 
too long the freeze-frame endings 
Fornes indicates for the scenes. 
And the actors often fail to convey 
the subtext bencath the spare, 
childlike dialogue. Although Dan 
Wilson is sound in the difficult 
role of Henry, the performances 
delivered by Martha Cavanaugh 
as Mae and J.C. Devore as Lloyd 
arc just too, well, muddy to be as

The rise of Hedwig and the Angry Inch

not... Hedwig! 


So opens the already legendary Off Broadway 
rock musical Hedwig and the Angry Inch, which 
has been the toast of New York since it debuted 


a year ago. And so opens the 
show's newly released Original 
Cast Album, which Atlantic 
Records thinks could break 
through to the public at large the 
way no musical in the rock cra ever 
has. Implicit in that line is a chal- 
lenge: is America ready for a rock 
suite sung by and about an East 
German expatriate transsexual 
glam-punk trailer-park diva? 
Hedwig is the creation of John 
Cameron Mitchell, who wrote the 
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too, abandons Hedwig, and during 
the show, his concert at Giants 
Stadium can often be hcard boom- 
ing across the Hudson River. 
Hedwig and her second husband, a 
sullen, Serbian would-be drag per- 
former named Yitzak (Miriam 
Shor), arc Icft to puzzle through the 
mystcrics of identity, gender, love, 
and the healing power of roof-rais- 
ing rock and roll.

Hedwig’s story, as 
recounted in the songs on the 
record as well as in Mitchell's ruc- 
fully hilarious stage monologuc, is 
the bittersweet tale of an East Berlin 
lad who, in order to marry his 
Amcrican GI boyfriend and escape 
to the West, agrees to a sex-change 
operation. The botched results 
Icave Hanscl, now Hedwig, with a 
one-inch lump of flesh and a geni- 
tal-free “Barbic-doll crotch.” Later, 
as an abandoned wile in a trailer 
home near a Midwestern Army 
basc, Hedwig sings at coffce bars 
and babysits a gencral’s family 
whose teenage son, Tommy Speck, 
she falls in love with and transforms 
into rock icon Tommy Gnosis. He, 


club Squeezebox, where Cheater

Mitchell’s inspiration —_for 
Hedwig was a German-born pros- 
titute named Helga who'd worked 
as a babysittcr for his family when 
he was a Tommy Speck-—like 
tecnage Army brat in Junction City, 
Kansas. Hedwig'’s act, having 





director, who was also onc of the 
producers, if he could guarantee 
me we would still be open in three 
wecks because it would be very 
embarrassing to have all my par- 
ents’ friends return their tickets. 
He assurcd me, but | didn’t 
believe him.” 

What's most surprising about 
the musical isn’t its sustained 
popularity or its outlandish hero- 
inc but its identity as a “rock 
opera” whose rock songs gen- 
uinely rock. There really is no 
precedent for this — not Rent, 
with its Stephen Sondhcim—like 
score; not the Andrew Lloyd 
Webber/Tim Rice collaborations 
like Jesus Christ Superstar and 
Evita, which owe more to opera 
than to rock; not The Rocky 
Horror Show or Hair, whose 
scores weren't exactly rock and 
were not performed by a band in 
character on stage; not The Rise 
and Fall of Ziggy Stardust and the 
Spiders from Mars, which, though 
it told a story and was performed 








in character by David Bowie and 
his band, never had a libretto; and 
not even Tommy, which also 
lacked spoken dialogue, and 
which became a Vegasy spectacle 
on Broadway. That no once clsc 
has ever created a book musical 
with a radio-ready rock score “is 
surprising for me,” acknowledges 
Mitchell. “I know people have 
been trying to do that, but it never 
quite came across because onc 
element or another didn’t work. | 
think Stephen being an cxcclicnt 
writer and my expericnce being a 
theater person made a difference. 
But it took a long time and a lot of 
arguments to get that balance.” 

It’s hard to predict whether the 
album will stand on its own for lis- 
tencrs who don’t know the story or 
haven't seen the show, though the 
examples of Tommy and Ziggy 
Stardust bode well. It’s certainly an 
excellent and diverse collection of 
songs, rousing, mclodic, mcmo- 
rable, funny, heartbreaking, and 
grand. They include raging rockers 
(the glammy opening number and 
first single, “Tear Mc Down,” the 
furious “Angry Inch,” the march- 
tempo “Wig in a Box,” the hard- 
core “Exquisite Corpse”), epic bal- 
lads (the Lou Reed-ish “The 
Origin of Love,” whose Plato- 
derived notion of love as a scarch 
for the missing part of us is the idea 
that defines both Hedwig and her 
story; the Beatlesque “Wicked 
Little Town,” sung first by Hedwig 
and later as an apology by Tommy; 
the folky “The Long Grift,” sung 
by Trask; and the anthemic closer, 
inspired by Ziggy’s “Rock and Roll 
Suicide,” called = “Midnight 
Radio”), and even a galloping 
country two-stcp (“Sugar 
Daddy”). 

There’s also a Fugazi-like num- 
ber on the album that’s not in the 
show; called “Random Number 
Generator,” it’s a vehicle for Shor’s 
Yitzak. Explains Trask, “The inspi- 
ration was to have a presence for 
Yitzak on the album that is as sig- 
nificant .as the one she has on 
stage. If Miriam didn’t have a song, 
then she would just be a back-up 
singer who puts on a fake beard for 
the album cover. | wanted to write 
a song that has that same sort of 
edge and growl that the character 
has silently on stage.” 

Do the recordings capture the 


live spark of the show? Trask says © 


the band had more room to 
improvise in the studio than in the 
timed-to-the-second stage per- 
formances. “We definitcly had 
more freedom. Chris and I, after 
we laid down what was cxpected 
of us, we had time to fiddle 
around and do little things on the 
spot.” Says Mitchell, “It was fun 
because | could sing differently 
than | could on stage, quieter, 
more subtly. But for the morc 
cnergctic songs, it was hard to get 
that full-on energy that you get 
aftcr you've done the show for an 
hour. Onc time, [producer] Brad 
Wood suggested I just carry a 
mike around instcad of using onc 
of those standing mikes for ‘Angry 
Inch,’ and that seemed to work. 
But other songs, | listen to and 
say, ‘Ugh, that’s kind of stiff com- 
pared to the way it is on stage.’ 
We might be hitting the notes bet- 
ter, but it’s hard to capture that. 
I'm sure bands have that problem 
all the time.” 

Indecd, not only are the songs 








missing a bit of the audience-feed- 
back energy, but also, the theatri- 
cally traincd Mitchell is not the 
rock-trained singer Cerveris is. 
Notes Trask, “Michael is much less 
feminine than John as Hedwig. But 
he’s also an extraordinary rock per- 
former. He has his own rock band, 
and he toured as a guitar player 
with Bob Mould. So there’s a 
switch in the songs people get into 
the most. John found that ‘Sugar 
Daddy’ and ‘Wig in a Box’ were 
the rcal showstoppers. With 
Michacl, it’s ‘Angry Inch’ and the 
suite at the end because he does 
those like a great rock show.” 

Mitchell, who Icft the show in 
order to write a screen adaptation 
of it for New Line, is relicved to 
have handed over the reins. “It’s 
exciting because | feel like a 
writcr. It’s really fun to be in the 
audience and sec your work intcr- 
preted by someone else. I’m look- 
ing forward to opening nights all 
over the world.” 

With the CD hitting stores this 
weck, and a movie deal and even- 
tual productions in other citics in 
the works, Mitchell finds himself as 
the CEO of an industry, Hedwig 
Inc. “It’s scary. | don’t want my lifc 
to be consumed by it. | could man- 
age for the next 10 ycars to do 
nothing clsc. | want to avoid that. 
There’s no danger of me micro- 
managing it because I’d be really 
bored by that. | try to focus on the 
next interesting thing to me, which 
is writing the film and dirccting it if 
I fecl so inclined.” He'd also star, 
along with Cheater and Shor. 

Oddly, the one stop not on 
Hedwig’s path toward world dom- 
ination is Broadway. Says Mitchell, 
“Broadway was just never onc we 
thought of because of the state of 
Broadway and the ticket prices and 
the tourists. We didn’t think we'd 
have a sympathetic foundation of 
audience. We do have tourists who 
come to the show from Middle 
America, but we also have a core 
audience who get it or who have 
scen the show before and who can 
prime those other people. But I'm 
terrified of the idea of a purely 
uncomprchending audicnce sccing 
the play and not laughing.” 

Says Trask, “If we were actually 
writing for Broadway, there are a 
lot of rules, and you can’t really vary 
from them because there’s so much 
moncy involved. If you follow the 
rules, the likclihood that you're 
going to end up with a collection of 
songs you could scll as a regular 
pop-rock album is about nil. By 
operating in a world that didn’t 
force us to conform to its rules, we 
were able to make something that 
would actually cross over to film 
better than, say, a Broadway show. 
The natural next step is an album 
and a movie because that’s what we 
were writing in our heads.” 

Meanwhile, Hedwig is still draw- 
ing crowds of repeat visitors, new- 
comers, and all manner of celebri- 
tics, from Glenn Close to Bea 
Arthur to David Bowie. Of Bowie, 
Trask says, “I heard he loved it. | 
heard as recently as December, he 
was unaware that we'd become 
successful, and he was still intcrest- 
ed in purchasing it.” 

One can imagine Bowie's kick- 
ing himsclf for missing out on that 
opportunity, or for not having 
written “Midnight Radio” himself.

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Slicing up the Grammys 


There’s a big customized pie-chart diagram — cleverly designed to look 
like a CD — in the latest issue of Rolling Stone that boils the last calen- 
dar year in music down to the sort of impersonal raw data that used to 


make those Ross Perot infomercials 
such a hoot. In general, it tells a 
happy story for the record industry 
in 98, namely that for the first time 
in two years CD sales expericnced a 
marked upswing. But if you're in a 
rock band, particularly one destined 
to be filed under “alternative,” the 
numbers don’t look good at all. 
Unless, of course, like the Goo Goo 
Dolls you’ve got some clout in 
Hollywood. Thanks to blockbuster 
releases like Titanic and the Goo- 
powered City of Angels, soundtrack 
sales were up 36 percent. The six 
percent growth of sales in the 
“alternative” markct did outpace 
country’s measly three percent 
bump, but that was modest indeed 
compared to the 32 percent and 14 
percent contributions of rap and 
R&B respectively to the sales boom. 
And if something called just plain 
“rock” still cxists, it apparently was- 
n't deemed significant enough to 
include in this particular diagram. 
In the same issue of Stone 
actually on the next page you 
can find Everclear frontman Art 
Alexakis, an alterna-rock guy, 
shaking off the bad news using the 
same sort of vague justification

that’s kept the Senate and House 


Republicans going in the face of 


bad numbers: “American people, 
the mainstream person, likes rock 
& roll songs, and that’s not going 
away.” I’m not sure which “main- 
stream” Alexakis is referring to — 
the one that accidentally made 
Celine Dion and Garth Brooks 
two of *99’s top-selling artists, or 
the one that unwittingly helped 
Lauryn Hill post one of the most 
commercially successful debut 
albums by a female artist ever. But 
it’s a group that won't find much 
solace in the way of “rock & roll 
songs” on cither of the two 1999 
Grammy Nominees CDs that 
Elcktra released carlicr this weck 
in anticipation of the February 24 
Grammy Awards. 

This year, hip-hop or rap was 
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so big it warranted its own sepa- 
rate but equal CD, which proba- 
bly makes good markcting sense 
but still begs the question as to 
why this predominantly African- 
Amcrican—associated genre con- 
tinues to be segregated from the 
larger realm of “pop” even as its 
sound becomes more and morc 
embedded in the lexicon of con- 
temporary pop. The rock nomi- 
neces, however, apparently weren't 
worth compiling, though you will 
find the Goo Goo Dolls’ guitar- 
driven “Iris,” Eric Clapton’s “My 
Father’s Eyes,” and new folky 
rocker Shawn Mullins’s “Lullaby” 
mixed in with tracks by Celine, 
Brandy and Monica, Lauryn Hill, 
Madonna, Natalic Imbruglia, and 
Shania Twain on the non-hip-hop 
CD. (Grammy's most prestigious 
category, Record of the Year, sim- 
ilarly reflects of the dominance of 
women artists in 1998: the Goos 
are the lone boys on the list.) 

As for what is known as the 
“rock field” in Grammy parlance, 
boys with guitars have given way 
to middle-aged men with guitars, 
song doctors, and in some cases 
face paint. John Fogerty scored

Last week, when Time magazine crowned Lauryn Hill “First Lady of the 
Hip-Hop Nation,” a cover-photo caption identified her as “Lauryn Hill. . . 
killing us softly with her songs, to the tune of 10 Grammy nominations.” 


No female artist has ever racked up 
that many Grammy nods in a sin- 
gle year, which is an impressive 
achicvement any way you slicc it. 

Actually, given hip-hop’s uncasy 
history with the Grammys, maybe 
it’s more like a triumph. The 
National Academy of Recording 
Arts and Sciences, or NARAS, did- 
n’t issuc a Best Rap Song Grammy 
until 1989. The first award went to 
Dj Jazzy Jeff and his partner, a 
fresh-faced Fresh Prince, who won 
for the pre-SoundScan crossover 
smash “Parents Just Don’t 
Understand,” beating out L.L. 
Cool J, Kool Moc Dec, Salt n’ 
Pepa, and JJ Fad. But when 
NARAS announced that the rap 
award wouldn't be presented dur- 
ing that year’s telecast, ostensibly 
because of time constraints, the 
duo boycotted the show. 

The artist formerly known as the 
Fresh Prince is up for another 
Grammy this year. Along with a 
clutch of platinum-certified rap- 
pers, including Hill, Will Smith 
appears on 1999 Grammy Rap 
Nominees (Elektra/Grammy 


Recordings), a snappily titled col- 
lection of (you guessed it) most of

this year’s rap Grammy 
contenders. A companion 
piece to Elcktra’s more 
mainstream 1999 Grain- 
my Nominees collection 
(featuring the Dixie 
Chicks, Eric Clapton, 
Shania, and Celine), the 
Grammy rap disc is the 
first of its kind, com- 
memorating a ycar when 
rap album sales rose by 
32 percent, knocking 
country out of the box 
and cracking the 80-mil- 
lion-sold mark for the 
first time. 

Since Master P proba- 
bly appeared on 79 mil- 
lion of those 80 million 
records, the fact that he’s 
up for nothing this ycar is 
a little weird. So is the dis- 
tribution of Lauryn Hill's 
nominations. She's up for 
a bunch of pop and R&B awards 
and only one rap prize. That's 
NARAS for you — cven though 
hip-hop’s become a force to be 
reckoned with, both creatively and 
commercially, it’s still subject to 
Grammy Logic, the inexplicable 
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Best Male Rock Vocal 
Performance and Best Rock 
Album nominations on the basis of 
a live CD; John Hiatt’s “Have a 
Little Faith in Me” might not have 
been good enough for a Grammy 
nomination when he first recorded 
it 12 ycars ago, but the new ver- 
sion of it he did for a greatest-hits 
CD last year carned him a Best 
Male Rock Vocal nod this time 
around. And, having been shunned 
by NARAS back in the *70s, Kiss 
and Jimmy Page and Robert Plant 
will both finally have a shot at tak- 
ing home a Grammy in the Best 
Hard Rock Performance category, 
particularly since they won't be up 
against Acrosmith, who have soft- 
ened cnough over the ycars that 
their “Pink” can now join a Bowie 
cover(!) (Wallflowers’ “Herocs”), 
a song the courts have deemed a 
Stones cover (the  Verve's 
“Bitterswect Symphony”), an Elvis 
Costcllo sound-alike (Fastball’s 
“The Way”), and Hole’s “Celebrity 
Skin” in the running for Best Rock 
Performance by a Duo or Group 
with Vocal. (My money's on 


Acrosmith, but my rock-and-roll 
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heart’s with Courtncy.) 

Unlike the American Music 
Awards, which are based largely on 
sales figures and airplay, the 
Grammys are awarded by the 
“music professionals” who make 
up NARAS (National Academy of 
Recording Arts and Sciences), and 
as such they've always been a pop- 
ularity contest ruled by politics. 
Indeed, it takes a definition as 
Clintonian as “For a new artist 
who releases, during the cligibility 
year, the first recording which 
establishes the public identity of 
that artist” to get Lauryn Hill's 
name on the Best New Artist list, 
and never mind that she sold 
cnough albums fronting the 
Fugecs only a couple of ycars ago 
to establish something quite close 
to a “public identity.” And like 
most political partics, Grammy 
tends to be rather conservative. So 
whether or not “rock” carns a 
place on future pic charts, rockers 
like Alexakis will be welcome for 
years to come. This time, by the 
way, his “El Distorto de Mclédica” 
is up for Best Rock Instrumental 
Performance. & 
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SHUNNED IN THE ’70S, Kiss will finally have a shot at a 
taking home a Grammy this year.

(Bad  Boy/Arista), Jermaine 
Dupri’s Life in 1472 (So So Def/ 
Columbia), and A Tribe Called 
Quest’s The Love Movement 
(jive), a farewcll album that 
turned into a long, long, long 
goodbye. I'd like to sce Big 
Punisher’s underrated Capital 
Punishinent (Loud) come from 
behind, but Jay-Z’s In My Lifetime 
Vol. 2 (Roc-A-Fella) will probably 
clean up, on the strength of “Hard 
Knock Life” and the irresistible 
he-said/she-said clectroboogie of 
“Can I GatA...” 

In a category full of weak 
albums, 1999 Grammy Rap 
Nominees picks cuts that put the 
albums in the best possible light 
— Dupri’s “Sweetheart” turns 
Mariah Carey into a_Latin- 
freestyle queen from — the 
Shannon/Expos¢ mold, exhaling 
a sultry, scary love dedication 
over heavy-breathing drum pro- 
grams. And Quest's “Find a Way” 
is an air-conditioned summer 
samba rescucd from Love 
Movement, an album so concep-

"BLACK SABBATH: 
THE HOUSE THAT 
OZZY BUILT 


“We're the kings of modern metal,” 
boasted singer Phil Anselmo during 
Pantera’s opening set for Black 
Sabbath a week ago Wednesday at a 
sold-out FleetCenter. It was 
Anselmo’s way of making sure we all 
knew that 10-year-old Pantera were in 
a different league from the evening’s 
first band, the upstart Deftones, 
who'd been cursed with an unforgiv- 
ingly muddy sound mix, without step- 
ping on the toes of the night’s veteran 
headliners. Because nobody ever 
accused Black Sabbath of being 
“modern.” But no matter how you 
write the story of heavy metal in the 
90s, the final chapter’s all about the 
galvanizing triumph of the Ozzfest 
summer package tours and the return 
of the seminal Sabbath to take their 
place among their minions in the 
lucrative house that Ozzy built. 

Flanked by guitarist Tony Iommi 
and bassist Geezer Butler — the 
band’s two mustachio’d pillars of 
power chords — and backed by the 
behemoth bricklaying drummer Bill 
Ward, the black-clad Osbourne was 
returning to the stage for the first time 
since the discovery of polyps on his 
throat (not exactly a big surprise) 
recently forced a couple of concert 
cancellations. Of course, it’s been 
clear for years now that Ozzy’s partic- 
ular talent has less to do with his 
singing abilities than with his playful 
presence. He’s the troubled class 
clown, the teenage stoner misfit who 
never quite grew up, a cheerleader for 
the cheerless, reveling in an arrested 
stage of development that’s made him 
a mascot for the misbegotten. He is, 
in his own words, “crazy,” and he 
wants you to be “crazy” too (rather 
than merely, say, depressed or malad- 
justed), if only for an hour or two. So 
whether he’s on key really isn’t the 
point. 

Ozzy played his role perfectly, 
introducing each of the set’s 13 clas- 
sics (everything from the opening 
“War Pigs” and the encore “Paranoid” 
to “Iron Man,” “Sweet Leaf,” and, of 
course, “Black Sabbath”) with rote 
solemnity and even coaxing a smile or 
two from the normally taciturn Iommi 
and Butler with his patented loose- 
limbed jumping jacks and another 
goofy move familiar to anyone who 
ever played leapfrog in grade school.

None of which deterred Iommi, 
Butler, and Ward (who missed the 
Sabbath reunion of ’97) from piling 
brick upon brick of titan riff upon riff, 
until it became quite clear how differ- 
ent the warm, organic churn of classic 
metal is from the machine-like preci- 
sion of the “modern” stuff. They may 
be damned, but dammit, Black 
Sabbath have soul.

DAVE DAVIES: 
A BIRTHDAY BASH 


Guitarist Dave Davies invariably gets 
referred to as the George Harrison of 
the Kinks — fair enough because he’s 
the young one, the less prolific song- 
writer, and the one who got religion 
(though instead of following George 
to India, he went straight on to outer 
space). But Dave’s solo-band show at 
the Middle East last week proved 
where he really stands in the Kinks: 
he’s the noisy one, the riff slinger, the 
one who embodies the punkier side of 
the band’s identity. In other words, 
he’s not their George, he’s their Keith. 

With the downstairs room about 
half full, the show was something of a 
Kinks love fest. It was Dave’s 52nd 
birthday, and the set was stopped at 
two different points for cakes — one 
from the band, the other from fans up 
front. You could tell it was a hardcore 
crowd when some of the loudest 
applause went to the opening notes of 
“There’s No Life Without Your Love” 
— an obscure track from an obscure 
album (1973’s The Great Lost Kinks 
Album) that’s been out of print for 
two decades. 

In exchange for Ray Davies’s not 
being there, you got to hear a more 
ideal set list than the Kinks ever 
played. There were two songs from 
their best early album, The Village 
Green Preservation Society (including 
the proto-metal “Wicked Anabella”), 
plus a smart selection of recent stuff 
and the Dave-written songs that the 
band never touch, including 
“Strangers,” an acoustic number that 
can go head-on with Ray’s most 
heartrending ballads. For that matter, 
Ray’s single most heartrending ballad, 
“See My Friends,” was done up earli- 
er in the set. 

Last week’s show featured more 
new material than last spring’s club 
dates — which was a mixed blessing. 
“Fortis Green” was charming and 
ultra-English (think of “Penny Lane” 
crossed with the Kinks’ “Village

Green”); a few fans seemed to think 
Dave was kidding when he announced 
it as an excerpt from a 
spiritual/extraterrestrial rock opera 
he’s writing — until he proceeded to 
play it. Still, most of the set concen- 
trated on the crunchy, melodic rock- 
ers that Dave does best. And his LA 
rhythm section showed a better feel 
for the vintage material than the hired 
hands in the latter-day Kinks. The 
closing “You Really Got Me” didn’t 
sound like a pale echo of past glories. 
It just sounded like “You Really Got 
Me.”

THE CARDIGANS: 
THIS YEAR’S 
MODEL 


The Cardigans’ Nina Persson. She’s 
all out of faith — this is how she feels. 
She’s cold, and she is shamed, lying 
naked on the floor. At least, that’s how 
she comes off on the Cardigans’ 
moody new album, Gran Turismo 
(Mercury), waxing jaded and despon- 
dent amid hazy guitars, techno tex- 
tures, and spooky melodies more 
voodoo than lounge. Last Saturday at 
the Roxy, Persson sported leather 
pants and smudged eyeliner, as if 
she’d taken some “rock chick” 
assertiveness training from Shirley 
Manson — or like a bad-girl pop 
princess too world-weary to trust pop. 

But bad girls never apologize, and 
that’s exactly what Persson kept doing 
during Saturday’s performance. 
Apparently, the new, dark Cardigans 
(grinding rhythms, long-dark-night- 
of-the-soul vocals) find the old, cute 
Cardigans (vibraphones, sugarcoated 
Sabbath covers) more than a little bit 
corny. So Persson camped up 
“Lovefool” until it turned into a 
Nordic “I Will Survive,” at one point 
even screaming out an over-the-top “I 
know that you need me!” to nervous 
applause. And she treated all the other 
pop chestnuts on the set list like 
ancient history, tagging anything not 
from Turismo as “a really old song.” 
“Carnival,” from the band’s Minty 
Fresh breakthrough, Life, was “from 
the disco era”; “Run To Shine” was 
“from back in the days when we were 
indie-rockers, as opposed to sellouts.” 

The rest of the band switched back 
and forth from shiny/happy to 
clunky/industrial with aplomb, but 
the stylistic shifts seemed to create a 
tension Persson could- 
n’t resolve. So she 
sulked, welcoming 
every guitar solo or 
instrumental outro as a 
chance to relinquish 
her frontwoman 
responsibilities. Too 
willing to mock the old 
stuff or vanish into the 
draggy grooves of the 
new material, she 
stalked back and forth 
from the mike between 
verses like a model in 
Diet Coke withdrawal, 
impatiently pacing a 
Fashion Week green 
room. 

After a while, on the 
string of Turismo songs 
that began with the 
woozy, anthemic “Junk 
of the Hearts,” Persson 
stopped apologizing 
and found her voice for 
the first time all night, 
putting real emotion 


into songs like 
“Explode” — _ as 
though she’d finally 


discovered a_ place 
where she could dig in 
her heels. For people 
who can’t wear leather 
with authority, that’s 
what rock performance 
is all about. Too bad 
these moments were so 
few and far between.

'Mem Shannon's Crescent City blues 


BY TED DROZDOWSKI Here’s a heavy concept for a 
blues song: the spirit of a slave who was murdered by his 
masters is reincarnated but steps out of his new body to 


revisit the horrors of his life in chains — 
his children sold away, his wife assaulted, 
and finally his own death by gunfire as he 
bolts for freedom. So let it be said that 
Mem Shannon is not your typical blucs 
songwriter, and that “The Last Time | Was 
Here (Millennium Blues),” from his third 
album, Spend Some Time with Me 
(Shanachic), is not your typical blucs song. 

“That's the last song I wrote before 
going into the studio,” Shannon explains 
from his home in New Orleans’s Irish 
Channel, the neighborhood where he’s 
lived for all his 39 ycars. “It just came to 
me. I’m not one of those guys who can 
write songs every day. I need to be

not the way you're telling it,” Shannon says. “And once you start 
telling your stories the same way, people stop listening.” 





“The blues is the story you're telling, ‘© 


distinctly from New Orleans, not the 
Delta or Chicago. So on his new CD the 
wry “Who Are They” percolates with 
funk, the love song “A Certain Shade of 
Bluc” is colored by pedal stccl, sinuous 
horns snake and solo over his scratch- 
picking guitar on “Don’t Talk About My 
Mama,” and even the road warrior’s talc 
“Paying My Ducs” has that distinctive 
kick- and snare-drum snap whose roots 
can be traced back through the Meters to 
New Orleans street parades. 

“Its important to me to add something to 
the art form,” Shannon says. “The blucs is 
the story you’re telling, not the way you're 
telling it. And once you start telling your 
storics the same 
way, people stop 
listening. Once 
you hear some- 
onc kick off a 
shuffle or ‘Sweet 
Home Chicago,’ 
you tend not to 
listen anymore. 
All you hear is 
that familiar 
beat. | want peo- 
ple to pay attcn- 
tion to what I’m 
singing about.” 

That’s been a 
struggle for 
Shannon, despite 
the instantly 
arresting quality 
of his rich, deep, 
raw, soulful voice 
and his energized 
guitar style, 
which blends the 
influcnces of 
B.B. King with 
his local inspira- 
tions Snooks 
Eaglin and Dea- 
con John. 
Although the 
burly Shannon is 
a favorite among 
music journal- 
ists, he explains 
that blucs DJs, 
clubs, booking 
agents, and oth- 
crs in a position 
expose his 
music to the 
public have been 
thrown off by his

inspired. It may sound weird, but | just 
stepped outside of mysclf, and this song 
occurred to me. 

“Maybe it’s because of the cover | record- 
ed for this album. It's Muddy Waters’ ‘Born 
in This Time.’ Nobody does that song. It's 
the theme for Mandingo, and aftcr sccing 
that movic for ycars | finally realized that 
was Muddy Waters | was hearing.” 

Indeed, the chorus “Born in_ this 
timc/Will never be free” makes for a kind 
of prequel to “The Last Time | Was Here.” 
But Shannon's snatched the song right out 
of the Waters canon by giving it a gentle 
treatment rooted in Dixieland jazz. A light- 
ly strummed, banjo-like guitar rhythm 
tcamced with clarinct supports his cmotion- 
al, testifying voice. 

That's not the kind of arrangement 
we've come to expect from blucsmen, but 
since he was discovered strumming and 
singing in his Crescent City cab in the 
carly "90s, Shannon — who plays Johnny 
D’s on this Tuesday, the day Spend Some 
Time with Me gets released — has been 
full of musical surprises. His blucs springs

refreshing musi- 
cal approach since he launchcd his nation- 
al carcer in carnest in 1995 with his debut, 
A Cab Driver's Blues (Rykodisc). Even 
aftcr a few modest tours and the release of 
his 2nd Blues Albu (Rykodisc), in 1997, 
the gigs and the breaks haven't come as 
casily as they should. 

“I want to be onc of those guys with 
200 dates a year. I'd love it,” he says. 
“Everybody | know who’s toured a lot 
says, ‘Then you'll be complaining about 
so much work.’ Well, let me experience 
that once. Let me tour the country all the 
time. Guys say, ‘There’s nothing out 
there to see.” Let me go out and see what 
nothing looks like! 

“Playing the blucs could be the best job 
in the world, man, but it’s not easy. 
Espccially if you’re not young and pretty. 
But you know, you got to live to do the 
blues. You don’t come out of the womb 
singing it.” *

The French pop of April March 
BY CHARLES TAYLOR Elinor Blake is a 33-year-old 


American artist and animator who makes French pop 
records under the too-good-to-be-true name April March.

YE-YE GIRL: as April March, Elinor Blake embraces the wonderful artificiality of 


French pop, which she once called “the best music ever created in the world.” 





On the cover of the latest April March CD, 
Chrominance Decoder (\deal), she appears 
in the soft-focus style of countless mid- 
60s chanteuses and actresses before her, 
looking into the camera with an expression 
that’s both dreamy and direct. It’s the face 
of someone who long ago thought it would 
be neat to be Frangoise Hardy or France 
Gall or Sylvie Vartan, to say nothing of 
Serge Gainsbourg or Anna Karina or even 
Jean Shrimpton. And your first thought, 
when you look at that cover or listen to the 
19 tracks (including a couple of remixes 
and some songs in French and English) 
that make up Chrominance Decoder, is 
likely to be that Blake is putting you on, 
that, like the hipsters who get dressed up in 
vintage tuxes or party dresses to play 
lounge, she’s some post-ironic hipster 
who’s a little too clever for her own good. 

“Gardens of April,” the title of the lead- 
off track, doesn’t promise much more, and 
you may wonder whether Blake will 
progress beyond the “ba-pa-ba-pa-ba-ba- 
ba” chorus that make up the number’s only 
vocals. But Chrominance Decoder gets less 
predictable as it goes on, and when I went 
back to “Gardens of April” after spending 
some time with the album, it felt as if the 
blueprint for the entire CD were contained 
in it. 

The number opens with a piano picking 
out a melody, unccrtainly, in the manner of 
a kid at a recital who knows everybody is 
watching her. Soon organs, synthesizers, 
Latin percussion, even tubas have joincd in, 
and as Blake skips among them — “ba-pa- 
ba-pa-ba-ba-ba” — she begins to sound 
like a girl loose at a jumble sale. That’s the 
British phrase, a much better one than 
“rummage sale,” calling up the image of all 
manner of odds and ends tossed in togeth- 
er, achieving egalitarianism by association. 
What holds the disparate bits of “Gardens 
of April” together is simply Blakc’s refusal 
to choose among the things she fancies. 

Chrominance Decoder is an idiosyncrati- 
cally decorated abode that follows just one 
rule: the personality of its inhabitant. It’s a 
mecting of the little girl’s bedroom and the 
bachclorctte apartment. Blake is telling her 
story here, attempting to touch on all the 
things she processed in order to become 
April March. At times, Chrominance 
Decoder reminds you of what it was like to 
gct a pop song stuck in your head without 
having the slightest notion of what the

lyrics were. And it would probably have the 
same cffect even if most of the songs 
weren’t in French. (How many hours did 
you spend in junior high or high school 
arguing about what the lyrics of some hit 
really were?) 

The dominant sound is, of course, the 
wonderful artificiality of French pop (which 
Blake once called “the best music ever cre- 
ated in the world”). But if yé-yé is her first 
love, it is also her flypaper, the sticking 
place for everything she digs. If you listen, 
you can hear something like the sheets of 
clectric organ that run through the Spencer 
Davis Group’s “Gimme Some Lovin’ ” in 
the background of “Sugar.” And the song 
itsclf is the sort of fairy-tale fever dream 
that Bjérk might envy, what with lincs like 
“Your hair was jelly/In the moonlight it 
gleamed” and the most wonderful-sound- 
ing strings sccmingly spiraling out of the 
number, like echoes from the bottom of 
Alice’s rabbit hole. “The girls in their 
kneesocks/They all got it made,” March 
sings in “Kneesocks,” sounding less like an 
envious outsider than like an anthropologist 
who has landed on some forest planct 
where it seems perfectly natural to compare 
popular pretty girls to happy bears in caves. 
Maybe Blake draws her lyric images from 
the same place as her animated images. 
Wherever they come from, here they have 
some of the off-kilter childlike quality of 
Daniel Johnston’s best songs. 

Most of the other numbers are more 
straightforward ’60s-style pop, with strings 
and muted horns and catchy melodies. 
Some are even weirder. Most are delight- 
ful. It would be casy to relegate 
Chrominance Decoder to a niche record 
with good timing, a frivolous thing lucky 
enough to be rcleascd when people arc 
shelling out 20 bucks a pop for remastered 
imports of Gainsbourg and Janc Birkin 
albums. (Or cven more for Birkin’s new A 
la legére, which is very good.) But the story 
it tells me is one that goes deeper than the 
attitude of cool. Blake has been making this 
music a long time, before the taste for 
lounge and exotica and found music made 
all sorts of forgotten odditics hip for the 
first time. Chrominance Decoder is a frivo- 
lous album but an honest onc. It approach- 
cs pop without snobbishness, uticrly sincere 
about acknowledging whatever it is that 
makes you say, “Yes.” Blake listens to her 
heart, and it says yé-yé-yé. s

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would trade his or her Blake Babies vintage 
T’s for, John P. Strohm says he still had 
somcthing to prove when he set out to 
make Vestavia (Flat Earth). Because, even 
though he’s fronted bands in the past, he 
considers the just-releascd Vestavia to be 
his first proper solo album. 

“This is the first one that | can say is 
really all mince,” cxplains the former Blake 
Babies/Lemonheads guitarist by phone 
from his home in Birmingham, Alabama. 
“It was the first time | wasn’t going to be 
able to blame anyone else for how it turned 
out. | wanted to take a step forward and 
make the best record I’ve cver made 
because I'd gotten tired of being obscure.” 

Vestavia, which Strohm named after a 
numbing strip of malls and subdivisions in 
a suburb of Birmingham, pulls together the 
various styles the guitarist began exploring 
during his post—Blake Babics ycars guiding 
Antenna (which he formed with then-girl- 
friend and cx—Blake Babies drummer Freda 
Love, now of Mystcrics of Lifc) and Vclo- 
Deluxe. It also finds Strohm settling com- 
fortably into the sort of roots pop he began 
exploring last ycar with a bunch of fricnds 
who billed themselves as the Hello 
Strangers on Caledonia (Flat Earth). 
Strohm’s “Wouldn’t Want To Bc Me” and 
“Drive Thru,” for instance, wouldn’t sound 
at all out of place on a Tom Petty or Wilco 
album. He hasn’t completely jettisoned his 
fondness for Jesus and Mary Chain—style 
fuzzbombs — “Jesus Let Mc In,” in partic- 
ular, is onc Vestavia track that recalls the 
noise-pop delirium of Velo-Deluxe. 
Overall, though, the album comes across as 
a clear-cyed bid for a wider audicnce, the 
result of a decade’s worth of work buffed 
and spit-polishced to a sparkle. 

“That was kind of the agenda going into 
it — to bring everything together,” says 
Strohm, who, prior to writing the matcrial 
for Vestavia, toured as guitarist for. old 
friend Evan  Dando’s_ band, the 
Lemonheads. “I wanted to make a record 
that was accessible and casier to get your 
head around than maybe some of my oth- 
crs. | think the lyrics will be casy for people 





to pick up on. But at the same time, | also 
think that anyone who's halfway into my 
music will be able to listen to this album 
and not think it’s a lame compromise.” 

The warped wit and charm that Strohm 
brought to the Blake Babics repertoire is 
still in evidence on Vestavia. In fact, the 
creepy guy with the box under his bed from 
Strohm’s Blake Babies tune “Girl in a Box” 
could very well be the same dude whose ass 
is parked in front of the tube in the new 
“Drive Thru”: “Someday you say that 
you'll be gone/And I believe | might be 
sad/But as long as they keep the cable 
on/You know, things won't gct too bad.” 
Elsewhere, bizarre juxtapositions abound. 
“Eva Braun” is a distastefully funny num- 
ber that takes football great-turned-necdle- 
point-icon Rosey Grier’s school-assembly 
message of perseverance through faith and 
applics it to Hitler’s mistress. And “Ballad 
of Lobster Boy” is a tender homage to a 
murdered real-life circus performer ripped 
straight from the tabloid headlines. 

That Strohm played the bulk of the 
instruments himsclf on Vestavia is a now 
wrinkle. It’s the first time he hasn’t worked 
with a band since, well, since never. “It was 
really, rcally hard,” he confesses with a 
laugh. “To get the right fecl for the song 
you're working on is tough. It’s much dif- 
ferent from when you're generating idcas 
and cnergy with other pcople in the room. 
All | could do was sit around my apartment 
and play the songs on guitar and imaginc 
what kind of production | could give them. 
There was a lot of mystery involved.” 

Docs he miss those days, tcaring through 
“Out There” and “Cesspool” with Juliana 
and Freda at the Rat? 

“Oh ycah, totally. But it’s not like some 
pathctic high-school football star longing 
for his glory days. That was really a special 
time and there were some incredible bands 
around back then. At first it was intimidat- 
ing to me. | used to go to the barbecues 
that T.T. the Bear’s Place had and I'd check 
out all these great bands like the Volcano 
Suns and Christmas. But eventually | felt 
like, “Yeah, we can do this too.’ ” eo

The Big Burrito compilation 


It’s not often that your initial reaction to a compilation of rock bands from 
Boston is: “I wouldn’t mind buying a burrito from these guys.” You can 
in fact get a plate o’ tacos from just about everybody on the new 


compilation What We Do for a 
Living (Burrito Concepts) — 
because every line-up includes a 
past or present employee of the 
Allston eatery Big Burrito and its 
Kenmore Square sister restaurant, 
Burrito Max. True, there are other 
local establishments that could 
probably manage a_ similar 
compilation — the Tremont 
Brewery and the Mystery Train 
record stores come to mind — 
but the Big Burrito folks thought 
of it first. 

To head off an obvious joke: 
there are no salsa bands on the 
disc. From the 17 songs here, 
you'd figure that the Big Burrito is 
more a punk-rock kind of place. 
Dynamics range from a solo 
acoustic (but extremely nasty) 
track by Tom Bianchi to a full-tilt, 
Jesus Lizard overload by Nok, but 
loud and fast generally rules. The 
long-AWOL Doc Hopper (who 
won the Rumble in 1994, with a 
set including Gang Green’s 
“Alcohol”) open with the disc’s 





catchiest number, “Porcelain,” a 
punk-pop charmer in the Green 
Day/Buzzcocks mold. Other 
familiar names here _ include 
Honkeyball (with “Last Time,”

repeated from their own album) 
and Meaghan McLaughlin, 
appearing solo and with Garment 
District—associated Lint — she’s 
the one who’s moved on to a dif- 
ferent job. 

Like most good local comps, 
this one serves as an intro to a 
few worthy bands who haven't 
released their own discs yet. Pick 
hits here include Piebald (whose 








track makes good use of about a 
half-dozen Ramones licks) the 
garage/bubblegum Shake 747, 
and the high-intensity pop band 
Garrison — whose singer/gui- 
tarist Joe Grillo also produced 
the disc. 

Each of the burrito joints has 
good proximity to the club scene: 
Burrito Max is just across the 
street from what used to be the 
Rat, and the Big Burrito is next 
door to Harpers Ferry. But how 
did so many bandmembers wind 
up at these places? “Because of the 
schedule, for one thing,” Grillo 
explains. “I don’t know any other 
job where you can literally take a 
month off to tour, then come 
home and still have a job. You can 
come back from the road broke 
and they'll bend over backwards to 
give you as many shifts as possible 
— that’s awesome. And you’ve got 
everyone being friends and talking 
about music a lot. We're all good 
workers because we appreciate the 
leniency they have in the schedule. 





Plus, you know, it’s burritos — 
they’re cheap, they fill you up, and 
they're vegetarian.” 

Doc Hopper drummer Greg 
Hoffman was the first musician in 
the store three years ago. And 
Grillo says the idea for a CD was 
already kicking around when he 
arrived a year later. He admits he’s 
lucky that the bands in the store 
wound up musically compatible — 
one bad fusion band or sensitive 
folkie would have made for a weird 
patch in the CD. “We run enough 
of a gamut, but the store isn’t sep- 
arated into cliques or anything. 
We're all music fans, but some- 
times there'll be little fights over 
who gets to put in the next CD. 
The biggest challenge was putting 
the disc together so it wouldn’t 
shift gears all over the place. To me 
it sounds like it all belongs on the 
same record.” 

I can vouch for the food at the 
Big Burrito, having stopped in a 
bunch of times on the way to

Harpers Ferry. But the store docs- 
n't necessarily play up its rock- 
and-roll connections, and it does- 
n't play the CD non-stop. Most of 
the tracks are too raucous to be 
played during the lunch-hour rush 
in Kenmore Square, and a couple 
are too severe to get played at all. 
“We have to skip over the Nok 
song because that’s just too heavy, 
but most of it’s poppy enough. We 
generally play the radio, but we 
can have most of the disc in the 
store — at least there’s no profan- 
ity in any of the songs. We asked 
people to be careful about that, 
and fortunately it didn’t come up 
in any of the songs they were 
intending to use. Whether or not 
it’s their cup of tea, a lot of the reg- 
ular businesspeople know what we 
do because they come in every day. 
The really cool part is that I’ve had 
a few of the older, business-type 
folk come in and buy a copy.”

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general consensus, the Radio 
Kings were one of the best R&B 
bands to break out of Boston in 
recent years. Sometimes com- 
pared to the Fabulous 
Thunderbirds and the Blasters, 
they played their blues fast and 
raucous enough to appeal to the 
rockers, and with two albums on 
the racks, they seemed ready for 
national attention — the second, 
Money Road, was on Bullseye 
Blues/Rounder and had a liner- 
note endorsement from ex- 
Blasters leader Dave Alvin. So it 
comes as a surprise that the band 
are breaking up, with a final 
show scheduled for March 27 at 
Johnny D’s. 

“It was time for me to do some- 
thing different,” guitarist Michael 
Dinallo explains. “Brian 
[Templeton, singer] and I had 
been together for eight years, and I 
had things | wanted to do that 
wouldn’t work with the band. I'd 
hate to say I’m becoming a 
singer/songwriter, but I want to 
work more toward rootsy, folky 
stuff. There’s a demo that I’m 
working on now, and we want to 
take that high lonesome sound of 
mountain music and cross it with 
that low Delta moan.” In other 
words, he’s making the same kind 
of departure that Dave Alvin made 
as a solo artist. “Yeah, a couple 
people have mentioned that to me, 
and I guess it’s the case. We’ve 
been friends for a few years and 
he’s had a huge impact on me.” 

Dinallo hasn’t sworn off guitar- 
slinging altogether: next month in 
Memphis, ‘he'll be playing the 
Beale Street Blues festival in a 
pick-up band behind Billy Lee 
Riley, the Sun Records rockabilly 
guy who wrote the gonzo classic 
“Flying Saucers Rock ’n’ Roll.” 
But he’s going for a subtler sound 
on the solo demos, which include 
the old Radio Kings rhythm sec- 
tion along with Paula Cole guitarist 
Kevin Barry. Meanwhile the Radio 
Kings have a last month of gigs to 
play, starting. with a European 
tour. One assumes it feels weird to 
play with a band you’ve decided to 
leave. “Yeah, the first couple of 
gigs were strange, but it’s coming 
back together now. I think we're 
going out on a real high note.” 


JOHNNY BLACK _~ TRIO. 
Sometimes it ain’t easy being an 
old-school punk rocker, especially 
if you’ve been leading the same 
band through a decade-plus of 
inglorious gigs. Singer/guitarist 
Johnny Black addresses that ques- 
tion head-on during “Tell Me the 
Truth,” the best track on the 
Johnny Black Trio’s just-released 
debut, Basic Black — “You say 
you’ve got problems, I got a few of 
my own/I got my bass player 
whining on the telephone/I got the 
world’s oldest drummer, I wish 
he’d leave me alone!” At least the 
song has a happy ending when he 
falls in love at the Midway. 

Such is the lifestyle conjured up 
on Basic Black, which will please 
anyone who's ever been a sucker 
for this sort of thing — everyone 
who packed the Dogmatics 
reunion three weeks ago (and for 
that matter, anyone who remem- 
bers that the Blackjacks once 
released an album with a similar 
title) should especially feel at 
home. Black can proudly claim to 
have been a member of one of the 
most-banned bands in Boston his- 
tory (that would be Johnny & the 
Jumper Cables, who became per- 
sona non grata in at least three 
clubs when singer Kenne 
Highland lost his kilt). And it’s no 
surprise that he was involved last 
year in bringing the Dictators to 
the Middle East. But his own stuff 
is a little more polished lately. 
There are solid hooks in each of 
the songs; there’s a bit of rockabil- 
ly here and a touch of harmony 
there, and a ballad, “She’s the 


Type,” that could have easily come 
from one of the old David 
Johansen albums. 


SKEETER JOHNSON. 
Cambridge’s Lizard Lounge has 
lately been a hotbed of theme 
nights, including Rick Berlin's 
Marlene cabaret (on hiatus since 
Christmas) and drummer Mike 
Rivard’s acid-jazz Club d’Elf. A 
new Tuesday-night series makes 
its debut this week: the 
“Grassroots Revival” hosted by 
Skeeter Johnson, an_ alleged 
“Southern singer, songwriter, 
farmer, artist and all-around wit.” 
Skeeter’s true identity is a closely 
guarded secret, but he likely bears 


a resemblance to Billy Beard, the 
Nashville/Boston drummer (now 
in Patty Griffin's band) who's 
organizing the series along with 
Slide stickman Ken Schopf. 
Expect the freewheeling atmos- 
phere of the Marlene nights with 
more of a rootsy slant. There'll be 
medicine-show presentations 
between the bands, and they've 
even dreamed up a drink for the 
occasion, the “Drunkard’s 
Dream,” which gets served in 
mason jars.

The characterization is 
of necessity sketchy, and the 
book's tough-mindedness is 
replaced by fire and sentiment 
Ragtime is an _ impressive

AGAIN: EARLY AMERICAN 
RURAL SONGS OF HARD 
TIMES AND HARDSHIP, VOLS. 
1 AND 2 (Yazoo). These two 
discs, sold separately, are a look 
at the dirty face of America in the 
’20 and '30s — songs drawn from 
the well of working poverty. Most 
of these 43 lamentations, which 
cover country, blues, and moun- 
tain folk, are spun with poignant, 
journalistic detail. The Allen 
Brothers jug band’s “Price of 
Cotton Blues,” for example, 
explains that the crop's value has 
dropped to seven cents a pound, 
so low that the bank won't make 
loans against the harvest any- 
more. And the singer is thinking 
about turning to bootlegging to 
make a thin dime. Then there's 
pure melodrama, as when blues- 
man Barbecue Bob insists that “I 
ain't had a paycheck since the 
Devil was a boy” against his chim- 
ing chords, slippery picking, and 
fleet slide. 

Plenty of famous players are 
included: Uncle Dave Macon, 
Sleepy John Estes, Scrapper 
Blackwell, Blind Blake, Bo Carter,

cianship matches the compelling 
stories throughout the CD, 
regardiess of the performers’ 
fame, obscurity, or genre.

What really distinguishes the 
folks in Damnation TX from every 
other roots rockers who didn't get 
kicked out of Whiskeytown last 
year, though, are the tomboyish 
vocal harmonies of sisters 
Deborah Kelly and Amy Boone, 
which approach the soul-steeped 
folk of the Continental Drifters’ 
Susan Cowsill and Vicki Peterson. 
From the moment they sing, “My 
moonlight has turned to a neon- 
colored charm,” on the opening 
track, the Austin natives’ contem- 
porary Western imagery is capti- 
vating. The sisters’ drunkard's 
waltzes, whiskey-soaked laments, 
and existential desert musings 
are all evocative, and the band flirt 
with brilliance on “Black Widow" 
when they make the loss of a 
stolen amplifier sound sadder 
than a lost lover: “The damned 
thing even had a name .. . | sure 
could use a drink.”

*** Ken Schaphorst, PURPLE 
(Naxos). Composer Ken 
Schaphorst writes beautiful 
melodies, to be sure, but it's what 
he does with them that makes him 
a composer and not just a ‘tune- 
smith. He subjects his themes to 
reharmonizations, colorful orches- 
trations, and a variety of different 
rhythmic treatments to create 
pieces that are wide-ranging yet 
unified. 

The charts on Purple, his 
fourth album, range from twisting 
post-bop numbers like “Bounce” 
and “Blues Almighty” to uncate- 
gorizable sound pieces like 
“Bats” to the Afro-Caribbean-fla- 
vored “My Island.” His writing 
leaves plenty of room for 
soloists, and as a consequence 
he always attracts a strong cast 
to play his music. This album fea- 
tures an extended workout for 
tenor-saxophonist Donny Mc- 
Caslin on “Uprising,” an outra- 
geous cubist soul-blues rave-up 
from organist John Medeski on 
“Blues Almighty,” and a lyrical 
statement from pianist Uri Caine 
on the title track.

In his adaptation of Jonathan 
Harr’s engrossing bestseller about 
the infamous Woburn toxic-waste 
suit, Steven Zaillian focuses not 
on the children who die from 
leukemia because of industrially 
polluted drinking water but on 
attorney Jan Schlichtmann, who 
succumbs to greed while trying to 
pin responsibility on two of 
America’s bigger corporations, 
Beatrice and Grace. Portrayed by 
John Travolta, Schlichtmann is an 
empty suit, devoid of complexity, 
propelled by perfunctory conflicts; 
and he’s destroyed by Robert 
Duvall as Jerome Facher, 
Beatrice’s attorney, in every scene 
they share. Such scenes are not 
many: fearing that audiences will 
be confused and bored by debates 
about water tables, the film limits 
the courtroom showdowns to a 
few showpieces and some unin- 
spiring montages.

Father Jack (a 
genuinely touching Michael 
Gambon), the priest in question, 
returns from Africa to his tiny 
Donegal village to be greeted by 
his doting five sisters. They are 
flinty schoolmarm Kate (Meryl 
Streep), long-suffering but gay- 
hearted Agnes (Brid Brennan), 
stolid Maggie (Kathy Burke), “sim- 
ple” Rose (Sophie Thompson), 
and the youngest, rebellious 
Christine (Catherine McCormack). 
Also there's Christine's illegitimate 
son Michael, an adult version of 
whom provides the bland, retro- 
spective voiceover narrative. 
Father Jack has been rendered 
dotty by his encounter with the 
heart of dimness, and his scan- 
dalous incapacity adds one more 
burden to the teetering Mundy 
household, whose members are 
harried already by economic hard- 
ship and social ostracism.

His 
career fizzled in the '40s, probably 
because of his homosexuality; in 
1957, he was discovered dead, 
Sunset Boulevard fashion, in his 
California swimming pool. Gods 
and Monsters tries to fill in those 
last days, as Whale (a white- 
haired, dandyish lan McKellen) 
becomes enamored of his new 
yard man (George of the Jungle's 
Brendan Fraser), who assures the 
horny old man he’s straight.

Comedian Roberto Benigni's con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at 
Cannes, Toronto, and Vancouver 
plus endorsements from groups 
like the Anti-Defamation League, 
and it won the Best Jewish 
Experience Award at the 
Jerusalem Film Fest. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-—like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to 
five years later: Guido and Dora 
have an adorable charcoal-eyed 
little boy, Giosué (Giorgio 
Cantarini), but the Nazis are 
rounding up Italian Jews, and so 
the whole family are shipped off to 
some unnamed death camp, 
where, to protect Giosué, Guido 
pretends it’s all a game. The con- 
cept is well-intentioned and at 
times even moving, but the way 
Guido capers about like the 
Hogan's Heroes gang at Stalag 13 
trivializes what happened at 
places like Auschwitz and Dachau: 
no heads are shaved, and death 
takes place off screen. The feel- 
good Final Solution ending cheers 
the survival of a few while ignoring 
the extermination of millions — it's 
a smiley-face Holocaust. See

The following selec- 
tions, culled from our back files, were 
compiled by Rachel O’Malley. 


Flowers delivered 
years ago: 
February 11, 1994 

The Menendez brothers, the Bob- 
bitts, Amy Fisher — Mark Jurkowitz 
tried to pinpoint exactly when pathol- 
ogy came to equal celebrity status. 

“The idea of confession as a con- 
duit to celebrity . . . got a huge lift in 
1992, when a failed chanteuse burst 
upon the scene talking about her af- 
fair with Bill Clinton. In fact, Gennifer 
Flowers was broadcasting something 
most women would be somewhat 
ashamed of: she acknowledged she 
was the sexual repository, exploited 
and eventually spurned, of a married 
man who never intended to make her 
part of his life. Yet before her media 
moment was over, Flowers had eager- 
ly displayed her effrontery at various 
press conferences and every inch of 
her frontery in Penthouse.” 


Trucks, trucks, trucks! 
1 years ago: 
February 10, 1989 

Joe Bargmann offered a glimpse into 
the monster-truck craze. And for out- 
siders looking in — it’s just how we’d 
picture it. 

“Ten thousand, seven hundred 
eighty-eight fans have paid $12.50 or 
$14.50 apiece to come to the Cen- 
trum tonight, where just now Bruce 
Springsteen’s Born in the USA is 
echoing off the rafters as the specta- 
tors return to their seats from the 
Budweiser beer and hot-dog stands. 
Five dead American cars from the 
’70s have been set side by side in the 
center of the arena floor. The music 
fades, only to be replaced by the surg- 
ing voice of the announcer: ‘Are you 
ready for some ACTION?’ In re- 
sponse, the crowd gives up a few half- 
hearted cheers, a smattering of ap- 
plause. It’s tough to catch all of what 
the announcer says next, but it’s 
something like, ‘Black Stallion! Big!! 
Powerful!! Monster-truck action!!!’ ” 


He’s got personality? 
1 years ago: 
February 14, 1984 

Owen Gleiberman thought Reck- 
less was a recycled, run-of-the-mill 
montage of teenage flicks. The film’s 
star, Aidan Quinn, seemed more like 
an eerie compilation of actors than a 
fresh face. . 

“Aidan Quinn, the much-hyped 
newcomer who stars in the film, isn’t a 
very good actor, but does he ever have 
a face — there isn’t a celebrated glam- 
our boy from the past three decades 
with whom he doesn’t invite compari- 
son. In repose, he’s Baryshnikov; when 
he smiles and squints, he’s Dean. And 
then there are the piercing, sensitive 
eyes (Mel Gibson), the hawk-like 
mouth (Sly Stallone), and aristocratic 
nose. .. . Was Aidan Quinn discovered

2 years ago: 
February 13, 1979 


Channel 5 came out on top in the re- 


sults of the Phoenix’s fifth annual All- 
Star TV News Team poll. Dave O’Bri- 
an pointed out that having Natalie Ja- 
cobson on the team may have had 
something to do with their success. 

“Once again, the Channel 5 news 
operation emerged as the clear favorite 
of the at least semi-literate readers of 
this publication. That is, WCVB-TV 
was voted the best news station in 
town, and four of its stalwarts — Na- 
talie Jacobson, Jack Hynes, Clark 
Booth, and Chuck Kraemer — swept 
six of the thirteen semi-serious news- 
team categories (seven, if one also 
counts Jacobson’s dubious victory in 
our equally dubious bonus category, 
‘Sex Object of the Year’).” 


Joni Mitchell’s in the house 


25 years ago: 
February 12, 1974 

Joni Mitchell may have started out as 
a soft-spoken folk singer, but as Peter 
Herbst noted, she learned how to relax 
in the spotlight. 

“Seated at the piano during the sec- 
ond half of her Music Hall show last 
week, Joni Mitchell began to flub the 
lines to “For Free,” her tribute to a

Spice on ice 


30 years ago: 
February 12, 1969 

Today, the phrase Ice Capades 
brings to mind the icy-tempered 
Nancy Kerrigan. But according to 
Richard Braude, the skating shows of 
the late 60s had more of a bizarre, 
sensual feel. 

“Although the shows base their ap- 
peal on clean-cut ‘family entertain- 
ment,’ there is actually a subtle em- 
phasis on sex in the most elaborate 
acts, when masses of creamy-skinned 
female skaters come gliding around 
the ice, stuffed into outrageously 
tight and revealing outfits. Yet there 
is a sterile, untouchable Playmate-of- 
the-month quality to this particular 
attraction.”
